Imperial Parliament 


Tn the House of Lords on the 6th 
‘of December, Lord Lamington moved 
that a humble address be presented 
to his Majesty for all correspondence 
between the Colonial Office and the 
South African Administrations on the 
questions relating to British Tedlan 
sabjects which has taken place sinee 
‘August, 1910.

The Nathalia Case 
Supreme Court Judgment 





The lollowing is the text of the 
judgment delivered by Mr. Justice 
Dove Wilson judge-president of the 
Natal Division of the Supreme Court) 
in the matter of Z. M. Naihalia 2, 
Principal Immigration Officer By

The £3 Tax 


Important Judgment of the 
Supreme Court 


In the Natal Division of the 
Supreme Court, on the oth instant, 
before a full Bench, Mr. Hime, with 
Mr. Steyens, appeared forthe appellant 
in the matter of W. Audaly » 
Union Government, and reviewed the 
decision of the Magistrate of the 
Lower Tugela Disision, 
‘The point at issue was the payment of 
the £3 pass feo, under Act 17 of 1898, 
which the Magistrate declared he was. 
liable to pay. 

‘The llant came to Natal in 
1897, and for the next three or four 
years paid the £3 fen. On theexpiry 
‘oF his indentures he entered into a 
contract of servicg, and it was sub- 
mitted that Act 19 of 1910 now 
applied. 

That Act provided: that payment 
of arrears of license money due under 
Act 17 of 1895 by any Indian shall be 
suspended ducing the period of ra- 
indenture or conttact af servie for a 
term of not less than two years, and in 
the event of his return to India, the 
payment of arrears shall be. waived,” 

Counsel urged that the: Magistrate 
was wrong in not takiog this, Act of 
9x0 into account and said it waa 
most detirableto havo tha decision of 
the Court in the matter, because simai- 
Jar cases were being dealt with in di 
ferent manners by different Magis- 
‘trates throughout the Province, 

‘The Court refused the appeal, 
and held that in the present case the 
{dea that Act r9 of r9r0 protected 
Tndian from the payment of the lis 
‘eense money for the current year was 
unfounded. ‘There was no question 
that the present claim was for the 
money for the current year, and not for 
anything that could be called arrears 
of license money.

‘A DANGEROUS JUDGMENT 


Justice Wesseis' judgment in the 
‘case of Fatimabai, wite of Mr. Ebra- 
him Jussat, forms painful reading. 
With’ all. deference to the learned 
Judge, we think that it is not his 
considered judgment.

At 
this time, the adjoining compartment 
was empty. This he locked and

An old Indian, 
probably aged about 60, who was 
Cecupying one of the berths, was 
forced by the Conductor to vacate 
his berth, the coloured passenger was 
accommodated on it, and the old 
man was asked to sleep on the floor.

The 
Question of Domicile 


Prominent Resident Refused a 
Certificate 


‘Ap unusual application came 
before the Natal Provincial Division 
of the Supreme Court on Tuesday 
(says the Zimes of Natal). It was 
made by Mr. Laughton, K C., 
op behalf of Dawad Mahomed of 
Durban, who asked for a certificate 
of domicile in Natal. 

Mahomed stated in his affidavit 
that he had resided in Natal since 
1883, He was well known, and was 
the president of the Natal Indian 
Congress. to increased 
Gisabilities to Asiatics in the Province, 
hhe feared that his home might be 
imperilled, and he was desirous of 
securing cerifeate of domicile, to 
prevent the possibility of trouble 
while absent from the Province. 

‘Counsel proceeded to read sections 
of the Immigration Act showing the 
restrictions under which Indians 
laboured, “That is the way they go 
trembling through Natal,” be said ; 
“they never know when they will 
be tapped on the shoulder and sated 
whether they are prohibited Indians 
or not, s0 it is quite necessary nowa- 
days ‘that they should be amply 
protected.” The Immigration Officer 
referred to the issue of certificates as 
a departmental matter, 
showed that it was  legislat 
that the Act provided for 
Immigration Officer, he submitted, 
was compelled to issue such 
certificates, the proper conditions 
being shown to exist. 

‘The Attorney-General agreed that 
the law did not state what conditions 
‘were netessary before the issue of 
such certificates. ‘The Act was not 
promoted for the purpose of justice. 

‘Mr, Laughton: Then it follows 
that it must have been, passed for 
the purpose of injustice, No wonder 
they wanted to get tid of their last 
Parliament. 

‘he Court pointed out that such 
‘x certifeate, even when obtained, was 
‘only evidence that the holder was 
Cormerly domiciled in Natal. If be 
chose to go away and return, he 
‘would still have to show that he was 
‘not a prohibited Indian and if a man

Indians being arrested and brought 
before the Magistrate. 

‘The Court held that the only 
purpose in the Act for which the 
establishment of a. certificate of 
domicile was useful was to facilitate 
reentry into Natal, and there was 
nothing which made the possession 
of such certificate a protection to 
‘any person living in Natal being 
treated as a prohibited immigrant. 
‘The applicant here had not shown 
himself desirous of availing himself 
of any advantages which might acorue 
to persons about to enter the 
Province, and consequently had no 
right to demand such a certificate. 
‘The applicant was an inbabitant of 
Natal and not an immigrant, and 
therefore was not entitled to the 
certificate asked for, .

Indians in the Free State

Sir,—Although Mr. Gandhi and 
others are trying to improve the 
position of Indians in South Africa, 
nothing is being said or done about 
the treatment of Indians inthe Free 
State, who are being treated worse 
than any other Indians, though but 
few in number We in the Free State 
‘were better off under-the old Dutch 
Government, for the Jaw was never 
strictly enforced against us, and a 

yble Indian always. received 
fair treatment at the hands of the 
Authorities. Since the British Goy- 
emment has come, our position is 
worse, For instance, some of us 
have been residing in the Free State 
for fourteen, sixteen and twenty years, 
and we were never troubled about 
‘a permit or anything else, We were 
allowed to work where we liked, and 
to stay where we liked. I myself 
had been residing for some 15 years 
on a farm called  Tellierd Rust”, 
where I had got a few sheep and 
cattle together in return for services 
rendered to the farmers, who thought 
well of me as a servant. Now I have 
been dragged away from the place 
which bas been my home for so many 
years, and am thrown into the 
Krootistad Location by the Police 
and the Magistrate, who tell me that 
the Free State Law does not allow 
Indians to. reside anywhere but 
within municipal boundaries and 
then only in Locations. So here 1 
am jn the Location living on the 
charity of Natives, while all my live. 
stock is still onthe farm. Even, the 
Natives are treatéd better than the 
Indians because they are allowed to 
‘work at anything, like fand_to 
Stay anywhere they, like. ‘The 
Indians here are lobked upon as 
lepers. They dare not engage them- 
selves to -any master without: first, 
‘obtaining permission from the Gov- 
‘emmeat, nor can they be. employed 















in any capacity other than that of 
domestic servant. They may not 
be clerks or managers ; they can only 
be pot-cleaners and dish-washers. It 
is hard to think that all have freedom 
in the Free State except Indians. 
Even the Kaffirs laugh at us when 
they see how we are treated here. 
Surely, if the Goveroment does not 
allow fresh Indians to come in, it 
should at least grant to those Indians 
who have been bere for fifteen and 
sixteen years the same privileges that 
it accords to any other coloured 
persons. It is inconceivable that the 
Imperial Government, knowing how 
Indians are being treated in the Free 
States, should allow this state of 
affairs to continue? Is it nor its 
duty to see that we are treated fairly, 
‘without our having to call its atten- 
tion to the matter? I trust that 
someone abler than myselt willl take 
this matter up, and bring us reliel.

The Congress asks for Infor- 
mation 








On the 21st instant the Joint Hon. 
Secretaries of the Natal Indian Cong- 
ress addressed the following letter to 
the Secretary for Justice, Pretoria -—

tion which we uddressed to the Minis- 
ter for Justice, which was forwarded to

dentured Indians. When the request 
was made at the Umlaxi Court, Dur- 
ban, for the information asked for by 
the ‘Secretary for the Interior, we 
‘were advised to obtain it through the 
Secretary for Justice. Will you there- 
fore supply us with the following in- 
formation — 

(a) The total number of prosecu- 
tions, convictions or withdrawals 
for non-payment of the licence, 
in the respective Courts of Natal, 
against Indians who have entered 
into fresh contracts of service ot 
reindenture since the issue of 
the late Natal Government's 
circular in April, 1910. 

(b) The number of prosecutions, 
convictions or withdrawals for 
non-payment of arrears only. 

(c) The number of prosecutions, 
‘convictions or withdrawals tor 
non-payment of current licences 
only. 

in the cases where the prosecutions 

were withdrawn, we should be thask- 
fal to know thé reasons for so doing. —

Mr. V. Samy (President 
Of the Indian Political Association) 
was elected Chairman of the meeting, 
and Messrs, Mahomed Sariff (Presi- 
dent of Jangira Anjuman Islam) and 
Vediam Pillay were elected Secre- 
taries. The Chairman briefly reviewed 
in English the main disabilities that 
are threatened by the Bill. ‘The Sec- 
retaries related the same thing in

Some 
Tittle time ago Mr. Harcourt, in reply 
to some question in the Commons in 
‘eontiection with the £3 licence tax, 
revealed an ignorance and callousness

to oblige the Transvaal or the Union 
Goverament, ‘There has undoubted- 
ly been a good deal of peculiar deal- 
‘ng, and there has not been that desire 
on the part of the Union Government 
to mogt the Imperial authorities in 
the matter that might have! been 
‘expected, seoing bow ready the latter 
Shave been to assist Union Ministers 








in all their schemes. Lord Emmott 
complained that Union Ministers did 
not try tomest the Imperial Go- 
yernment on important points, and 
this was evident last year from some 
of Mr. Harcourt’s replies to questions 
put to him. It is eminently desirable 
that a settlement should be come to, 
‘but. with a want of candour this is 
made more difficult than it might bave 
een; while on certain points, such 
as the £3 tax, our position is 
indefensible.

Jn the Supreme Court on the 13th 
tltimo the case was brought under 
review of the executors of the testate 
‘state of one Mahomed Cassim v. the 
Town Council of Maritzburg. 

This was an appeal from the deci 
sion of the Town Council, siting as an 
‘Appeal Board, in respect of the de- 
cision of the Licensing Offices, who 
relused a renewal of the Licence ap- 
plied for by the executors of the late 
Mahomed Cassim, ‘The appeal was 
based on the grounds that the de- 

fon of the Council was irregular in 
that the Council retired in private 
‘with their legal adviser, who. was also 
the legal adviser of the Licensing 
Officer. 

Mr, Laughton, K.C., with him Mr, 
Dymes, appeared for the appellant. 
‘The respondents did not appear. Mr. 
Laughton asked that the decision of 
the Council be quashed. 

The Judge-President, in giving 
judgment, said the record as amend- 
ed by the Court, bore that when the 
appellant's appeal in the Town Coun- 

il took place the Licensing Officer 
was represented by Mr. Kufal. Tt 
wras quite true that when the applica- 
tion to amend came before the Court 
fan affidavit was put up from Mr. 
Kiifal to say that he did not represent 
the Licensing Officer, but in the 
‘absence of any application to amend 
the, record the Court must accept 
the record as it stood, which disclos- 
‘ed that Mr. Kufal was represented as 
representing the Licensing Officer. 

"Phe record bore that Mr. Ki

‘Education in India 
Neglect of the Vernaculars 








We take the following extracts from 
Mr. Myron Phelips’ letter to the 
Pioneer (Allahabad) — 

Thave been astonished to find that 
in most of the schools and colleges 
I have visited and inquired about, 
there seems to be almost an absence 
of social mingling between the profes- 
sors and the students. ‘The class or 
ecture-room appointment is 2 matter 
of business which teacher and 
students perfunctorily discharge, then 
quickly separate and each go their 
way. It has been repeatedly said to 
me, in substance, that the Professor 
regards himself as a superior order of 
being to the student; that if they 
meet on the street the chances are 
that the student gets no recognition ; 
while if he calls on a professor he is 
‘usually not asked to be seated, but 
“what do you want?" Tt would 
seem fromthe’ reports which reach 
me as though these geptlemen were 
jeaTous of tkit “prestige.”

Before visiting the schools of this 
country I expected to find in them a 
Hindu character, a Hindu atmos- 
phere, something besides the dark 
faces of the boys to remind me that 
Twas in India. But in this I have 
been disappointed. They are all, 
Government, Mission and Hindu 
alike (with a very few distinguished 
exceptions), pervaded and character- 
ized by an atmosphere which T-can 
perhaps best suggest by terming it a 
ld dilution ofthe English classics — 
Shakespeare, Milton, Spencer, Scott, 
Dryden, Charles Lamb, Kingsley, 
and the other grest, English authors, 
‘One looks in vaio Wor even a Hindu 
‘motto on the walls, for a tale from 
the Mahabharata or Rémiyana in the 
books. One would think that the 
desire was to miake Indians into 
Englishmen. One sees these poor 
boys spending a great part of their 
time in a desperate and, I should 
judge, bootiess struggle to understand 
strange idioms and allusions, based 
on the social customs of a distant 
land of which they are as innocent as 
the anborn babe. 

Gladstone once said, in one of his 
Midlothian speeches I believe: “I 
expect every Englishman to be an 
Englishman, every Scotchman to be 
‘a Scotchman, every Irishman to, be 
an Irishman,” and surely the principle 
he enunciated isa sound one. How 
‘can culture be imparted except in the 
fine of one's own literature, institu- 
tions and civilizations ? 

In your system the boys, I find, 
usually take up English atan early 
age, between seven and ten. A few 
years or so later they cease to use the 
vernacular as the medium in which 
instruotion is received. henceforth 
all the emphasis is thrown upon 
English. It is excellence in. English 
that wins rewards and the approval 
of the teacher. In Madras, out of 
1,600 students who went up for the 
intermediate examination last March 
only 33 appeared in Sanskrit or a 
vernacular ! 

Twas told by a prominent citizen 
cof Colombo that of the educated 
‘Tamils in that city g9 per cent, could 
not read literary Tamil. I could 
hardly credit this, and inquired {ur- 
the, Some affirmed the statement, 
othéts put the proportion as low as 
95 in the hundred, but none Jower, 
‘Of course Colombo is not Tadia, but 
the conditions are similar, and alike 
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hhas been told me all over those 
of India in which Ihave been.

‘Thursday, the 2and ultimo, twelve 
indentured Indians employed by 





Mr. G, P. Ladlau, of Umblali, 
were found guilty of not being 
on duty at rollcall and were 


sentenced by the Staoger Magistrate 
to ove week's hard labour. The In- 
dians maintained that the place where 
they had to work was four or five 
‘miles away from the barracks; that 
the roll was called at the place where 
they had to work; that there was 
convenience for them to live near the 
place of work, if they were allowed ; 
and that there was no conveyance 
for taking them to the place of work. 
Under these conditions it was diffi 
cult for them to reach the place at 
the time of rollcall. Their defence 
was not given due consideration. 
‘The Indians also complained that 
@rinking water could not be bad near

The Japanese Treaty 





The Cros’ Service Gazette of the 
3rd ultimo. says :— 

Some points of considerable inte- 
rest have arisen out of this agitation 
in Canada and South’ Africa against 
any modification of the regulations 
governing the immigration of British 
Indians. Tt bas been suggested, for 
instance, that according to the recent- 
ly-concluded treaty of commerce 
and navigation with Japan-the self- 
governing Dominions are bound to 
Admit the inhabitants of the latter 
country into their territories. This 
view is not correct. ‘The self govern- 
ing Dominions have not yet signified 
their intention of adhering ‘to the 
treaty, but they have been iflormed 
that Sir Edward Grey will notify their 
adherence at the end of two years 
from the date of ratification unless in 
the meantime he receives from them 
a statenient of any objections which 








they may have to thatcourse. Buteven 
if he does adliere; they will sill nor

be bound to admit any Japanese into 
their territories, for the reason that 
when the dratt of the treaty was 
agreed upon, it was drawn up for 
signature in duplicate, but the articles 
under which Japanese are free to enter 
the ‘United Kingdom were omitted 
from the copy to which the self-govern- 
ing Dominions are asked to adhere.

Mr. Starr’s Indians 
Again Prosecuted 


Forty-Three Go to Gaol

Forty-seven of Mr, Wan Starrs 
indentured Indians were again brought 
before Mr. Matthews at the Verulam 
Court on Monday: last, and charged, 
tinder Section 101 of Act 25 of 1891 
for leaving in a body, without. per- 
mission. It appears that, on the 
previous Friday, the men were set to 
plant beans, Mr, Starr states that he 
gave out what he considered to be 
enough beans to plant three actes. 
At the end of the day they returned: 
after having planted an acre and a 
half and practically using up the 
beans. Mr, Starr asked where the 
beans had gone and told the men 
that, cither they had thrown, them 
into the holes in half-dozens instead 
of the usual two or they had taken 
them for their own use. This they 
denied, and one of tteir numbers 
suggested to the employtr that be 
should search their buts'ttnd’find ont: 
whether they ‘had taken: the beans:

Colour Question in 
Trains 


Natives and First-Class 
Travelling 


In the Magistrate's Court, Pretoria, 
fon the 4th instant, Mr. H. Rose- 
Innes, R.M., gave judgment in. the 
case in which J. B, Wolmarans, Field 
Cornet at Aartjes River, was. charged 
with ejecting anative, named Magato, 
from a first-class railway carriage on 
the Delagoa line near Pretoria, on 
January 3¢d last. 

There was a second charge of 
using abusive languag 

‘The accused denied the assault 
and language complained of, but 
admitted that he ordered the 


‘imprisonment. 

‘On the second count, the accused 
had admitted the use of certain 
abusive language, thereby contraven- 
ing the law. 

"Phe Magistrate said that in fixing 
a penalty he could not divest his 
mind of the fact that although the 
assault was of a trivial yoature, the 
accused occupied the position of a 
Justice of the Peace. On the other 
hand, he fully appreciated the pro- 
vocative circumstances in which the 
accused erred in the heat of the 
moment, and made allowance for it. 
A caution, thorefore, in regard to the 
use of abtisive language would meet 
the ease, 

‘The Magistrate next commented 
con the present unsatisfactory pature 
Of the situatioron the railways of the 
Transvaal Province with regard to 
natives travelling with first-class 
fickets.

The complainant, who was President 
of the Transvaal Native Organisation, 
affirmed that there was no desire. on 
the part of the natives to associate 
with Europeans on trains, and: the 
Magistrate believed that that was the 
feeling of the bulk, of the natives 
travelling first and second-class. It 
that the present 
‘unsatisfactory position would be met 
by adding first and second-class ac- 
commodation to carriages specially 
reserved for natives. It seemed to 
hhim that this matter was vitally aftect 
ing the peace and good order of the 
Province, and that any financial 
sacrifice involved must be borne by 
the taxpayer in the interest of peace 
and good order.—Reuter.

A DUMPING-GROUND FOR NIGHT-SOIL AND DEAD HORSES 


HE Germiston 
after they have ousted Indians

Coloured Persons 

Another important section of the

‘a coloured person is defined as “any 
person who is manifestly a coloured 
Person not being a native or an 
Asiatic, Hitherto the coloured gentle- 
man has lived where it has pleased 
him to settle, so long as he paid his 
rent. Forrairastowo, Marshallstown, 
and parts of City and Suburban are 
full of the coloured folk. Under 
Section 67 of the Ordinance, how- 
ever, the Council has the power “to 
compel all coloured persons living in 
the Municipality (except such as hold 
permits granted by the Council, or 
are employed by white employers in 
domestic or household service, and 
lodged at the places of residence of 
such employers) to reside within such

Still another important provision 

is contained in the Ordinance in re~ 

to Asiatics. The Council will 

have the same powers in regard to 

Asiatics as in to coloured 

persons, ive, they will be able to 
gregate them. 

In addition, the Council will have 
the power to pass by-laws regulating 
and controlling the housing of natives 
by their employers for preventing 
‘aunoyance to persons in the neigh- 
bourhood arising therefrom, and for 
prohibiting the use of any premises for 
‘the purpose of such housing.

A Passive Resister’s Visit to 
the Congress 
‘The Editor, Iypian Oris10x, 


Sir,—At the request of friends, 
I ventura to, give you briefly my 
impressions of my visit to the Con- 
gress during my short stay in India. 
Tt was to me one of the most precious 
of experiences in life, As soon as 
began to see our public men, Lrealised, 
as I had not done before, what a 
great and glorious fight our passive 
resistance struggle was and is, The 
‘Transvaal passive resistance has _be- 
come the surest introduction to the 
highest men in India, A passive 
resister, no matter what his work in 
life may be, 
welcome from all our leaders in the 
motherland, Such was my great 
fortune. I was able to pay my 
respects, among many others, to the 
Honourable Mr. Gokhale agd that 
generous-minded patriot Mr, Ratan 
Tata. They were all most anxious 
to hear everything about our struggle. 

‘Though I was an utter stranger to 
Bengal, I was at once made to feel 
fat home with our Bengalee leaders.

From then he 
had had a shop, and had sold, he had 
said, only Colonial produce, The 
Attorney-General had contended that 
the charge as laid was sufficient, and 
that it was for the person accused to 
raise the defence of exemption given 
to dealers in Colonial produce alone, 
when charged, as in this case, with 
carrying on business without a licence. 
His Lordship held that the charge as 
Jaid was sufficient, and that it was a 
matter for the defence to show that 
the act ‘or sale complained of was 
within the exemption, In_ practice, 
the Judge felt, it would be found 
that the Prosecutor would have to 
show that the things charged as 
having been sold were not Colonial’ 
produce, becuase ifan accused proved 
that the things kept for sale, and 
sold by him, were made in this 
country, and were bought by him as 
such, he would, he was inclined to 
think, in the absence of evidence for 
“the prosecution to the contrary, or 
that the things were not Colonial 
produce, be entitled to acquittal. "In

Nature’s Gentleman 


The Culture of the Spanish 
Peasant 





By Harry A. Franck, in his bool, 
“Four Months Afoot in Spain,” 
writes 

Spain is one of the most illiterate 
countries of the civilised world, yet 
also one of the best educated, unless 
education be merely that mass. of 
undigested and commonly misapplied 
information absorbed within four 
walls, Few men have a more exact 
knowledge, a more solid fooling on 
the everyday earth than the peasant, 
the labourer the muleteer of Spain. 

One does not marvel merely at the 
fluent, powerlul, entirely grammatical 
language of these unlettered fellows, 
but at the sound basic wisdom that 
stands forth in their every sentence 
ML their illiteracy denies them the 
advantage of absorbing the festering 
rot of the yellow journal, in com- 
pensation they have a wealth of 
vocabulary and a forceful simplicity 
of diction that raise them many 
degrees. above the corresponding 
class in more “advanced” lands. 

It is of the “lower” classes that 

I am speaking, the common-sense 
and backbone of Spain. ‘The s0- 
calied upper class is one of the most 
truly ignorant and uneducated on 
earth—though among its members, 
be it noted, is no illiteracy, The 
maltreated Miguel was adamantinely 
right in choosing his heto {rom the 
higher orders; no Spaniard of the 
masses could be so far led astray 
from reason as to become a Quixote, 

It is noticeable thnt the. Spaviard 
of the labouring class has almost 
none of that subservience bord in the 
blood in the-rest of Europe. Not 
only does each man consider himself 
the equal of any. other; he takes and 
expects the world to take for granted, 
that this is the case, and never feels 
called upon to demonstrate thit 
equality to himself and the rest of 
the world by insolence and rowdyisin,

Circuit Court Judgment 





Inthe Durban Circuit Court, on 
the 27th instant, before the Hon Mr. 
Justice Carter, Mr. R. L. Goulding 
brought under review on behalf of 
Sookha, a (ree Indian, of Seaview, a 
judgment of Mr. J. Y. Gibson, Magis- 
rata vot tus “UialasisDivisias, obser 
ing the plaintiff on the ground that 
he had not acquired a domicile in 
Natal, to deposit the sum of £5 as 
security for costs in an action at his 
instance against Munger, also a free 
Indian, of Hillary, for the sum of £3, 
which he wrongfully obtained from 
plaintiff throughfbodily fear. 

‘Mr. J. A. H. Armstrong appeared 
for the respondent. 

‘The appellant's counsel urged that 
the appellant had resided in Natal 
for over 11 years, five under indenture 
and four underlicence,and the Magis 
trate was wrong in holding that he 
‘had acquired no domicile; that an 
‘YFndian who aiter completion of his in- 





dentures, resides in the province for 
more than three years, acquiresa domi- 
cile by operation of law; and that the 
Magistrate was not justified in taking 
into consideration the possible costs 
in which plaintiff might have been 
involved by not being ordered to give 
security; and that the judgment ap 
pealed against was not justified by 
the evidence disclosed. 

After hearing counsel, his Lordship 
upheld the appeal and set aside the 
Magistrate's judgment with costs in 
both Courts.— Vata Advertiser 











Indians in East Africa 





Their Civilising Influence 





Mr. E, H. Sadler, writing in the 
Journal of the African Soctety, on 
British East Alrica, says :— 

‘Phere are about 200 Europeans 
and some 25,000 Indians and Afri- 
cans in Mombasa, the Indians belong- 
ing for the most part to the Bora 
community of Mussulmans, and the 
‘Africans consisting of domiciled Arabs 
and Swahilis. 

British East Africa is a Crown 
Colony, under the Colonial Office, 
twice the size of the British Isles. 
‘The administration is vested in a 
Governor, who is assisted by an exe- 
cutive and a legislative council; the 
executive council is purely an official 
body, the legislative council is com- 
posed of officials and non-officials, 
but the official clement predominates; 
the White community is represented 
upon it by three unofficial members, 
the Indian community by one; the 
African community has no unofficial 
representative, but the Secretary for 
Native Affairs has a seat on the 
council. 

Many years ago enterpising mer- 
chants from India found their way to 
the East African coast and established 
there trading marts ; in the Company 
days these intrepid traders pushed 
out feelers into the heart of Africa 
and established agencies. far away in 
the interior; the name of Alidina 
Visram is known throughout the 
length and breadth of East Africa and 
Uganda. ‘These petty traders intro- 
duced, and are still maintaining, a 
great civilising influence amongst the 
primitive savages ; the weight of their 
presence in the development of the 
country is shown to be realised by 
the Administration in the elevation 
of one of their number to the dignity 
of the Legislative Council, 

The Uganda Railway introduced 
entirely different classes of Indian, 
the artisan and coolie, both of which 
have exercised their particular i 
fluence, whilst their preseace was very 
essential for the construction of the 
railway and the staffing of the Public 
Works: Department,

Imperial Obligations 





Mr. Edward E, Long contributes 
an article to the Hindustan Review 
for February, under the above title, 
which concludes thu:

‘To secure a strong and united family, 
the needs of each child must be 
studied and attended to, And s0 
within the wide confines of the British 
empire—greatest the world has ever 
known, each division of its peoples 
must be studied, with a view to 
providing for its welfare, and the 
welfare of the whole. To so regulate 
matters that here progress shall_not 
be too rapid, there too slow, above 
all, to see that.the elder brother shall 
never prey upon the younger and 
weaker brother, but shall lead him— 
to higher things, and that all shall 
work together for the common good, 
and the good of humanity, may well 

we to be a task herculean, but it 
fs an imperial obligation, involving 
the existence of the empire—and it 
dare not be shunned.

A PUBLIC LETTER TO MR RATAN TATA OF BOMBAY 





‘i connection with the receipts 
and expenditure of the Passive | 
Resistance Funds received from 
fodia and elsewhere, Mr. Gandhi bas 

addressed the following public letter | 

to Ratan Tata Esq., of Bombay :— 
Tam ashamed to have to own that 

Tam only now able to fulfil the pro- 

mise I made to you and to myself in | 

my letter acknowledging your second. 
generous contribution of 25,000 Rs. 

Towards the expenses of the great 

Passive Resistance struggle, that I 

should-write a public letter to you, in 
which I intended to incorporate’ an 
account of receipts and expenditure. 

‘The reason for this long delay is that 
my time bas been fully occupied with, 
one thing or another arising out of 
the struggle which T could not very, 
well postpone, and I did not care to 
address the letter without giving a 
financial statement. However, with 
the zealous assistance of Mr. Sorabjee 
Shapurjee, the stalwart passive resis- 
ter, I have just finished the account, | 
of which T give you herewith « fall | 

You will see, on the expenditure 
side, “Farm Capital Account.” This 
represents the expense of erecting 
dwellings on Mr, Kallenbach’s farm. | 

‘The bulk, if not the whole of it, is 
returnable by Mr. Kallenbach, in 
terms of the grant of the use of his 
farm to passive resisters, on its being 
vacated, The item ‘for InpIAN 
Oprsios bas been explained in the 
previous account rendered in my 
public letter to the Honourable Mr. 
Gokhale, “The item “Reliel” in- 
cludes all disburseménts made to 
indigent families of passive resisters, | 
and all other help given to them of | 
to their families. All the other | 
items speak for themselves. As to 
the receipt column, all T need remark 
upon is that, the funds received from 
Rangoon and London were entirely 
earmarked®for relie( purposes and 














instructions have been strictly: fol- 
lowed. There are some items in the 
receipt column included under the 
heading “Local” which are not, 
strictly speaking, contributions, but 
which are either refunds or receipts 
for disbursements specially made. Tt 





| also includes boarding-expenses paid 


by the parents of the boys attending, 


| the tarm school. 


But for the willing assistance 
rendered free of charge by many a 
volunteer, the timely assistance of 
Mr. Kallenbach, and, above all, 1 
readiness with which passive resisters’ 
families fell in with the idea of going 
to the farm, the expenses would have 
been much greater, 

Belore quitting this subject of 
accounts, I would like to add. also 
that the expenditure shown in the 
account takes no note of hundreds 
of pounds raised locally:and disbursed 
by local committees, nor of private 
collections ot which our countrymen 
will probably never know. anything, 
‘The financial sacrifice made by the 
‘community during the struggle which 
has estended over a period of four 
| years has been very egnsiderable, and. 
Jit has been my experience 
to ndtice that those who have con 


| inaously gone to gaol for the stke 


of their and their country's honour 
have been algo the men who have 
cheerfully spent most in aid of the 
struggle.

‘Tuberculosis, our ancient foe, outbids 
the vainest of human inventions, gun- 
| powder, in its ‘of ruthless dis- 
fraction and in its countless victims. 
Tn South Africa one Buropean in 
‘every ten dies from Tuberculosis, 
‘whilst amongst the Coloured people 
‘one in every five sticembs to it, 
‘Whole tribes amongst the Red Indi- 
ans in America have been destroyed 
it 
Te has taken mankind over 2,500 
to complete the chain of isolat- 
ing the cause of this disease. Hippo- 
crates, the father of modern medi- 
tines, who thrived in the great days 
‘of anciont Greece, described the 
peculiar wasting of the sufferer. 
Later, Galen, the great Roman physi 
‘cian, noticed its contagiousness, It 
‘was left to the physicians of the roth 
‘century to lead up to that remarkable 
achievement of Koch, the German 
t, who isolated the tubercle 
‘illus, the ‘cause of tuberculosis. 
‘This minute “vegetative organism, 
when enlarged a thousand times, 
‘measures only from 3 to. § millimeters 
in length. Tt attacks all tissues, but 
shows a special disposition to assail 
the lungs in adults, which is common: 
ly known as consumption, ind .tbé 
bones, especially in children. The 
hunchback has to thank the tubercle 
Wacillus for his bump. Te has no 
race prejudice, attacking both White 
and Coloured, showing a marked 
favour for the latter, as I have already 
mentioned, Nor does it disériminate 
‘man from the rest of the animal king- 
dom. Fowls, fishes, cattle, monkeys, 











parrots, earthworms, all suffer from 
this universal scourge, Not only can 
man give this disease to his pets, but 
hhe himself can be infected from them. 
‘Where he. uses, these animals. to sup- 
ply him with food, for example, beet 








tuberculosis, He may inbale the 
‘dust of dried spit which contains the 
deadly bacillus, thus setting up disear 
fs in the lungs, From these primary 
places the bacilli may swarm into the 
blood, either causing rapid death (a 
condition commonly knowa as.“ gal- 
loping consumption”), or infecting 
‘some distant organ as the membranes 
of the brain, the kidneys, and the liver. 

‘The other important path of infec- 
tion is the elementary canal (stomach 
and intestines) by means of infected 
food. 

Now comes the greatest question 
of all! How can the disease be com- 
bated. How shall we fight against 
this unseen but powerful enemy who 
deals death from the dark? In order 
to stamp out this virulent disease, the 
State, and every individual, must 
combine in the attack, The State 
must ensure that the food of inbabi- 
tants does not contain tubercle bacilli 
by rigidly inspecting all dairies and 
flanger hous. Legislation must

ills must 
jospitals and 
sanatoria must be built for the 
treatment and isolation of the sufler- 
‘ers from this disease. 

‘Fromthe individual, as isalways the 
case, most of the work must come. 
From the scientific aspect there is 
absolutely no doubt that fresh air and 
light are the great destroyers of these 
bacilli. So the most important thing 
to learn, and learn thoroughly,. is 
“Let there be light” Open wide 
the windows night and day, and let 
air and sunshine penetrate into the 
darkest corners of the home, Choose 
those occupations which call you to 
‘work in the open air, and, if possible, 
away in the country “far from the 
tmaddening crowd.” Of great import- 
ance is the question of nutrition. 
Let all food be wholesome ant simply 
‘cooked, and do away as far as possi- 
ble with stimalants such as alcohol. 
Tn order to render milk perfectly 
armless, it should be heated 

i ‘can containing i 
Bisping, water for twenty minutos 
(The milk itself must not boil, other- 
wise all the anti-scorbutic properties 
fare destroyed.) I need hardly add 
that all sputa from consumptives 
should be burnt, and all dust from 
their rooms must be mopped away 
‘with a good antiseptic like Lysol, 

Now I will try to give the latest 
scientific aspect as regards whether 
tuberculosis. is hereditary or not. 
‘The children of consumptives do not 
inherit consumption, but a tendency 
to it. They are good breeding ground 
for the bacilli, and if they are not 
taken away from, the atmosphere of 
their home, which is bound to con- 
tain these bacilli, then. they succumb 
to consumption. ot some other «form 
Of tuberculosis. It will be seen from 
this short account of this vast subject 





















that the fight is against ignorance and 
poverty. It is therefore essential that 
the wages of the labourer should be 
raised to ensure better social condi- 
tions, Tt has therefore seemed to mie 
‘a useless procedure to notily con. 
sumptives if they cannot all be re- 
‘moved to a sanatorium, if they cannot 
be supplied with better food, better 
housing and better clothes. 

‘The rich cannot long be indifferent 
to the suffering of the poor, for both 
rich and poor are always’ elbowing 
each other, to-day the tubercle attacks 
the maid, to-morrow the mistress, and 
in this case humanitarianism goes 
hand in hand with the finding of 





“The Great Illusion” 


How the Colonies are 
Governed 


In that remarkable and widely-read 
book of Norman Angelt’s, “The Great 
Milusion,” there is a chapter on “How 
the Colonies are Governed,” ia w! 
the writer maintains that Britain does 
not own her colonies. The state- 
ment in regard to the Indian position 

could not be more clearly set forth 

than in the following portion of the 

‘chapter referred to — 

Now it will not be forgotten that, 
time when we were quartelling 
with Paul Kruger, one of the liveliest 
of our grievances was the treatment 
of British Indians. Having conquer- 
ed Kruger, now “owning” hi 
country, do we ourselves act as we 
were trying to compel. Paul Kruger 
as a foreign ruler to act? We do not. 
We (or rather the responsible Govern- 
ment of the Colony, with whom we 
dare not interfere, although we were. 
ready enough to make representations 
to Kruger) simply and purely enforce 
his own regulations. Moreover, the 
Australian Colonies and British Col- 
umbia have since taken the view with 
reference to British Indians which 
President Kruger took, and which 
view we made almost a casus dellt 
Yet in the case of our Colonies we 
do absolutely nothing. So the pro- 

cess is this: The Government of a 
forsign territory does something which 
we ask it toceasedoing. The refusal 
of the foreign Government constitutes 
a casus bells. We fight, we conquer, 
‘and the territory in question becomes 
‘one of our Colonies, and we allow 
the Government of that Colony to 
continue doing the very thing which 
constituted, in the case of a foreign 
nation, x easus bell. What did we 
undertake the war of conquest. for? 
Do we not arrive, therelore, at the 
absurdity I have already indicated — 
Ghat wwe are tn a worse position to en- 
force our views 1n our oman territory— 
‘hat is to say, 1m our Colomes—than 
1m forcign territory. Would we subtiit 
tamely ila foreign Government should 
exercise permanently gross oppression 
on 29 important section of ovr citi- 
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of x promise by the I 
ment to introduce a Bill during the 
present Session that will secure) a 
uniform law of naturalisation through- 
out the Empire, was not unexpected, 
as the subject had been discussed at 
ength at the Imperial Conference 
last year. Whether the Bill will have 
much chance of passing in a Session 
that will be crowded with the con- 
sideration of measures of first-class 
impo remains to be seen; the 
Bill itself raises a good many intricate 
‘and rather controversial question 
and some of the difficult points that 
converge upon this topic have already 
been touched upon in United Empire. 
‘The main provisions of the Bill are 
understood to be that naturalisation 
of aliens as British subjects—the 
word “citizen” finds no. place in 
English lay—shall be conditional on 
five years’ continuous residence with- 
in territory under the King’s 
allegiance, on good character, and on 
an adequate knowledge ofthe English 
language recognised in any Dominion 
as on an equality with English. 
(This last provision would cover 
Dutch in South Africa, Freneh in 
Canada and probably in Mauritius 
and Seychelles.) Tn addition, the 
icant (or naturalisation must 
also take the Oath of Allegiance. 
‘The new law will therefore cover 
substantially the same ground as. the 
present law of naturalisation in the 
‘United Kingdom, which as, however, 
notoriously beea rather loosely 
administered at times, 
nothing approaching the methods in |: 
‘vogue in the United States have. ever 
been  admited. ‘The, law will of 
course, become operative in 
the ‘Dominions only after. their 
Legislature have adopted it. 
Difficulties Ahead”

‘A case of very considerable im- 
portance has been decided by the 
Boksburg Magistrate. An Indian, 
named Mr, R, Harry, was charged 
with a breach of the Bazaar Regula- 
tions in that he traded and resided in 
the Bazaarwithout the Boksburg Town, 
Council's permission. ‘This precious 
Bazaar is the new location of Boks- 
burg to which some Indians have 
foolishly and selfishly gone. No one 
knew anything of the regulations, 
which were, no doubt, published in 
comer of the Government Gasette, 
which nobody reads. Mr, R. Harry 
pleaded that he was a sub-tenant, that 
he held a licence to trade, and that he 
did not need any permission from the 
Council either to trade or reside. ‘The 
Magistrate has decided in favour of 
the Municipality. And now there is 
a flutter in the location dovecote. If 
the Indian residents of the location 
‘have any self-respect, they will certain- 
ly ignore these degrading Regulations.

Factory Life in India 


‘The following is ao extract from a 
letter addressed to Mr. Polak by a 
friend serving in one of the cotton- 
mills of Central India :-— 

“Tn this letter T give you some in: 
formation which I have been able to 
et about the treatment of the operat- 
ives... . Their condition is 
said to be much better here than in 
other mills. ‘The working hours are 
from sunrise to sunset. Nowadays 
they are from 6,30 in the morning to 
6.10 in the Evening. These hours, 
of course, depend on the length of 
the day. "For men there is only one 
recess of hall-an-hour at noon, and 
foxwomen there is a recess of halt an- 

















hol at 9 am, three quarters ofjao 
hour at noon, and 13 minutes at 


3pm. In summer, when the days 
fare longest, the operatives are expect- 
ed to work most, when, in fact, they 
can work least, Sunday is observed 
as a holiday but the operatives are 
paid for a holiday only if they are 
present on the preceding and succeed- 
ing days. Ifany workman is abseot 
with leave, he loses only the wages 
for the days that he is absent, but if 
he absents himself without leave, he 
loses double the wages of those days 
fon which he has been absent. On 
the night preceding a holiday, the 
mill works all night, if there is any 
need, and the same workmen who 
worked during the day work at 
night also. Night wages are double 
of day wages. You will be astonished 
to learn that the amount of work done 
does not vary with the number of work- 
ing hours, Whether it be day or 
night, a long day or a short day, the 
amount of ork done is the same. 
Tn my opinion, the number of work- 
ing hours should by legislation be 
reduced to nine and not to twelve, as 
is provided by the new Factory Act, 
which will come into force in another 
few months, I think it is impossible 
for one to continue to work for x2 or 
13 hours a day.” 

[The moral is obvious, If the life 
in a factory, said to be well managed, 
is'so hard, how much more so would 
it be in many factories that are not 
‘well managed.—Ed. I. 0.)

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THE “WHITE LEAGUE™ CONGRESS 





“MAINTAINING THE STATUS OF THE WHITE RACES” 





HE congress organised by the 

recently appointed White Lea- 

‘gue Committee with the object 
of furthering the movement was held 
at Wright's Restanraot this evening, 
(writes the Rand Daily Mail's Pre- 
toria correspondent, on the 2nd 
instant) when Mr. F. P. Van 
de Venter presided over a gather-| 
ing of about 75 persons, among | 
whom were Messrs, E. W. Hunt, 
M.P.C,, I. Van Alpben, Fred Hopley, 
G. Rissik, J. W. Greii, Field-comet 
Van Gass, Commandant Opperman, 
General Erasmus, and Mr. John Wes- 
ton (the aviator). 

It will be remembered that the or 
ganisation was brought into existence 
by the recent prosecution and fining 
ol Field-cornet Wolmarans lor throw: 
ing a Kaffir out of the train. 

The Chairman opened by appeal- 
ing to the meeting to be reasonable 
and moderate in discussing what was 
a life's question to the white races— 
Boer and Briton—ot South Africa, 
‘They had deemed it necessary to 
make an eflort to puta stop to an 
undesirable state of affairs They 
did not desire the blacks to be made 
slaves, but they wete determined that 
the blacks would not be placed on an 
equal footing with the whites. (Ap- 
plause.) Their political leaders had 
often been approached, . but the 
circumstances were becoming worse 
every day. (Hearhear,) He appeal- 
ed to those present to join in the 
committee's efforts to maintain the 
status of the white races. ‘They had 
‘no objection that the black men 
should have their rights, but not at 
the expense of the white men, (Hear 
hear.) Recently a highly placed rail- 
way official had said be could not see 
why the white should object ta sit 
beside a coloured man. He could 
not understand how a man who could 
say such a thing was allowed, to mix 
with Buropeans.. He couldngt re 











@ecstand) the Goyerament attitude 
with regard to the tative question. 


He was sure Mr, Sauer was often 
ridden by a nightmare in the form of 
a. pitch-black nigger. _(Laughter.) 
He regretted very much they had 
been obliged to commence such a 
movement, but it was their duty. 

‘Mr. Van Alphen spoke of the wise 
of some people who would 
not peresit blacks to do too much 
housework, least of all to. allow them 
to take in early morning coffee to the

‘The Venerable Archdeacon Potter, 
M.A., Hon. Secretary of the League 
of Honour has favoured us with 2 
copy of his booklet, entitled Great 
Britain, Slavery, and Indentured La- 
our, in the zoth Century "—Part IT. 
Tt is the substance of an address 
delivered at Norwick in September 
last. ‘The matter it contains makes

@ealings with the coloured races. 
Tostances are given of cruel injustice 
in the Congo, Kast Africa, Rhodesia, 
South Africa, Australia, the United 
States, and ‘South America. After 
such a catalogue of crimes, no wonder 
that Archdeacon Potter is led to 
exclaim: I think I have said 
enough to bear out the contention 
that the cruelty and barbarity of 
civilised and Christian States, or 
States allowed to exist by a civilised 
‘and Christian State, is such as to 
militate against Missionary work in 
non-Christian lands.”

Resolution on Indentured 
Labour 

Calcutta, March 4. 
‘The Imperial Legislative Council 
began at 1x this morning. There 
was a fair attendance. The Hon'ble 
Mr. Gokhale in moving the resolution 
{or the prohibition of indentured la- 
‘our began by recalling the fact that 
two years ago the Council adopted a 
resolution recommending that the 
Govemor General in Council should 
obtain powers to prohibit the recruit- 
ment of indentured labour: in India 





il the necessary empowering 
legislation, and on the rst July last 
year the new law was put into opera- 
tion against Natal. 

Mr. Gokhale now invited the Coun- 
cil to go a step furtherand reeommend 
the abolition of the system of inden- 
tured labour altogether. Tt was time 
that the resolution of 2 years ago was 
adopted principally as ‘a measure of 
retaliation rendered necessary by the 
continued indignities and ill-treat- 
ment to which their countrymen were 
subjected in South Africa. But Mr, 
Gokhale’s own view expressed in the 
Council even then was that apart from 
the question of retaliation, indentured 
labour should be stopped because it 
was wrong in itsell. Tt was un- 
necessary to describe at any length to 
the Council what the system of inden- 
tured labour really was. The principal 
features were roughly six. Those 
who were recruited under that system 
bound themselves first to go toa 
distant and unknown land of which 
they had no idea, of the language, life, 
customs and wages of which they were 
totally ignorant, and where they had 
no friends or relations. Secondly. 
they bound themselves to work there, 
for any employer to whom they might 
be allotted whom they did not know 
personally and who did not know them 
and in whose choice they had no 
yoice. Thirdly they bound them- 
selves to live daring the period of 
denture on the estates. of their 
‘masters table, to) absent themselves 
GE even to go on:sport visits, without 

sazspecial permit end compelled to do 











such tasks, as might b> assigns 
them, however irksome they might be 
Fourthly they bound themselves to 
belong to their masters for a period, 
generally five years, during which 
they had no power to withdraw 
voluntarily from the contract. Fitthly 
they bound themselves to work for 
fixed wages during the time which was 
invariably lower, and in many cases 
very much lower than that paid to free 
labour around them. And Sixthly 
‘and lastly, and that was the worst 
feature of the system they were placed. 
under a special law never explained 
to them before they entered into the 
agreement which threw a criminal 
liability on them for the most ordinary 
breaches of the contract in place of 
the civil liability usually attaching to 
such breaches, Thus, under that law 
they were liable to imprisonment with 
hard labour, not only for deception, 
but for negligence, carelessness and 
would the Council believe it, even for 
an impertinent word or gesture to 
the employer or his overseers.

Mr. Gokhale drew the special atten- 
tion of the Council to a debate in 
Parliament that took place more than 
seventy years ago in the course. of 
which Lord Brougham and other 
great Englishmen denouiiced in’ stroug 
terms the system of indenture, a 


debate which was followed by’ thet there were 


suspension of the system and an in- 
quity into its nature. After referring 
briefly to several other inquiries the 
speaker proceeded to consider in 
greater detail the main objections to 
the system, The first was necessarily 
its utter iniquity. The stream was 
poisoned at the source. The lying 
representations of professional’ re- 
cruiters for whom no one had a good 
word to say alone succeeded in entic- 
ing the poor creatures who entered 
into the agreements out of the 
country. Again the penal nature of 
the contract which was its worst 
feoture was carefully kept from the 
emigrants when they signed their 
agreements, Mr. Gokhale deemed 
it necessary to complain strongly 
about this, because if the fact of pen- 
al liability was sulficiently known in 
the districts where the recuitment 
took place the profession of the re- 
cruiter would be gone. To dignify 
such transaction by the name of con- 
tract was to misuse the English lang- 
uage. In several legislative enact- 
‘ments passed in this country such as 
the Deccan Agriculturists! Relief Act, 
the Government assumed and very 
properly assumed that a so-called 
contract between. two parties 
unequally matched had to be - 
ly looked into before it was enforced. 
‘That same principle should apply .to 
contracts of indenture, I was urged 
Hpocaeed es against 
abuses in that there were Protectors 
of Immigrants in the different colonies 
and that there were the Magistrates 
to give the Iabourers the protection 
of law against the employers. Those 
safeguards however were largely ill- 
usoryas the Protectors and the Magis- 
trates were officers of the Colonial 
Governments, belonging to the same 
class as the planters themselves and 
generally one in sympathies and in- 
terests with them. ‘Then they had to 
remember that the system during this 
75 years of its existence had to 
discredit a vast and terrible amount 
of suffering, ‘The imprisonments with 
hard labour for trivial causes, the 
physical violence endured by many 
without any chance of redress, the 
bitterness of finding themselves en- 
trapped, the home-sickness i 
all interest in life, the heavy preventi- 
ble mortality on the estates, the larger 
number of suicides, and the unutter- 
lable tragedy and pathos of men and: 
women, knowing that the vast seat 
rolled between them and their native?

British Colonies Mr. Clark said they 
should have an idea as to what the 
scope of that emigration was. The 
colonies included British Guiana, 
Fiji, Jamaica, Trinidad and Mauritius, 
As the Straits Settlement the 
greater part ofthat immigration had 
been free and the system was prac 
tically dead there. In the Malay 
States where the greatest mortality 
occurred it had been sotpped. In 
Ceylon it was practically free. As 
regards British Guinana there was a 
small number of unemployed Indians 
and emigration was practically dead 
there. With regard to. other free 
Colonies in the West Indies there was 
flow of emigration and they must 
consider the principal obligations 
imposed upon the employers and on 
the coolies respectively by the Emi- 
gration law of the different Colonies 
themselves.

Ir is hardly likely that the Gove 
ment of India will fail to realise the 
significance of the voting on the 
resolution moved by the Hon. Mr. 
Gokhale in the Viceroy’s Legislative 
Council to puta stop to the system 
Of indentured labour. The Govern: 
ment majority was not more than 
eleven and the non-official minority 
was the largest yet recorded on a 
proposition aot accepted by the Goy- 
ernment, In the debate, Hindu and 
Mahomedan members vied with one 
‘another in expressing their detestation 
of the system which was separated 
from slavery by a very thin partition, 
+. Evenif an officer of the 
Government of India were invariably 
appointed to the office of Protector, 
and even it—an extreme and almost 
impossible supposition—that officer 
were an Indian himself, many of the 
evils inherent in the indentured sys- 
tem would continue unabated, The 
officer will find himself in a’ position 
of. utter impotence as be will be 
thwarted at every turn by the planters 
and will not be often able to secure 
the support of the Colonial Govern- 
‘ments in his endeavours to upold the 
law in the spirit as well as in the 
letter. The experience of Sir Henry 
Cotton when he, endeavoured to cope 
with the abuse of the system in India 
itself, ought to be a warning: against 
accepting any such specious con- 
cession as a remedy for the evils of 
the system. é 




















apy It is, we think, 2 pity 
that there should have been any 
attempt at an answer. ‘The Honour- 
able Mr. Clarke enlarged at such 
length and with so much eloquence 
fon the blessings enjoyed by the 
indentured labourers that it might 
almost seem that the Honourable 
Member, had he not been condemn: 
ed-by an unkind fate to be a member 
of the Government of India, would 
himself have prelerred to be an in 
dentured labourer. When a man 
entered into a contract, said Mr. 
Clarke, he must carry out that con- 
tract.

describing and throwing a lurid light 
on all the ugly points in the. system.

As for explaining its terms, 
would it be possible for any human 
being, specially for ignorant and 
illiterate coolies to leave their home 
and hearth for an unknown country 
beyond the wide expanse of the sea, 
if they were told that they 
be treated as criminals and pu 
severely with rigorous imprisonment 
should they only show some careless- 
ness and negligence in their work or 











use one pectiul word to their 
master—disrespectful according to 
the latter ? 


‘The so-~alled free contract alluded 
to by Mr. Clarke reminds us of the 
agreement into which the indigo 
planters of Bengal entered with the 
tyots before the sixties of the ‘gt 
century. ‘The planters advanced so1 
money to the ryots on condition that 
the latter would sow indigo and give 
them in return a few specified bundles 
of indigo plants per rupee. There 
was no penal clause attached to the 
contract; its terms were simple and 
Sealy explained to thecal ators 
TES itige ote Deame'as bade 
; ryots became as bad as 
that of the Carolina slave, 

Todeed, the ryots could never pay 
back the small advances they received 
from the planters; on the other hand, 
if they took ten rupees, the amount 


doubled aud trebled in ten years, | p 


though they had brought to the factory 
more bundles of indigo plants in the 
first year than what were contracted 
for. In this way though they were 
originally free men and entered into 
a free contract, they became the 
perpetual slaves of the planters, who 
gradually possessed their cattle and 
ousted them from their fields, and 
grew the plants themselves, And at 
last the down-trodden ryots, goaded 
to desperation, tumed back and 
revolted, threw off the indigo thral- 
dom, and compelled the planters to 
leave this country, bag and baggage, 
aiter having ruined a most important 
industry for ever. 

‘The fact is, the dwarf must always 
go to the wall when he enters into a 
contract with a selfish and grasping 
giant, however fair and redsonable its 
terms may be. It may be urged 
that ifthe indentured coolies in the 
Colonies were really oppressed with 
cruelty they would show signs of 
mutiny like the Bengal ryots. But 
the latter were in certain favourable 
circumstances which are wanting in 
the case of their confreres in Mauri- 
tius and other places. They were in 
their own native soil } they were five 
Tillions in| number; “and at least 
ome of the governing, authorities 





were in full sympathy with them. 
But the indentured coolies in the 
Colonies have really yot the sea and 
the devil between them, They can- 
not move one step to free themselves 
from their geasping masters without 
endangering their liberty and lives. 

; . Acsystem with brutalising 
and de-humanising tendency should 
never be tolerated for 2 moment by 
a civilized Goveroment.

T. Stead writes an article in the Re 
view of Remews, in which he gives 
a lucid description of the situation in 
England caused by the coal strike, 
He says, Great Britain stands to-day 
(March xst) on the very edge,of Hell. | j 
‘One million coal-miners, representi 
the whole body of workmen 
in coal-mining, have struck. work: 
If they refuse to go back to work un. 
til their demands are conceded, and 
if those demands are not conceded, 
the country will be plunged into eivil 
war, Not civil war of the ordinary |i 
kind, in which two armed forces ap- 
Peal to the arbitrament of arms as to 
which shall rule, but civil war of 
far more terrible kind—civil war in 
which the sole arbiter will be starva- 
tion—starvation endured not by the 
combatants alone or even in chief, 
but the starvation of a natio “fi 
tion is a far more cruel arbiter than 
war. War has its Jaws; starvation knows, 
no law. War confines the combat as 
far as possible to the armed forces of 
disciplined combatants. Starvation 
wreaks its worst tortures upon non- 
Combatants, upon women, and 
ofall on infants. There is a certain 
chivalry in war. ‘There are many 
noble qualities evoked on the battle 
field. In the arena in which Famine 
sits as judge there are no such com. 
Pensating advantages, for if man be 
Geprived of food for # certain sumber 
of days he is converted first into a 
savage, then into a wild beast. And 
it is now being realised for the first 
time that in our highly complex hand- 
to-mouth civilisation, in. this modem 
society of ours, which is as delicate 
as the works of a watch, it is in the 
Power of a single determined trade 
union to convert a whole nation of 
civilised men into an anarchic mult- 
itude of wild beasts ravening for prey.

‘The position really is that a location 
cannot be established without the 
consent of the Minister for Native 
‘Adairs ; that consent has been applied 
for, but before it is granted the 
suitability of the area, especially from 
the point of view of public health, 
ust be satislactory to the Minister ;

‘This letter is in no vay intended to 
bea reply to the serious allegations 
made in the report prepared by Dr, 
Macnab. It should, however, be 
stated that the Public Health Com- 
mittee are acting upon the expert 
advice of Dr. Moller, the Medical 
Officer of Health, who has reported 
fully to the Committee on the whole 
matter, However, to make assurance 
doubly sure, this advice is being 
supplemented by x report from the 
highest authority, namely, Dr. Arnold, 
the M. 0. H. for the Union. The 
public may therefore rest assured 
that there is absolutely no cause for 
alarm, ‘This letter is simply an 
assurance to the public of an obvious 
fact ;that the health of the Councils 
tenants and generally the public 
hhealth of the white community of 
Germiston is just as precious to the 
Public Health Committee of the 
Council of the Municipality of 
Germiston as it is to that particular 
section of the Asiatic community who 
commissioned the services of Dr. 
Macnab. 











All-India Moslem

‘The fifth session of the All-India 
‘Moslem League was held, in Calcutta, 
on the 3rd and 4th March, the Hon. 
‘Nawab. Sir Khajeh Salimollah Baba- 
dur, GCSE, G.CLE, of Dacca, 

jing. Io the course of his 
address, the Nawab of Dacca said :— 
Gentlemen, I feel it my bounden 
duty to raise an emphatic protest 
against the unjust treatment of 
Indians, and the serious disabilites 
imposed on them, in British South 
Alrica. ‘The perpetuation of the 
grievances of our countrymen in that 
land, in spite of the most vigorous 
condemnations both in this country 
‘and in England, is a marvel to, those 
who have learnt to pin their faith on 
the sense of justice of the British 
people for the redress of real 
grievances. Nearly five years ago I! 
put a series of questions in the 
Imperial Council with a view to” 
ascertain how far the Goveroment of 
India was regardful of the rights and 
privileges of the Natives of India 
in the Transvaal. The replies, as T 
noted then, were satisfactory, I am 
well aware that both the Governments 
hhere and at home are very sym- 
pathetic, and there is a tendency 
towards the redress of grievances. 
But in spite of all that has been done, 
eoumeration of the existing 
disabilities of the Indians in the 
‘Transvaal would be shocking to the 
feelings of their fellow-countrymen in* 
India, ‘They are still denied all 
freedom in the acquirement of land 
in that country; they are not given 
facilities and comforts in the matter 
of travelling inthe railways ; they are 


























debarred from nomination to the 
Magisterial offices, however influential 
and respectable they may bes while 
+ suffering terms of imprisonment, little 
‘or no consideration is paid to their 
religious scruples, although these are 
often as dear to them as life itself 
These and a thousand other 
grievances make the life of our 
countrymen most miserable in the 
‘Transvaal and other parts of South 
Africa, and must necessarily be 
hbumiliating to them and galling to 
their feelings, I repeat what I said 
five years ago on the same subject 
from my seat in the Imperial Council, 
thit I challenge the right of the 
British Colonial Goveraments to. put 
the stain of inferiority on British 
Indian subjects or place them on a 
lower status than that bestowed on. 
the commonest of foreigners, I 
understand that the Committee of the 
London Branch of the All-India 
Moslem League has recently address- 
ed His Majesty's Government on the 








imperative necessity of redressing 
these real grievances. I need hardly 
say that these grievances weigh 





heavily on the hearts of all Indians, 
irrespective of caste and creed, and 
that any uction taken towards the 
amelioration of the condition of our 
countrymen in South Africa would 
be hailed with immense satisfaction 
and joy by all the communities in the 
Indian Empire.

From the debate in the House of 
Lords on Monday on the treatment of 
British Indians in South Africa it is 
clear (says the Manchester Guardian) 
that, in spite of the nominal " settle- 
ment” that was come to in May and 
the hopeful speeches that were made 
at the Imperial Conference, the matter 
is still in n tangled and unsatisfactory 
state. ‘The history of the question is 
not a creditable one, and it is well re- 
membered in India. The “ill-treat- 
ment of our Indian fellow-subject” 
‘was one of the justifications put for- 
ward by Lord Lansdwone tor armed 
intervention in South Africa, but after 
the war no effort was made to secure 
better conditions for them, and the 
thing continued to be something of 
an Imperial scandal until there came 
the Union of South Africa and 
General Botha’s Ministry made an 
attempt to grapple with it, No one 
would wish to deny the right of a 
self-governing dominion to decid

‘welcomed by the Indian leaders, and 
it seemed that under it encouragement 
would be given to the Indians already 
in South Africa to become loyal 
South Africans. ‘The questions asked 
by Lord Ampthill in Monday's debate, 
however, make it more than doutful 
whether’ that settlement has been 
faithtolly observed. His suggestion 
that the Portuguese authorities at 
Lourenco Marques prevent the entry of 
Indian children on their way to join 
their parents, and that they do this 
with the connivance of the Transvaal 
authorities although ‘Transvaal law 
safeguards the right of Indians to 
bring in their children, is particularly, 
disquieting. ‘The progress of Indian 
‘subject in South Africa is a matter on 
which India is very well informed, 
and in which the Indian people are 
deeply. interested. It would be 
disastrous if the good feeling born of 
the King’s visit to India were to be in 
‘any way lessened by the failure of the 
South African Government to fulfil 
their pledges with regard to Indian 
subjects. 











The Comarade, a very influencial 
Mahomadan organ of Calcutta says, 
every fresh discussion in Parliament 
about the status of Indians in South 
‘Aiica only serves to emphasise the 
‘almost hopeless nature of the fight 
‘that valiant champions like Lord 





the ultimate benefit of the Empire. 
‘Once or twice every year, when some 
‘one happens to call the attention of 
His Majesty’s Government to the 
scandal and enormity of the treatment 
meted out to His Majesty's Indian 
subjects in South Africa, confessions 
of helplessness and impotent regrets 
are skilfully mixed up. with bal 
apologies, and one realises only then 
how eves a problem of Imperial 
magaitude, big with fateful conse- 
quences, can be trifled with in the 
Mother ‘of Parliaments and politely 
hustled out of hearing. Itis, indeed, 
passing strange that the Colonial 
Office should not even be in constant 
touch with all thatis happening to the 
Indians’ We do not know for what 
cosmic purpose the Colonial Office 
sists if it can obtain no “official 
information” about a number of 
Majesty's loyal Indi i 
silently enduring humiliation io an 
integral part ofthe Empireand bearing. 
all the hardships of a deliberately 
harsh and repressive legislation. 
With such an amazing confession of 
ignorance, it is rather amusing to 
hear Lord Emmott talking in the 
same breath in vague generalities 
about the general situation. It is al- 
most irrelevent to say that “the 
relations of the conimunities in South 
‘Atrica had improved and would 
‘con tinue to i * when. 
‘bas been done to relax the rigour: 
stringency of the laws that have been 
‘imposed upon the Indian settlers, 
Lord Selbourne had the courage of 
the partisan and discoursed on the 
difficulties of the situation from the 
Sonth African standpoint, He con- 
sidered the problem to be a question 
‘of divergent types. of civilisation. 
‘The restriction imposed on Indian 
immigration were’ inspired by the 
inct of self;preservation on the 
part of the European who would 
otherwise be wiped out of existence, 
Tt was not a sound basis to say,” said. 
Lord Selourne, ‘that all the King’s 
subjects had the same rights in all 
parts of the Empire, It was a truer 
basis that the special interests of each 
part should have the first considera- 
tion.”

‘cannot hold together an empire, if by 
empire we mean an association of 
wwerning states bound together 























However, 
argument’s sake accept Lord Sel- 
bourne’s definition of the duties and 
privileges of the Imperial citizenshi 
and see if it could also be applied 
from the Indian's standpoint. If the 
South African patriot is absolutely 
within his right in legislating on the 
basis of colour and race, and not only 
excluding Indians {rom the Colonies 
but humiliating them in the most 
brute! fashion, then, surely the Indian 














ill are still carrying on for the 
‘sake of juatice and humanity and for 


Government ought to be able to send. 
all colonials out of India, be they 
traders, settlers. or servants of the 


State, We hope the law of retaliation 

will do its work more quickly and 

surely than all the goodwill that may = 
be invoked in the name of the Empire. 

But will the Empire survive a conflict 

of colour, a silent but grim strife of 

race fiercely asserting themselves, with, 

their ugliest passions of pride, hate, 

and hunger roused to the utmost? It 

is for Lord Selbourne to answer. If 
the Empire is at all a thing worth 

preserving, mutual tolerance and 
comprehension must find a place in 

all schemes of Imperialism, Surely 
it will not be preserved through the 

glorification of the little AVfricani 
that loves to skulk behind racial 
ditches and embankments raised by 
colour.

the famine is to be found in the state- 
ment of the Finance Minister: In 
the meantime an alarming telegram 
comes from the Committee of the 
Bombay Central Famine Fund to the 
effect that “it is difficult to exagye- 
rate the degree of distress. that is be- 





ing experienced by cattle in Gujarat, « 


Kathiawar and Cutch." This has 
been greatly aggravated by the short- 
tage of railway wagons. ‘The sting of 
human distress also is a matter of 
deep solicitude, says the Committee. 
It is widespread ia Panch Mabals 
‘where alone, among a population of 
00,000 nearly 70,000 are on relief 
works and the number is steadily 
increasing. And Panch Mahals is 
‘only one of the seven or eight districts 
which are, more or less, under the 
grip of a regular famine,

An Appeal Dismissed 


In the Natal Division of the Sup- 
reme Court on the réth instant the 
following appeal was heard 

Mr. Cowley brought in appeal the 
matter of S. H. Kharwa, a retired 
merchant of Durban, v. the Minister 
of the Interior. This was a review 
of the decision of the Durban Chief 
Magistrate, who, on January 26th, 
tried a claim by the appellant for 
fro, and upheld an objection 
‘faised by the Crown that the summons 
had not been properly served. Service 
had been made in Durban, and the 
Government claimed that it should 
only be made in Pretoria. 

Mr. Cowley pointed out that the 
Sheriff of this Court could not serve 
& summons in Pretoria, and if the 
Government would not give effect to 
the Crown Suits Act of toro, that 
Act became a dead letter. In effect 
the Supreme Court of the Province 
was ignored. 

‘The Court found that the Magis- 
trate was correct in his decision. 
‘The summons had not been served 
upon the Minister at his place of 

‘or at his place of business, 
and it iid not been served personally 

Gon thedetendant, These matters as 











matters which would be remedied 
if the measure before the Senate 
were enacted. The Judges also had 
under consideration the framing of « 
special rule with regard to service 
upon the Crown by special process. 
If these measures came into operation, 
they would at any rate obviate to 
some extent the grievances which 
counsel held towards the Crown. 
The appeal was dismissed with 
costs.—Watad Mereu

A “Naturalised British 
Subject ” 


Mr. S. Wolffsohn of British Hon- 
duras writes a letter to United Empire 
in the course of which he says 

“Tam a German by birth, and 
arrived in this Colony in 1875, having 
resided here ever since, I married 
here, and all my interests are in this 
Colony, where I am a land and 
property owner to no mean extent, 
In 19011 became naturalised ;.my 
paper reads that ‘Tt has pleased the 
Governor in Council to issue this 
certificate of Naturalisation,” and 1 
was then under the impression that 
Tam a “naturalised British Subject,” 
but I was undeceived in 1993, when 
Tobtained « passport to go to the 
Republic of Spanish Honduras on 
business. ‘This passport, which I 
enclose but which you’ need not 
return, reads that 1 am x British 
Colonial subject Whslst soiPhin the 
famits of British Honduras, 90 that,

British Crown, I am a subject of no 
country as soon as I am outside the 
limits of this Colony. 

“When you take into consideration 
that since 1902, whenever there was 
a temporary vacancy and I was 
available at the time, I have acted as 
unofficial member of Legislative 
Council, that I am a Justice of the 
Peace for the Colony, a Visiting 
Justice of the Belize Prison, a mem- 
ber of the Board of Education, ind 
that Ihave even held a commission 
as a magistrate for the lower Court, 
T think you will agree with me that 
my position is a unique one.” 








Sir Liege Hulett and 
the Indians 


‘The special correspondent of Sout 
Africa Aiscussing the progress. of 
Natal writes from East London — 

“T had some conversation about 
the stoppage of Indian indenture 





labour in the Colony with Sir 
Liege Hulett. He suid there 
were about 25,000 or 30,000 


indentured Indians at work on the 
fugar and tea estates. When, their 
indentures expire, they are bound 
either to retu'n to India, resindenture, 
r pay some £2 or £3 for the 
Bsvloge of reikining in the country, 
ir Liege thinks that- most of the 
ccoolies will either re-indenture or pay 
to remain in the Province. He had 
aan interesting thing to tell me about 
the free Indians io Natal. He says 
there are about 70,009 men, women, 
and children, and that their births 
fare 1,200 to 1590 more than their 
deaths per annum, Tt is only a ques- 
tion of calculation, therefore, how 
rapidly this Indian ‘population must 
grow. Many of the men, sons of 
former indentured labourers, took to 
clerkships and similar occupations, 
but Tam glad to hear that it is con: 
sidered not the thing now to employ 
coolie clerks cither in mercantile 
establishments or on the railways. 
If this spirit of ostracism should 
increase, it can only be a question 
of time when the Indian will want 
to go back on the land and do. the 
work that his father did before him.” 





Teis published in the Natal Provin 
cal Gasette that the Indians in 
‘Cato Manor and Umbilo District have 
erected a substantial school at Stella 
Hill that could accommodate over 
x60 pupils, and it is observed that 
“ this example of selfhelp is worthy 
of imitation in other localities.”

magnificent speeches marked by clo- 
quence of a high order and, what. is 
more important, the ripest wisdom. 
The origin and history of the system, 
the extent of its prevalence, the 
abuses which disfigure it, the practi 
cal as well as sentimental reasons for 
which its abolition is desirable, the 
feebleness of the arguments in {ts 
favour, and the utter absence of any 
necessity for it from the Indian point 
of view—the whole of this ground has 
been covered by his masterly speech 
which must have made a profound 
impression on those who heard it 
delivered.

Teft on onr mind by the debate and 
the voting is, that indentured labour 
isdoomed. The Hon. Mr. Gokhale 
is not the man to leave the question 
where it is. He will be at it till 
victory has been achieved, and the 
righteousness of the cause as well 2s 
the skill of its advocate must ensure 
success in the end. Nor do we sup- 
pose that the Government of India 
themselves will irrevocably stand 
committed to the support of indentur- 
ed_emigration. 

Reading between the lines of Mr. 
Clark’s. official deliverance we can 
make. out without much difficulty, 
that it is the interests of the colonies 
which have stood in the way of the 
Government of India. Now it is 
true, as the Hon. Mr. Clark said, that 
the colonies area part of the same 
empire to which our country belongs, 
but the obligations imposed by this 
fact are reciprocal and not merely 
onesided. If the goveroments and 
people ofthe colonies cared to remem- 
ber that India is not a foreign land 
peopled by aliens who have no claims 
‘on the Empire but a member of the 
empire as much as they themselves 
are, and that our common Sovereign 
and the Imperial Parliament are un- 
der pledges of equal treatment of 
themselves and the people of India,

As a matter 
of tact, however, what do we find? 
‘The dominion governments have not 
cared and do not profess to care a pin 
for the interest or the sentiment of 
India and the Indian people. They 
do not care a pin forthe circumstance 
that India and their dominions are 
part of the same empire owing al- 
legiance to the same Sovereign and 
governed ultimately by the same Im- 
perial Parliament and Government, 
They do not care at all for the plight- 
ed words of that Sovereign and that 
Parliament. ‘They do not pay the 
least heed to the embarrassment they 
have been causing to his Majesty's 
Government by their selfish policy 
based on racial preference and racial 
antipathy, and they care not at all 
how by their sins of omission and 
commission they are making the 
problem of Indian Government diffi 
cult and complicated by creating and 
deepening discontent which the Gov- 
ermment must admit to be legitimate 
but which they have it_not in their 
power to allay. The dominion govern- 
ments have imposed galling restric: 
tions on the immigration of Indians 
into their tertitories while they sub- 
ject those already settled there toa 
treatment which can only be char- 
acterised as scandalous in many in- 
stances. When such are the situation, 
it is indeed idle for anybody to ex- 
pect that the educated and selfxes- 
pecting people of India should make 
allowance for the colonial- standpoint

vitally affecting their national honour 
and status. And if Mr, Clark had 
had a full knowledge of the soreness 
caused in India by the anti-Indian 
policy of the colonial government, 
he would probably have felt that he 
would not be strengthening his argu- 
ment by putting forward the colonial 
standpoint at all. 

We are fully aware why the indeu- 
ture system at all came into existence. 
If no colonial industries had stood 
in need of India’s labour, it would 
not have occurred to the Government 
of India to introduce such a system. 
The Member for Commerce said that 
when the negroes declined to. labour 
after their emancipation trom a state 
of slavery, Indian labourers were sup- 
plied to ‘take their place, and then 
‘asked what was there degrading in 
the men engaging themselves in agri- 
cultural Iabour—just the same work 
they were doing at home. We think 
we can furnish an answer to this 
Why were no white labourers employ- 
ed if there was nothiog degrading 
about the conditions of the work? 
Secondly, do Indian labourers engag- 
ced io agriculture in India work under 
a system of indenture? We are aware 
of the only possible answers to these 
questions, While we thoroughly 
agree with the view of Sir Vithaldas 
‘Thaakersey that enough employment 
be found in the country itself tor all 
available Indian labourers, we should 
‘till not object to their migrating to 
other lands as free men if they chose 
to do $0, if they thought—be it right- 
ly, be it wrongly—they would there- 
by better their lot in life ; although 
even then we should insist on their 
being treated in those lands in’a be- 
coming manner. What we object to 
the element of force and compul- 
sion, the degrading conditions, in one 
word the indenture. Perhaps. it 
would be said in reply that nobody 
was compelled to emigrate as an in- 
dentured Inbourer, that it wasall a 
matter of free contract into which 
‘one could enter or oot enter accord- 
ing as he chose, This we submit is 
merely talking in the a 
of freedom of contract it is was well 
exposed by Mr. Gokhale in his 
masterly. speech. The Government 
in dealing with land questions in 
India have acted more than once on 
the assumption that the Indian pea- 
sants are too ignorant and too helpless 
to be lett free to contract as they 
lease. If this should be so in India 
itself, it stands to reason much more 
that they require protection even as 
against themselves in dealing with the 
class of emigration recruiters who, as 
a rule, are more wily and unscrupu- 
Tous than simple and straightforward 
and who, as has been brought to light 
30 often, do not hesitate to rely on 
misrepresentations to lure their in- 
tended victims. When we say the 
men require protection we may be 
told no doubt that there are protectors 
f emigrants, ‘These protectors, how- 
‘ever, represent the employers moré 























than the men and the amonnt of prov 
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tection given by them to the latter is 
precious little. If the indentured 
labourers lead happy and contented 
lives under their alien masters, will 
anybody explain why there are, 50 
many suicides among them? Argue 
ments can be multiplied against the 
indenture system, but there is not 
much necessity for us to do that after 
Mr. Gokbale’s exposure, 

‘The indentured labour system is a 
negation of human freedom and 
human dignity. It is oppressive to 
the individual men and subversive 
of the honour and self-respect of 
their race and their country. It is 
not an economic necessity, it 
morally defensible. The point of 
view of the colonial employers need 
not and ought not to weigh with us, 
‘The system stands self-condemned, 
‘The whole people of India object to 
its continuance with one voice. ‘The 
Government of India, if we may judge 
from Mr. Clark's speech, ate! not 
enamoured of it and are hard put to 
it todetend it, All this points to 
but one conclusion, the system ought 
to go, it must go, it will go. But if 
this isto be in the near future, our 
countrymen must speak out against 
it not once or twice but persistently 
till success has been achieved.

Feeling the Pinch 


‘The annual meeting of the Natal 
Agricultural Union wass opened at 
Mariteburg last Tuesday. ‘The Pre- 
sident delivering his address made 
the followingreference tothe stoppage 
of Indian labour:—* Just at the time 
that cheap and plentiful labour is 
most essential to us the rates of wages 
for our natives have been nearly 
doubled by the stopping of the

close to the South African demand, 
the sugar growers have an anxious 
time before them,” 

At the annual meeting of the Lower

decline, As is well known through- 
out the South African Union, the 
scarcity of labour threatens the 
existence of uot only the tea, but of 
many other industries, With the 
continual depletion of the supply of 
Indian labour that is going ob, and 
the increasing expansion of the mining 
and agricultural industries, the im- 
portation of Chinese or other suitable 
labour will soon become imperative. 
Unless our labour supply is very con- 
siderably augmented from sources 
outside our own borders, all 
throughout South Aftica will soon be 
arrested.

No. 507, Boksburg 
North by reason of their breach of 
Condition 5 of their Deed of Trans- 
fer in that they did permit an. Indian 
trader (the third defendant) to reside 
and carry on business: on their Lot in 
Girect opposition to this restriction, 
which excludes from the township all 
Asiatics and other coloured. persons 5 
(b) Damages in £150 for loss in 
rentals taken over @ period of 10 
years; and (c) Damages in. £500 
under a cession from Henderson's 
Transvaal Estates Coy. against all 
three defendants (or general deprecia- 
tion of values in the township; (a)

restraining the defeadants from saffer-

Thave calcalated thar after allow- 
ing a belt of at least 200 yards bet- 
ween these depositing sites, and what 
Iwould recommend should be the 
nearest habitation—in case of the new 
site at any rate—there will 
sufficient ground available for about 
630 stands or about 130 for an 
Asiatic Bazaar, and about soo for a 
Native Location; and long before 
these stands are disposed off,’ the 
whole area will be fit for occupation, 

The night soil which has been 
well mixed and covered with earth,

6 inches of chloride of lime and 
6 feet of earth.

Indian Labour in Trinidad 

In the Hlouse of Commons on the 
a7th march, Mr. Pointer asked the 
Secretary of State tor the Colonies 
whether he had received the protest 
of the Trinidad Working Men’s 
Astociation against the introductihn 
of 2,300 indentured labourers during 
next session ; whether his attention 
had been drawn to the specch of Dr. 
Lawrence in the Trinidad Legiflative 
Council upon the subject of East 
Indian immigration ; and whether he 
proposed to take any action in the 
matter. 

Mr. Harcourt ; [have not received 
the protest referred to, and at the 
request of the Colonial Government I 
have now authorised the introduction 
of the 2,300 labourers during the 
next session. My hon. friend has 
furnished me,with a newspaper report 
of Dr.Lawrence’s speech in the 
Legislative Council of Trinidad, 
‘The incidence of the cost of this 
labour which is referred to in the 
speech is now under the consideration 
of the Colonial Government.

Was the British Government going to 
see that the Britishsubject, whereverhe 
Went all over the world, whether he 
were white or black, was to bave 
Tights which his Queen had secured 
for him ?, 

‘Lord Selborne ignores the fact that 
white men who are not subjects of the 
King get justice in the self-governing 
colonies which denied to the British 
Indians, and that while Australia is 
doing all it can (it has in some 
measure succeeded) to prevent the 
employrent of British Indians on 
British merchant ships, German and 
French steamers employ them, al- 
though the latter owe no allegiance to 
these two Continental Powers.

AN EXAMINATION OF THE SYSTEM OF INDENTURE 





R. Manrtat. M. Doctow, at.

‘word indenture reters to the duplicate 
Zyrcement of two persons to one and 
the same thing—there must, be a 
meeting of minds, say the jurists, to 
constitute a true contract 

Now in the case of our ignorant 
villagers—men and _women—boys 
nd gitls—do they possess the edi 
ation, iotelligence or even. infor 
tion to understand the terms of set- 
vice in foreign countries, granted 
that recruiters were truthfal and 
honestly anxious to explain the real 
conditions?

Clark, no doubt, contended that there 
is no inconsistency, but he will find 
it hard to convince the average man 
of the accuracy of this statement, It 
is true, as he says, that the two situa- 
tions are entirely different ; but, so 
far as they differ, they furnish good. 
cause for retaining indentured labour 
in Assam rather than in distant 
Colonies. Io the case of Assam the 
Government of India have a direct 
interest in its welfare, and the fact 
that the fea industry is hampered by 
a scarcity of labour may well be a 
‘matter, af concem to Gaverament, 
As to the demand for labourers there 
¢an be no question, According to 
the official return there are some 
districts where only three coolies can 
be had for every fouracres of tea, and 
‘one coolie for every acre is probably 
the average. It is not denied that 
the coolies working on the tea estates 
are well off. Mr. Clark himself affirms 
that they are ell looked alter and 
lodged, they are supplied with good 
water, and they are able to earn more 
than their nominal pay. In Assam 
the labourers are under the charge of 
magistrates and other officers of the 
Indian Government, and their welfare 
can be carefully safeguarded. ‘They 
are! not cut off from their relatives 
and homes, ‘Train and steamer tacili- 
ties are such that in a day or two at 
‘most they can return to their villages 
it they are discontented. Neverthe- 
less, $0 far as the tea districts of 
Assam are concemed, the Govero- 
ment are resolved that indentured 
labour shall cease at an early date. 
Moreover, the planters are being 
urged to’ give up the services of 
licensed recruiters and to rely on the 
labour which they can secure by 
means ol garden sardars. But, while 
the Government assume this rigid 
ttittde towards a deserving industry 
in India itself, they insist that labour- 
‘ers shall be recruited for Colonies 
Which can only be reached by a long 
sea voyage, in which the coolies are 
strangers in a strange land, and where 
their welfare depends on’ such pro- 
tection as they receive from the 
officials af a Colonial Goverament, 
In spite of Mr. Clark's protestations, 
most ‘people will be at a loss to 
reconéile such conitradictory proceed:

as well as the men, since half the wel- 
fare of the township depends on them. 

Doubtless in the crowded, sunless 
alleys of a town, especially among 
the poorer and genteel community, 
the Indan women’s lot is less favour. 
able, But it must not be forgotten 
tbat the urban population numbers 
as yet but onetenth of the total. 
Whether, as a high official lately re- 
marked in Parliament, 
for regret, since the “forces of ci 
sation cannot be brought to. bear 
‘well on a sparsely-populated ‘district 
4s on a crowded town,” is a difficult 
Question. Certain is it that the lot 
ofthe townswoman is far harder than 
that of her sister in the villages. So far, 
indeed, as womanhood is concerned, 
‘one may speak of the submerged 
tenth of the towns. It is from the 
ranks of these that most English- 
women and Englishmen derive their 
estimate of the women of India ; but 
despite the fact that a recent book 
says naively, “So far I have given 
instances of the life of ladies of high 
rank, but they are typical of all 
nothing could well be more mis 
ing. No one who has been inside a 
wide village courtyard where the bux! 
om village women sit spinning and 
suckling their babies, while sons and 
brothers, fathers and grandfathers— 
aye! even a cousin or two, pass. in 
and out, can help smiling at the pic- 
ture drawn by those who firmly be- 
ieve that because a woman does not 
choose her husband, her life must be 
a barren wildemess.

Indians in British East 
Africa 


Mr. A. M, Jeevanjee has published 
in India a pamphlet on the grievances 
of British Indians in the Crown 
Colony of British East Africa, in the 

he says 

Our case is much stronger than of 
our countrymen in South Africa who 
are struggling so bard for justice. In 
the words of the Commissioner of 
Lands, “the Indians have been in 
East Atrica for many generations— 
they came long before the Europeans, 
‘They have constructed the Uganda 
Railway, which is such an important 
factor in the development of the 
country, Allthe trading wealth is in 
the hands of the Indians.” The 
‘country of East Africa, considering 
its climatic condition, is not suited 
for an exclusive European Colony. 
‘The country is not a selt-goversing 
member of the Empire, but a Crown 
Colony, whose policy is laid down 
and guided by the Ltuperial Govern- 
ment in England. One can imagine 
the difficulties of the Home Govern- 
meot in enforcing a certain policy. up- 
ota selfgoverning Colony. But here 
the matter rests entirely with the 
Colonial Office and the Imperial 
Government. Last, but not the least, 
the Indians are British subjects. 

., The white settlers in British Kagg 
Alrica (who number nearly':2,000 
against 25,000, Indians) are, mainly, 
speaking, immigrants from other 
va Colonies, They have learat 
there to regard Indians as. “‘undesir- 
ables.”

Mr, Chamney’s Evidence 






ission in Johannesburg, 
Mr, Montfort Chamney, Chief Im: 
migration Officer for the Transvaal 
and Registrar of Asiatics, was the first 
witness, He referred to the system 
of permits necessary for entrance to 
the Transvaal, which was in vogue 
during the war.

‘of Buropeans, with the exception of 
those coming through Komati Poort.

Mr. Polak in India 


Mr. Polak addressed on the agth 
February the following to the Govern- 
ment of India, in the Department of 
Commerce and Industry, Calcutta; 

Further to tay previous corcespond- 
ence on this subject, I have the hon- 
our to furnish the Government of 
India with the following additional 
information, 

2. Although, under Law 3, 1885 
(Transvaal), no British Indian is per- 
mitted to become the nominal owner 
of fixed property, nevertheless the 
Courts have recognised the validity 
Ot arrangements” whereby certain 
Europeans have taken registration 
in their names of fixed property pur- 
chased by certain Indians, of which 
the latter are the virtual, though not 
the nominal, owners. 

3. In order that even this privilege 
‘might be taken from them, the Town- 
ships Amendment Acts of 1908 and 
1909 (Transvaal), provided tor the 
conversion of leaseholds into free- 
holds; but one of the conditions of 
the Crown Grant was that no coloured 
person should reside upon such 
roperties, except as domestic ser. 
vants, on penalty of cancellation of 
the grant without compensation. This 
was clearly a measure taken to with- 
draw from the Indian community a 
right previously enjoyed by it— 
namely, that of virtual, though not 
legal, ownership of fixed property.

Wortd wrives 

‘The Brussels correspondent of the 
African World announces that the 
Belgian Government has decided to 
try the import of Chinese labour 
into the Katanga district of the 
Congo, and that the necessary pre- 
‘cautions will be taken to prevent the 
Chinese from staying when thei 
contracts expire:

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INDIAN EDUCATION IN JOHANNESBURG 





GOVERNMENT REFUSES TO ESTABLISH A SEPARATE SCHOOL 





HIE Indians of Jobannesburzand 
district are still without a pro- 
per school for their children, 

and it would appear that the Govern- 
ment is at all anxious that they shall 
enjoy the right of having their soos 
and daughters educated under fair 
conditions. In our issue of the 27th 
tultimo appeared correspondence on 
this very important matter, and now 
Mr. Habib Motan, of Johannesburg, 
hhas addressed the following letter, 
dated the gth instant, to the Director 
of Education, Pretoria :— 

We have been informed that the 
proposed Indian School has been be- 
fore the Executive Council, and has 
again been referred back {for further 
information. 

‘We are surprised and. perplexed 
‘about this as we feel ample reasons 
hhave been given for the great need of 
‘such a school ; to briefly recapitulate 
them, they are — 

(a) We are just as much entitled to 
hhave our children educated as the 
White, Coloured or Kaffr population, 
all of whom have had schools granted. 
them by the Govenment. 

{b) As some of our Indian children 
are by force of circumstances receiv 
ng their education in Coloured 
Schools, we are not asking the Gay- 
ernment to concede any new principle, 
but as our numbers are large enough 
to fill a good-sized school, sich as 
the present pr iding, we 


feel we are justified in. asking for our} oth 


children to be educated by themselves, 
tundet one roof. : 

(@) We would also remind ydu 
that after the wat a school was pro- 
vided by the Government, but as our 
pumbers then did ‘not amount to 
great many, a ew building was never 
erected alter the old one was destroy- 
ed, when, Newtown area was burnt 
‘out atter the plague out-break. 

7d) ‘The building that was passed 
by the Rand Central School Board 
we can more aban fll_with children:

* Hon'ble Members witt remember 
that two years ago this Council adopt- 
‘ed a Resolution recommending that 
the Governor General should obtain 
powers to prohibit the recruitment of 
indentured labour in this country tor 
the Colony of Natal. ‘The Govern- 
ment, who accepted that recommend- 
ation, gave effect to it by carrying 
through this Council the necessary 
‘empowering legislation, and the new 
law was. put into operation on the 
1st July last against Natal. T res- 
pectfully invite the Council to-day to 
0 a step further and recommend.that 
the eystem of indentured labour 
should now be abolished z 
Teis true that the Resolution of to, 
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€dto them, no matter however irk- 
some those tasks may be. Fourthly, 
the binding is for a certain fixed 
period, usually five years, during 
Which time they cannot voluatarily 
withdraw from the contract and have 
‘no means of escaping from its hard- 
ships, however intolerable, —Fitthly, 
they bind themsives to work during 
the period for a fixed wage, which 
invariably is lower, and in some cases 
very much lower, than the wage paid 
to free labour around them. And six- 
thly, and lastly, and this to my mind 
is the worst feature of the system, 
they are placed under a special law, 
never explained to them before’ they 
Ieft the country, which is in a lang- 
‘uage which they do not understand, 
and which imposes on them a crimin- 
al liabilty for the most trivial breach 

‘of the contract, in place of the civil 
liability which usually attaches to 
such breaches. Thus they are liable 
under this law to imprisonment with 
hard labour, which may extend 
to two and in some cases to three 
months, not only for fraud, not only 
for deception, but for negligence, for 
carelessness and—will the Council 
believe it?—for even an impertinent 
word or gesture to. the manager or 
his overseers. These, Sir, are the 


principal features of the system, and 
‘when it is remembered that the vie~ 
tims of the 


system—I can call them 
by.no other name—are generally sim- 
“ple, ignorant, illiterate, resourceless

‘the Imperial Government—has been 
very uneasy throughout about 
question, as may be seen from various 
inquiries ordered from time to time 
into the working of the system, its 
Tepeated suspension for abuses, ‘and 
its reluctant resumption under pres- 
sure from planters. ‘The first, and in 
some respects the most important, 
inquiry that was held due to the 
action that the Parliament in England 
took at the very start in this matter. 
As I have already mentioned, the 
system came into existence about the 
year 1834, after the abolition of 
Slavery, In 1837 the matter attract- 
ed the attention of Parliament, and 
in the debate on the question that 
followed the system was denounced 
in strong terms by Lord Brougham 
and Mr, Buxton, and other great 
Englishmen of that time. The result 
was that the system was discontinued 
at once and an inquiry was ordered 
into its nature and working. A Com- 
mittee of four gentlemen was appoint- 
ed, who sat in Calcutta and consider- 
ed the whole subject. The Com 
mittee, after A very careful investiga 
tion, submitted a majority and a min- 
rity report. ‘Three members out of 
four condemned the system alto- 
gether, and urged that it should not

to say that the system is a monstrous 
system, iniquitous in itself, based on 
fraud and maintained by force, nor 
wwill he, I think, demur to the state- 
‘ment thata system so wholly opposed 
to modern sentiments of justice and 
humanity is'a grave blot on the civil 
zation ol any country that tolerates 
Let the Council glance briefly at the 
Drigin and the history of ‘the system, 
and i will at once be struck by thes 
facts which in themselves are a suffi- 
cient condemnation of the syst 
‘The first. is, that this system of in- 
dentured labour came into existence 
to take the place of slave labour after 
the abolition of slavery. This is a 
fact admitted by everybody, and Lord 
Sanderson's Committee, whose re port 
Thave before me, put it in the very 
fore-ront of its report. ‘The second 
fact is that it isa qe 
even the negro, only just then eman- 
cipated, scomed to come, but under 
which the free people of this country 
‘were placed. And thirdly what strikes

‘The conscience of 
the Government, however, has con- 
tinued trouble, and there have been, 
since then, numerous other inquiries 
into the working of the system, result- 
ing in its temporary suspension, fol- 
lowed uafortunately by its resumption 
again owing to the jinfluence of the 
planters. I will give, the Council a 
few instances, In Mautitius the sys- 
tem was introduced in 1834, was 
suspended in 1837 on accoynt of the 
debate in Parliament, to which I have 
already referred, and resumed in 
1842, alter that vote in the House of 
Commons.

T have spoken of, it was suspended 
in 1848 and was resumed in r8sr. 
Tu Jamaica it began in 1845, was 
suspended in 1848, resummed in 1860, 
suspended again in 1863, resumed 
in 1869, suspended in 1878. T am 
omitting the later suspensions and 
resumptions which were dae to inden- 
tured labour not being temporarily 
tequired by the Colony. In Natal, 
the system began in 1860, it was 
suspended in 1872, Even in Assam, 
where the system was introduced in 
1859, there were inquiries held in 
1861, 1863, 1881, and 1895, I have 
not included in this list the last in- 
quiry of 1906, because it was not un- 
dertaken to inquire into the abuse of 
the system. Now, Sir, these facts 
clearly show that the Government has 
been torn throughout between two 
sets of considerations—one, a natural 
feeling of sympathy for the material 
interests of the white planters, and 
the other a regard for the humanitari- 
an standards of administration which 
characterise all modern Governments. 
“T have so far dealt with { 
connected with this question that lie 
on the surlace. I will now deal in 
greater detail with the princi 
objections to the system, and I will 
then say a word about the arguments 
used in its favour by its supports, 
‘The principal objections to the system 
are roughly five. ‘The first is 
ite utter inequity, Sir, whatever view 
fone may take of the agreements into 
which these poor people are made to 
enter under the system, to dignify 
them by the name of fair contract, is 
to misuse the English language. For 
the stream is poisoned at ito very 
source. It is significant that nobody 
has a good word to say for the 
professional recruiters who entrap and 
entice away these poor people. The 
recruiters are admittedly men who 
are generally ignorant and unscrupu- 
ous, and who, with the exception of 
pethaps a very few, have never been 
AeshesColonies for which they recruit, 
and who, being paid so much 
head, try by hook or by crook to get 
into their meshes as many persone as 
they can, The Government of India 
stand aside on the plea that itis « fair 
contract between the emigrant and 
his future employer! Sir, how can a 
contract be called a fair contract, the 
two parties to which are most u 
equally matched? How can it 
contract when one party to it is 
absolutely in a state of ignorance ‘and 
helplessness, and the other party—the 
powerful party—takes care that it 
shall not know how much of it is 
undertaking to abide by. Take, for 
instance, the penal nature of the con- 
tract. The terms that are explained 
to the emigrants, when they enter into 
indenture, never include @ statement 
of the penal nature of the law under 
which they have to live. Here, in 
volume TIT of the Sanderson Com- 
mittee’s ‘Teport the Council will find 
the agreements for the different 
1 Colonies reproduced. ‘There is not a 
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special laws under which 
we in the several Colonies. 
ingle fact is explained to them 
they agree to emigrate,

between two parties that are absolutely 
unequally matched, a contract vitiated 
by the fact that most important facts 
in connection witht are kept from the 
knowledge of one party 
“Tp this country, Sir, the Govern- 
‘ment have from time to time enacted 
laws for the special protection of the 
peasantry. In the Bombay Presidency, 
for instance, we have the Dekkhan 
Agricuiturists’ Relief Act. In. the 
Punjab some time ago legislation was 
passed restricting the ight of the 
agriculturist to alienate land, The 
theory:that underlies such legislation 
is that persons who arp ignorant and 
resourceless, do not stand on terms of 
equality with those who are well to do 
and who possess knowledge, and that 
a contract between, two such parties is 
not necessarily a fair contract. The 
State, therefore, has a right to look 
into such contracts carefully, to go 
behind them, so to. say, for the 
purpose, and then decide how far they 
should be enforced. If this is the 
case where only civil liability attaches 
to contracts, how much more 
should'that be the case where penal 
Viability is thrown on one party—and 
that the weaker der the con- 
tract ? I therefore say that this system 
is altogether iniquitous. ‘The apolo- 
gists of the system, however, urge that 
there are safeguards provided, to 
prevent hardship and injustice t0 the. 
emigrants. when they go to their 
jes; two such sale 
guards are specially. mentioned ; one. 
is that in every colony there is an 
officer known as the Protector of

It isa shocking affair 
altogether, a cousiderable part of the 
population in some of these colonies 
being practically illegitimate in its 
origin. i 

* My last objection to the system 
is that itis degrading to the people 
1 India from a national point of view. 
I do not think I need really say much 
on this aspect of the question. 
Wherever the system exists, there the 
Indians are only known as. coolies, 
no matter what their position may be. 
Nov, Sir, there are disabilities enough 
in alll conscience attaching to our 
position in this country. And I ask, 
why must this additional brand be 
ut upon our brow before the rest of 
the civilized world? I am sure, if 
‘only the Government will exercise 
little imagination and realise our 
feeling in the matter, it will see the 
necessity of abolishing the system as 
soon as possible.

‘These allegations call for investiga- 
tion, and they recall similar cases 
of several years ago, when coloured 
people were buried’ by the railway 
authorities in the Edendale Valley. 
At that time exception was taken 
to the practice, and the authorities 
promised that such burials should 
not be permitted in the future. This 
is the first case since, and whatever 
other complexion may be put upon 
it, it searcely seems a fitting reward to

Now, 
if children leave our schools with that 
idea, instead of it having been driven 
out of them when they leave, we shall 
ever succed in makiag of South 
Africa what we ought to make ol it, 
‘The idea in the past has been too 
much in the way of an opinion that 
Jabour is for the black man and that 
the white man is to lookon. If that 
continues we shall yradually be train- 
ing the native to do skilled as well as 
unskilled work and the white man 
will suffer. Again we have compara- 
tively few industries in South Afri ay 
and if we do not train our people to 
take their share in the initiation and 
| development of industries, again T say. 
‘We shall not succeed in making of 
South Africa what we cught to make 
of it. therefore think that the de- 
sire to have more industrial and 
technical education introduced into

‘South Aftica is now a single Union 
of Provinces, far more powerful tor 
evil than ever before, when they were 
separate states, with often conflicting 
policies, Allthe old separate streans 
of envy, malice, chicane and enmity 
are now being diverted into one swift- 
flowing channel. Greater powers 
than haye been granted to any other 
British dominion have been conferred 
upon the Union, without the exacting 
of any corresponding guarantee of 
good laith in regardto Imperial oblign- 
tions, Self-goverament has been given, 
and isinterpreted to mean, not only the 
Fight of misgovernment of those cap- 
able of self-defence by the abolition 
af an objectionable regeme, but 
even of those of whose interests the 
Imperial Government is the self-con- 
stituted guardian, who have no voice 
in the control of the administration, 
whoare a weak, hated, and despised 
minority. And this, t0o, is the inter- 
pretation that the Imperial authorities 
Ut upon their own. functions—that 
they may not even legitimately ‘offer

ation, discriminating against Indians 
because of their race, is re enacted. 
The South Atrica Act’ provides that 
all racial matters must be left ia the 
hands of the Union, and not the Pro- 
vincial, Government. The Provinces 
are constantly endeavouring to arm 
themselves with powers to be wielded 
against the Indian inhabitants ; the 
Union Goverament does not geeatly 
trouble about this, rejoicing rather at 
the opportunity of inflicting vicarious 
punishment; whilst the Imperial 
Government is being constantly, del- 
iberately, and, in some cases, willingly 
blinded to the real tendencies of these 
attempts. The Act arms the Imperi~ 
al Government with the power to re- 
fuse assent to unjust legislation, Does, 
any sane person, with recent Colonial 

‘ory belore him, and after digest- 
ing the speeches delivered at the last 
Imperial Conference, indicative of 
the insolent contempt with which Im- 
perial Ministers are regarded by Col- 
‘onial Cabinets, really suppose for one 
moment that that Government would 
have the courage to reluse assent to 
any measure sent up by @ substantial 
majority of the South African Paslia- 
ment—a majority that is assured 
wherever Indian affuirs are to the fore? 
Let not the Imperial authorities take 
Uunction to their souls for whatever 
iprovement has fallen to the lot of 
South African Indians. Had they 
not been goaded on to plead hesitant- 
ly for redress, by the deliberately as- 
sumed sufferings of those Indians, the 
growing indignation of ‘the people of 
Tadia, and the constant hammering 
of Lord Ampthill’s Committee, they 
‘would never have lifted a finger. ‘The 
Colonial Office has done nothing of 
good-will, but because it has been 
compelled, by outside pressure, to 
take action, ‘The Colonial Office— 
thal is the real rock of offence—and 
the Indian people ought to focus all 
their attention upon this tact. ‘The 
Colonial Office, with the memory of 
the American War of Independence, 
represents the jingo spirit that rules 
the Empire to-day. It cannot be ex- 


























pected, in the circumstances, to speak 
to, but rather for, the Colonies, which 
probably accounts for the inability of 





the Goverment of India to accept 
Mr, Gokhale’s recent resolution on 
indentured Iabour. And until the 
Colonial Office is made to realise the: 
danger of betraying an Imperial trust, 
the situation is bound to get worse. 
Since Lord Crewe has gone to the 
Tndia Office, his points of view appear 
to have changed greatly. Why was 
the change ofmenice needed? ‘The 
principles involved remain the same.

Ownership of Land 
By Coloured People 


‘The Coloured question was re 
cently quite unexpectedly, brought. 
into prominence in the House of 
Assembly duriog the discussion. on 
the Land Settlement, Bill (says “the 
4. P.O.) In the Free State, as is 
‘well known, no Native is permitted 
to hold land in hisown name. ‘That 
is prohibited by the Free State Act, 
‘Aud some Free State members were 
much concerned lest. the present 
Bill should repeal this Act, and so 
give to Natives) and Coloured peo- 
pile the right to ownership of land, 
Even in spite of the assurance of 
the Minister of Lands, the Free 
Staters’ were vot satisfied that Colour- 
ed people would not be allowed to 
become landed proprietors. 

Mess, Keyter and CL, Botha 
took a very prominent part in the 
debate. _ The former especially direct- 
‘ed attention to the case of Coloured 
people, who, he said, in the Free 
State, could vot purchase landed 
property, while under the present 
Bill they would be entitled to possess 
land. He, therefore, proposed a 
proviso to the following effect: “ That 
chapters. 33 and 34 of the O. R. C. 
‘Ordinance of r902 be not interlered 
with.” He said that, notwithstanding 
what the Minister of Lands had said, 
hhe thought’ that hin proviso would. 
ve some additional saleguard,

INDIAN EDUCATION 1 NATAL 


“Tue Indian) schools have made 
much progtess during the last few 
years,” says the Minister of Education 
for the Natal Province, io his Annual 
Report, And that is all be bas to 
say about the edveation of Indian 
children. He is, evidently, satisfied 
at the present condition of affairs 
where considerably more than 
£100,000 is spent annually on the 
Education of European children and 
only a paltry £6,761 on Indian edv- 
cation, Anyond not aware of the 
position which Indians hold in South 
Africa, would naturally ask the reason 
for such a wide difference between 
the educational facilities offered to 
Europeans and Indians. The popu 
lation of Indians exceeds that of 
Europeans. Is is not the duty of the 
Goyernment to educate its people, 
to whatever race they may belong? 
What of the thousands of Indians 
brought here to exploit the agri- 
‘cultural resources of the Province ? 
‘Surely there is & heavy responsibility, 
resting poh those in authority. Then, 
again we notice what the cost of 
‘educating a European in £5 196. 24d. 
and an Indian £1 148 5d. 
So even the: education which few 
Tndian children receive is given {a a 
niggardly manner, and condi- 
tions which would not be: tolerated

But we are not dispored to blame 
the Superintendent of Education: for 
the Jack of educational facilities for 
Tndians, nor is it of any uso blaming 
the Government. The Indiao com- 
‘manity itself is negligent “in these 
matters. Alter all, we get very largely 
what we deserve. The Natives: al- 
ready are receiving nearly double the 
amount of public money that Indians 
receive lor education, and they ate 
showing, by their present activity, 
that they intend to demasd their lair 
share of Government assistance in 
‘educating their children, But the 
‘Natives do not depend solely on the 
Government. ‘They have already 2 
great many very fine institutions in 
different parts of the country, built 
up by missionaries and by thelr own 
energies, and these are increasing in 
number and in uselulness. 

‘The Government spent, last year, 
£9,000 on technical education for 
Buropeans. This is provided because 
there is the demand for it, Even 
Europeans do not get anything with- 
out demanding it. A new technical 
institute has just been erected in 
Durban at a cost of £28,000. This 
is the result of strenuous efforts on 
the part of several European gentle- 
men who have worked away {or years, 
sacrificing both time and money in 
their determination to give to their 
children an institution wh ee 
may receive instruction in scientific, 
artistic and practical work, One 
may well ask whether such institutions 
fre not open to all. In theory, it is 
true, they belong to the whole of the 
people, but we know that, in practice, 
fo Indian would be allowed to. take 
2 course of study there, This is, 
Undoubtedly, a great sharne, but we 
miust not lose sight of the (act that 
we have not demanded tochoical

In_ giving evidence before the 
‘Tuberculosis Commission, Dr. C. F, 
K. Murray, President of the Medical 
Council, said, in 1874, whea be 
commenced practice, he met with very 
little tuberculosis. In fact it was a 
tare disease, especially amongst white 
people who were born out here. Of 
late years the disease had increased 
among all classes, particularly the 
brown classes. 

Continuing, he said he hoped that 
‘expensive sanatoria would not be estab- 
lished for the treatment of the disease. 
Hiis (dea was that a system of outdoor 
life on farms should be commenced. 
For the coloured people and Kafirs, 
Nature had provided everything in 
this country, and he thought the way, 
te combat the disease lay inthe die 
tion of locating these people oo 
land. 

Witness went on to mention a farm 
scheme, such as existed at ‘Gaij, in, 
Belgium, where patients lived in 
Getached buildings with ace 
establishment for serious cases. In. 
such away they would be both 
isolating and, treating the disease. 
Hee did not think early eases should be 
compulsorily segregated; but where the 
patient was a public danger he 
certainly thought compulsion should 
bee resorted to.

emment should take the earliest 
possible steps to bring this miserable 
system of re-indenture to an end. I 
may mention that the Sanderson 
‘Committe has strongly recommended 
the stoppage of re-indenture.

‘gest responsibility upon the Govern. 
ook Lam avare that the Govera: 
ment of India have from time to time 
taken up the position that they majn. 
tain an attitude of neutrality in this 
Tastes, that they do not themselves 
‘encourage indentured emigration, but 
that il people choose to accept certatn 
forms and go, it is not for them to 
interfere. X would only ask the 
‘Counnil to contrast this attitude with 
the altitude which the Government 
have adopted in regard to the 
peatanisy of the country, in legislating 

lines to which Ihave already 
selerted. I do. pot think that the 
Goverment can absolve. themselves 
from) thsir esponsibility. in 
Waanet, To the first place, the re- 
gmuiters are granted licences to re- 
‘Shuit by. District Magistrates. Thas, 





Government, the system could not 
hhave gone on so long, India is the 
only country which supplies inden- 
tured labour at the present moment. 
Why should India be marked out tor 
this degradation. ‘The conscience of 
our people, unfortunately asleep too 
long, is now waking up to the 
enormity of this question, and I have 
xo doubt that it will not rest till it has 
asserteditself, And I ask the Govern- 
ment not to make the mistake of 
ignoring a sentiment that is dear to 
us, namely, the sentiment of our self- 
respect, We have no doubt plenty of 
differences between the Government 
and the people in regard to the inter- 
‘pal administration of this country ; but 
those are matters which stand on a 
different footing. Outside the coun- 
the Government of India must 
stand up for us on every occasion 5 
must stand up for our dignity, for our 
honour, for our national pride. If 
they will not do this, to whom else can 
we turn? T feel, Sir, thct though this 
system has been allowed to exist so 
long, yet its days are really numbered, 
It will soon cease in Assam, and then 
it cannot last very much longer in the 
ease of the colonies. And Jam con- 
fident that a people who have spent 
millions'upon millions in emancipating 
slaves, will not long permit theit own

‘Tue How'se Six Virwatpas D. 
‘Taackensey: “Mr, President, I 
rise to support the motion moved by 
my friend the Hon'ble Mr. Gokhale, 
Only last week the Hon'ble Home 
Member, in opposing the Bill brought 
forward by the Hon'ble Mr. Basu, ar- 
gued that one of the principles’ on 
which the Government would act 
would be that any such practice was 
an outrage upon humanity. I maintein, 
Sir, that this practice of indentured 
labour, so graphically described by 
the Mover, is an outrage upon humani- 
ty. Apart (rom this question, may I 
ask why this practice is permitted ? 
Would our labourers starve it Govern- 
ment stopped this practice ? I say, no, 
Without being charged with vanity, 
I may claim to know something about 
Todian labour, 1 member of 
the Factory Commission in 1908, and 
in that capacity 1 went round along 
with my colleagues throughout India 
to see for ourselves at first hand the 
conditions of labour, their habits 
their ideas, and about their home life 
‘and their work, We wore at work on 
this special mission practically. every 
day for six or seven hours for seven 
months ; and what did we see? In- 
stead of starving, exhausted, servi 
workmen, we saw independent, heal- 
thy, well-paid workmen. The ‘result 
of the deliberations of the Factory 
Commission are recorded in the re- 
port issued in 1908, and with your 
permission, Sir, I will read a few 
lines from the same. On page 19 
the Commission says :— 

"The position of the operative has 
been greatly. strengthened by the fact 
that the supply of factory labour un- 
doubtedly is, and has been, inade: 
quate, and there is, and has been, the 
Keenest competition among ‘em- 
ployers to secure a full labour sup- 
ply. These two main causes—the 
independence of the Indian labourer, 
owing to the fact that he possesses 
other and congenial means of earning. 
a livelihood, and the deficient labour 
supply—govern the whole situation.” 

“Then further it goes on to say— 

‘We have also been impressed with 
the fact that employers are greatly 
disposed to concede promptly all 
reasonable demands made by their 
workers, and, even where the demands 
are unreasonable, to treat them as 
proposals which it is desirable to ac- 
cede to, il possible Great nervous. 
ness is frequently displayed by em- 
ployers of labour as to the effect even 
‘of trivial changes of the workers; 
numerous expedients are adopted to. 
conciliate them, and the attitude of 
the employers throughout appears to 
be based on the knowledge that the 
operatives are in fact the masters of 
the situation.” 

This is the deliberate opinion of 
the Commission, expressed after due 
inquiry and seven months of hard 
work, Well, Sir,this is the position of 
































‘our Indian labour, and in spite ofthat 





justified to interfere, and in this 
Council brought forward the Bill and. 
carried it through, legalising = maxi- 
mum of twelve hours for these work: 
men ; and we have to remember that 
these workmen afe free men, fee 
agents, and if the work in the factory 
was not congenial to them or they 
find it distastettl, they were quite at 
liberty to leave the work and go away 
elsewhere. ‘Theo, why should we 
allow this recruitment, which, accosd- 
ing to the description of the Mover, 
and according to all the facts that we 
koow, is nothing more, nothing less, 
than practical slavery?’ Tt has been 
said and mentioned also by the Mover 
ofthis Resolution that ifthe penal 
contract was not allowed, the lab: 
ourers. would. not get the work 
and the colonies would not employ 
them. My reply is so much the bet- 
ter for India and for the labourer 
themselves. India can provide work 
for all these labourers that are going 
there, and for more than that. Theo 
hhe said that they are’ better paid. 
‘They are getting a shilling a day or 
Rs, 22.4 month (Mr. Gokhale tells 
me the average is Rs. 12 a month). 
‘The Factory Commission says on page 
32—'That ordinary hands in card and 
1¢ departments earn from 7 to 18 
rupees, head spinners from Rs. 25 to 
Rs. 35, millshands up to Rs. 16, and 
weavers from Rs. 18 Rs, 35 a month. 
‘These are the wages at present paid 
in India age cf 
Rs. 12 in th hese inden- 
tured labourers. But Sir, even if we 
grant that these people ‘are slightly 
better paid, are we to allow people to 
barter the freedom ol our men and 
women for a few coppers? Tt has 
been already said by the Hon'ble Mr, 
Gokhale that it was the English 
nation that spent millions and millions. 
‘of pounds sterling to eradicate slavery. 
Now, India is going to sicrifice about 
7 to 10 crores of rupees every yea 
ut of the opium-revente, ib Order to: 
save a foreign nation, the Chitiese, 
from the harm that the use of opium 
does them, This amoutt if ca 
ed at only 3} per cent, pet ai 
would mean about 300 crores of 
rupees for us. If India can afford t0 
sacrifice such a large amount for the: 
foreign nation, certainly, if need be, 
it can provide food for the few that 
are going to our colonies, Then Mr, 
Gokhale his also said that itis not 
only the question of hard work to, 
these labourers, but itis a question 
of dignity to us) When we find 
nations all over the world pointing

Council for a special 
with the passing of the Co-operative 
Credit Societies Act, has now been 
falflled ; so I feel that some justifi- 
cation is due for my intervening in 
the debate to-day. That justification 
is that Iwas a member of the Com- 
mittee which sat, less then three years 
‘ago now, to consider the case of the 
subject Of emigéation to the Crown 
Colonies and Protectorates. My i 
terest in the subject of overseas emi- 
gration did not begin with the con- 
stitution of that Committee, nor did 
it end with its dissolution. In the 
year 1905, I was on special duty 
Quifing into scarcity of labour, and in 
the course of that inquiry visited a 
large number of emigration depéts in 
Bengal and the United Provinces. In 
‘subsequent years, -during the course 
of my tours as Registrar of Co-opera- 
tive Societies, I have seized every 
opportunity which availed itself of 
visiting those depdts again, and I 
have talked to the coolies assembled 
there, both those who were going to 
the colonies for the first time and 
those who had been there before. 
‘The Hon'ble Mr, Gokhale made a 
very passing allusion to the Com- 
mittee which sat in 1909. I think 
it should be known that that Com- 
imittee made very ‘careful inquiries in- 











LaTouche, who is well known as be-

In each colony there is a 
Protector of Immigrants, or an Agent- 
General who is assisted by medical

Now it is the sole duty of the 
Protector and this considerable staff

What is happening to-day in South 
Africa? What is the present fate of 
the 150,000 Indians there? What are 
their prospects? Well, they are be- 
ing robbed, maligned, demoralised, 
and ruined as fast as it is possible for 
these things to be done. ‘The Trans- 
vaal Gold Law deprives them of the 
right of residence and trade outside 
of locations in mining areas. This 
implies a complete reversal of the 
Imperial Government's policy, an- 
nounced in 1904, by Mr, Lyttelton, 
after the Supreme Court decision that 
the then existing law did not compel 
Indians to trade and reside in loca- 
tions. The Imperial authorities were 
wamed, in 1908, of the le 
effects of this measure but they pre- 
ferred to belfeve the diplomatic pre- 
varications of the Transvaal Govern- 
ment, that no rights were being taken 
away. Yet, if and when the law is 
rigorously enforced, practically the 
entire Indian community will be seg- 
regated, and, in effect, expelled from 
the country, for rights which were 
previously personal and transraissible 
Rave become local and non‘ransmis- 
sible. 

‘The Transvaal Townships Amend- 
ment Acts, apparently quite innocu- 
fous, have takes away the right of a 
European to hold fixed property’ io 
trust for an Indian virtual owner, 
Couched in general terms, they pro- 
vided for the conversion of leasehold 
nto freehold title, and conferred up- 
fon the Governor the power to settle 
the conditions upon which the Crown 
grants were to be made, One of the 
conditions, not inserted in the law it- 
relf, is to the effect that the grantee is 
forbidden to permit coloured persons 
to reside on or occupy the property, 
except as domestic servants, on pei 
ty of its confiscation without compen- 
sation, Mr. Amod Moosa Bhyat, 
one of the leading Indian traders of 
the Transvaal, last year bought a 
certain freehold property in the town 
of Boksburg, and had it registered in 
the name of Mr. Ritch. ‘The facts 
were known to all,ifand Mr. Bhyat, 
commenced to tradejon-his own prew 
mises, «But Boksburg is «,% white”

‘Thus, the Imperial Government has 
now to realise that ithas granted power 
to its subordioae adminstration to rob 
the thrifty Indians who have iovested 
their savings in the country where 
made. And it should be understood 
that all this is being done, not direct- 
ly under the provisions of a law that 
comes before Parliament for discus- 
sion, and before the Colonial Secre- 
tarp'for scrutioy, but by means of re- 
gulations that Parliament does not 
jee and of which the Colonial Office 
is carefully left io entire ignorance. 

The Indian residents of the Town- 
ship of Vrededorp, a suburb of Joban- 
nesburg, were given notice to leave 
their homes and businesses there, on 
the 8th ulto, with merely nominal 
‘compensation, Readers of these 
columns will remember Lord Selx 
bome’s recent appeal, in the House 
of Lord for, empathy. with bow 
who were fighting preservation 
behead seaigate seoneo te 
munity, It was Lord Selborne who, a5 
the Rand Daily Mail says, " freed” 
the township of Indians when the 
Colony was under Crown government, 
‘Says the paper :— 

‘At the time the Vrededorp Stands 
‘Ordinance was under discussion in 
the Legislative Council the fear was 
expressed that the Imperial Govern- 
ment might dechne to approve ot 
such drastic legislation, 

‘The then Governor’ of the Trans: 
vaal, Lord Selborne, however, came 
to the rescue, and, in a despatch to 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
dated October 29, 1906, he said — 

“Under the law of the ‘Transvaal 
no Asiatic can acquire title to land, 
and as, under the terms of the tenure 
granted in Vrededorp by the Govern- 
‘ment of the late Republic, the owner 
of the stand is required to occupy his 
property, the occupation of a stand 
by an Asiatic would clearly be a viola- 
tion of these terms. The restriction, 
therefore, which is embodied in the 
present Ordinance merely perpetuates 
the legal conditions which were found 
in existence in Vrededorp when the 
country was annexed to the British 
dominions. But there are strong 
reasons for retaining this restriction 
on its own merits, ‘The arrangement 
whereby a community of poor whites 
was placed in close juxtaposition with 
the Malay quarters and native loca 
tions was not in itself 2 happy one, 
but it would be much less so if these 
ifferent elements. of population w 
used ogee) ogee eae 
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communities is” fraught with 
evils, and is, Tam satisfied, injur 
to the social wellbeing of all 
three. ‘The policy of the Government, 
which aims at keeping the quarters 
which the various races reside apart 
from one another, has my approval, 
and it is in pursuance of this

It 
would have been impossible for the 
Goveroment of the Transvaal to sus: 
tain this wholesome regulation, and 
at the same time to insist on throwing. 
open for Asiatic occupation a town:

Goverament as a workman's quarter 
for poor whites of Dutch nationality, 
The difficulty of such a course would 
have been all the greater seeing that 
the occupation by Asiatics of this 
quarter is not at present Jawful, and 
that the whites themselyes are not 
allowed to reside in the Malay apd 
ative quarters immediately. adjacent, 
‘The poor whites resident in Vrede- 
dorp, who ate for the most part Duteb, 
are strongly in favour of the provision 
maintaining this prohibition.” 

‘The fact of the matter was that al/ 
permanent residence in Vrededorp 
was illegal, but Lord Selboroe, as 
sop to the Boers, who were the “poor 
whites” resident there unlawfully, 
ranted fixity of tenure to them at the 
expense of the Indians, who were 
ispossessed. ‘The sum of £20,000 
at least is at stake, beside the future 
of a number of families who, by rea- 
son of the Gold Law and ‘Townships 
‘Acts, will have the greatest difficulty 
jn finding a place, outside of a loca- 
tion, where they can eara an honest

the Bill of Jast year in this respect 
had been somewbat extended, so that 
now all South Africans would be 
able to come in from abroad with 
their wives and children.

no immigration of Asiatics allowed 
into the Transvaal or Free State, but 
under the laws of the Cape and 
Natal Provinces it was possible for 
Indians and Asiatics to. comply. with 
the Education test and enter these 
Provinces, not only from abroad, but 
from other Provinces. The Natal

could not at present go to the Trans: 
vaal or Free State. Now the British 
Government had asked them in the 
application of this Bill not to make 
the position of Asiatics worse than 
‘twas, Although they did restrict, 
under the Bill, the inter-provincial 
movements of Asiatics, they bad 
asked so far as the Cape -and Natal 
were concemed not to go. further 
in actual administration than the law 
allowed to be done. As regards the 
position in the Transvaal, added the 
Minister, “we have a free hand, and 
we cap debar their entrance from 
other parts of the Union to this 
Province.”

remain, even if they chose to go 
there. If Clause 28 did not appear 
quite. satisiactory, he was prepared 
to embody an amendment to make 
it still more explicit that these people, 
although they could go anywhere in 
the Union, even in the Free State, 
should be debarred from exercising 
any of those rights they were at 
present debarred from by existing 
laws in the Free State, The net 
result in the Free State would be that 
the position would be safer from the 
white point of view, because the 
present Free State law was certainly 
of the most lax character, The 
present law of the Free State provided 
that an Asiatic might come into the 
Free State, but within two months 
of bis arrival must apply for per- 
mission to remain there.

ed the following judgment of the 
Court:-—This is an appeal (com an 
order of Justice Mason refusing to 
suspend or cancel a deportation or- 
der, or to order a certificate of regis- 
tration to be issued to him, or to 
compel the Registrar of Atiatics to 
teatertain his application tor registra- 
tion, Petitioner entered the Trans- 
vyaal with bis father on June 15, 1907, 
and was a minor resident in this Pro- 
‘vince, thus falling under section 4 (2) 
(b) of Act 2, 1907, and section 3 (c) 
of Act 36, 1908. It is admitted 
that whea he applied for registration 
on or about November 3, torr, he 
‘was over 17 years of age. Mahomed 
Hassan’s case (decided in December, 
xotx) decides that a minor Asiatic 
falling under section 4 (2) (b) of Act 
2, 1907, is not lawtully resident here 
after he has attained the age of 16 
and one month without availing 
Eimselt of the night of applying lor 
certificate given to him by that sec- 
tion. But itis said that section s (2) 
and section 8 (4) of Act 8, 1907, are 
both unrepealed by the Act of 1908. 
As regards section 5 (2) it is immat- 
cial to decide whether it is. repealed 
‘or not, because that sub-section would 
ot enable one to hold that a person 
like the appellant, admittedly over 17 
years of age, is’ lawfully resident. 
Section 8 (4) is continuous with sec- 
tion 8 (3), and both these, I think, 
arerrepealed by section 7 of Act 36, 
© %908. That section provides for the 
Samest of any Asiatiowho {ails to pro- 
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duce a certificate, and (except in the 
case mentioned in section 8) for his 
deporta‘ion unless he can satisly the 
Magistrate that he has a certificate or 
that bis time for application has not 
expired. There is no exception of 
minors who have attained 16, and 
that was in fact decided by Justice 
Wessels in the Hassan case. ‘That is 
ot inconsistent with the Chotabhai 
case, which only decided that the 
rights of minors were preserved from 
repeal. Tt was also contended. that 
applicant was entitled to registration 
under the Act of 1908, because no 
time is limited for the tegistration of 
minors falling within section 3 (c). 
‘The regulations under the siatute, 
however, prescribe that all minors 
resident in the country at the com- 
mencement of the Act must apply for 
registration within one month after 
attaining 16 years, (His Lordship 
then dealt with the regulations, and 
came to the conclusion that they were 
compulsory and not directory and 
‘intra vires. His Lordship further 
stated that in his opinion—apart from 
the regulation—the limit of one 
‘month alter 16 years was to be collect- 
ed from the statute itéell.) Even if 
the regulation was u/fra veres, and 
even if section 3 (c) of the Act of 
1908 is regarded as/an_ independent 
enactment creating now rights, I still 
think that: the appellant cannot suc- 
ceed. It seems to. me that the sec- 
tion would then’ have to be construed 
‘as requiring a person falling within it 
1o oblain togistation withis a tensos 
able time. What would be: a reason- 
able time would probably depend on 
the circumstances of each case. But in 
the present case the appellant has 
waited more than a year, and I think 
that that exceeds the limit of what can 
be considered reasonable. 

‘The appeal must accordingly be 
dismissed with costs 

















The case of BE. Mt Essey v. Rex 
wasan appeal from a conviction by 
the ARM, Volksrust. Accused 
was charged with and convicted of 
entering the Transvaal, being a pro- 
hibited immigrant, and. sentenced to 
a fine of £10 or six weeks’ imprison- 
ment. 

Mr. Gregorowski for the appellant; 
Mr. Van Heerden for the Crown, 

Mr. Justice Smith, in the course of 
his judgment, said :—Accused is an 
Asiatic under 16 years of age, and 
entered the Transvaal with a man 
who says he is the father of the 
accused. The whole question is 
whether, upon the evidence the Mag- 
istrate ought to have held that this 
man is prima facie the father of the 
appellant. (His Lordship then dealt 
with the evidence, and came to the 
conclusion that the Magistrate should 
hhave found the parentage had been 
prim facie established.) The appeal 














Was |accordingly allowed and » the 
conviction “and sentence ~set aside.

“The Friend” 


‘The following is the summary of 
the article above referred to— 

The Friend, dealing with the 
Tormigrants’ Restriction Bill, declares, 
that it marks the second stage in the 
solution of the Asiatic problem, the 
first of which was taken by the Indian 
Government when it stopped the 
immigration of indentured Indians 
to Natal, whose shortsighted and 
selfish policy in the past, argues the 
Friend, bas been really responsible 
for our present difficulties. 

‘The third and most difficult phase 
of the problem is the keeping of 
the Asiatics now in South Africa 
confined to the Provinces where they 
are at present domi “This; 
remarks the Friend, ‘is an aspect 
‘of the problem which most vitally 
affects the Free State, and is a 
portion of the new measure which 
does not appear to us to be quite 
watertight.” 

‘The paper goes on to examine the 
history of the passive resistance move- 
ment, and the singular skill of the 
Indians in evading or’ fighting the 
immigration laws of the  Trausyaal 
and Natal. It quotes the instance 
‘of a Durban officer when he was 
‘obliged to insist on unveiling 
[Sohamedan women ‘owing to cS 
‘smuggling ip of Indian youths, The 
Friend regards this as illustrating 
the need for strengthening the present 
measure against the movements of 
Asiatics in the intetior, expecially the 
maintenance of the present Free 
State barrier, which does not confer 
the right of domicile, whereas the 
‘new measure dogs, therefore weaken- 
ing the position ¥f the Free State. 

‘The Friena takes Mr. Smiuts to 
task for allowing even a limited 
‘umber of cultured Indians the right 
to settle anywhere, and says that 
the Free State will never, consent 
to this, It holds up Natal as an 
example of Asiatic fecundity, where 
in so years they have multiplied over 
600 per cent;, and points out that 
the matter is not one of party, that 
the whole Province is united to a 
man on the question of total exclusion, 
and concludes: “The Bill must be 
amended so that the limited number 
of Asiatics admitted annually to the 
Union may go anywhere they please, 
but they shall not be permitted. to 
settle 1m the Free State. By insisting 
on. this provision we are not 
embarrassing the Government, for 
they are oot called upon by their 
agreement with the Imperial 
authorities to grant Asiatics any more 
rights than they possess at present, 

Asiatics have not the right of domicile 
in the “Free State; therefore, they 
‘cannot expect or demand it, Further, 
we are not makitg the position of the 
Asiatics in the country tay worse than 
ivis, for they are not allowed. unre-

Charged with 
Attempted Poisoning 





Shameful. Treatment of an 
Indian Labourer 


‘The Natal Advertiser of the’ 6th 
instant reports the following case -— 

Appulsamy, the Indian, who had 
to answer the charge of attempting 
to poison a Dutch family, was dis 

ed at the Supreme Court, 
yesterday, alter a long and exhaustive 
inguiry. "Mr. Justice Carter was on 
the bench, and the jury returned a 
verdict of “not guiliy” although the 
Crown had also entered a charge, 
in the event of the first failing, of 
administering poison with intent to 
do some grievous bodily harm to 
the four persons conceroed. 

‘The Attorney-General (Me, J. W. 
F. Bird) prosecuted, an ner

Prisoner was employed by Mr. G- 
¥, Boshof, on the ‘Yorkshire 
Wolds” tam, in the Division of 
Estcourt, and the prosecution alleged 
that he pat a quantity of rs 
Sheep Dip into ground coffee, 
wax intended for the family's cov 
sumption. The adulterated cofiee 
was-detected by Miss Boshol, who 
‘wont to fetch it from the dairy where 
the accused had slept. The poison

The Prisoner’s Story

One morning his master 
came to the kraal, and, despite the 
advice of the natives who advised 
him to min off, he faced Boshoff, who 
was mounted and armed with a 
sjambok. BoshofT beat him un- 
mercifully with the sjambok, and 
eventually he (prisoner) ran out of 
the kraal towards the farm, Boshoif 
galloped behind him all the way,

In the kitchen he was accused of 
having doctored the coffee. This he 
denied, but he was seized by Boshoft 
and his son, tied hand and foot with 
Jong reeds, and fastened to the ci 
tral pole in a but that was. inhabited 
with poultry. This was fairly early 
in the morning, and he was not 
released until late in the afternoon—

Referring to a statement made by a 
witness for the prosecution, that the 
prisoner had been engaged at 5s.

He argued 
that 5s. monthly was a ridiculous 
‘wage, and he could never have agreed 
to it,as he had 15s. a month to pay 
off to the Government on his licence. 
He thought the family had ‘faked ” 
up the whole charge against him 
because they owed him money.

Attorney-General’s Address 


The Attorney-General, in bis address 
to the jury, said that, had the scars 
exhibited by the prisoner been inflict- 
ed by the Boshof's sjamboks, the 
thrashing had beco undoubtedly severe, 
and were such as would have. caused 
the Indian to harbour feelings of 
vengeance. He thought the jury 
would know that, at times, it was & 
coolie’s nature to become morose 
and seck vengeance for his outraged 
feelings, on someone or other. How 
did the Cooper's sheep dip get into 
the coffee? Prisoner, according to 
awitness, had said that the “Inkos 
Pesulu” did it. It might be that the 
‘erime had been committed so’ clumsi- 
ly, the poison being freely spilled, 
‘as to almost ask for detection. But 
he (the Attorney-General) asked the 





jury to believe that the prisoner had 
‘ade a slip that was often done by. 
feven the most experienced criminals— 
the slip that led to detection. Di 

Dtsoner know, either, winately 
the amount of poison that was requir. 
ed to poison the whole family? 
Probably not; but neither did he 
know how far he could safely go and 
only do them an injury without Kill- 
ing. He asked the jury to say that 
the prisoner intended to murder the 
family. 

‘The Judge, in his summing up, 
said that the way of poisoners, no 
matter what their colour or nationality, 
was that of secrecy. It might be that 
the explanation as to why the mixture 
in the coffee was $0 easily seen was 
one that would tell against the 
prisoner, It might have been that 
the accused was actually engaged in 
doctoring the coffee when he was 
interrupted by footsteps approaching 
the dairy, and this had caused him 
tobeat a hurried retreat. But had 
the accused had a keen or subtle 
mind he would not have shouted from 
the witness-box that he had grievances 
against the Boshoffs, It was not 
consistent {or anyone to think that 
the necused bad put the poison into 
the coffee merely to frighten the 
Boshoffs, because he had strenuously 
denied having either seen or handled. 
the poison, The question was, how 
did the mixture get into the coffee ; 
for what purpose was it there, an¢

Without 
such support the recruiter would not 
be free to get hold of many persons;

depét and to constrain their will. 

For the protection of the emigrant, 
the Government has no doubt provided 
that he or sbe shall not enter into an 
agreement without being brought 
before a registering officer, often a 
Magistrate, and until he or she shall 
have been asked whether he or she was 
going out with a knowledge of the 
nature of the agreement and with a 
free will or otherwise. But we have 
seen that this object is not fully 
secured under the Act. But, even ifit 
were, the law does not provide beyond 

“it to ensure that the emigrant shall be 
fairly dealt with in the colonies. In 

on the Emigration Bill in 

Ta8a, te Hon'ble Mee Uhert sid -— 
"Thus. every reasonable precau- 

© fion is taken which our Jaw can 


enforce that the emigrant should be 
properly treated from the time 
when he leaves the place where he 
is recruited to. the time when he 
lands in the colony for which he is 
bound. Further than this our law 
cannot follow him, and alter this 
point we can only provide indirectly 
for his welfare by such influence as 
we brig to bear on the Government 
of the country in which he hi 
established himself.’ 

“Tt is clear from this that whatever 
protection is provided by the Govern- 
ment for the emigrants is pro 
from the time wheo they start from 
the place of their recruitment until 
they land in the country for which 
they have embarked. After that they. 
fare left at the mercy of the special 
laws which prevail in that country, 
and my friend the Hon'ble Mover of 
the Resolution has __ graphically 
depicted the conditions to which they 
are subject under those laws. I sub- 
mit therefore that the humaa aspect of 
the case requires that the contract 
which is entered into under such 
conditions—conditions which are 
intrinsically and inherently bad in the 
one place in not letting the penal 
ature of the laws be known to those 
who will be subjected to them under 
the indenture for labour, and secondly

starve, if he must, in his own country, 
a free man, but not be subjected to 
these servile restraints and inhuman 
indignities to save a petty sum of Rs, 
30 a year, India can yet afford 
employment for all her sons and 
daughters ; they will certainly not 
starve if they are not induced or 
inveigled to migrate out of the 
country. The evil lies in the system 
being what it is, and the remedy lies 
in its total abolition, The point of 
complaint that bas been raised is that, 
without the aid of Government, the 
system cannot last for one moment.

Tr 
has recognised it in deciding to, 
abolish the system of indentured lab- 
ourin Assam. hope that the motion 
which has been brought forward by 
my Hon'ble friend will commend 
itself to the Government and receive 
its whole-hearted support, and that the 
evil system will be abolished before 
many days are passed.

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THE TUBERCULOSIS COMMISSION 


EVIDENCE BY THE 


T the first sitting of the Tuber- 
culosis Commission in Dure 
ban, on the 7th instant, Dr. 

L.T. Haydon, MB, CM, D.PH., 
Assistant Union Medical Officer of 
Health, stationed in Natal, gave 
evidence. 

Witness said he had had previous 

experience in South Africa, Australia, | 
and India, and at present his duties | 
Were concemed with the entry into 
Natal of immigrants, No systematic 
r detailed examination of Europeans 
was made except in bad cases of 
Dhthisis, Detailed examination was 
made of Indians, but witness did not 
think figures could be given except as 
tegards bad cases. The Immigration 
Officer dealt with the landing of immi- 
grants as to whether they were likely 
to be a burden on the State, Witness 
said no. very severe cases of phthisis 
were landed. In a sbipfol of immi- 
grants only the open or obvious cases 
would be detected ; it would not be 
Possible to detect incipient cases, 
From a cursory examination one 
only detect it by colour and 
iation, 

In reply to Dr. Tumer, witness 
said more cases would be expected 
among first-class steamship passeogers 
than among third-class because more 
first class passengers were able to 
come here for health reasons.

T have'the honour to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of the. a5th 
March, in reply to my Committee's 
etter of the ath idem, respecting 
the cause of Fatima vs. Rex. 

‘2. My Committee are greatly sur- 
prised to learn therefrom that the 
Beeretary of State has been advised 
that neither under the laws of South 
‘Africa, nor under the practice of the 
past, have polygamous marriages 
beett recognised.” 

. Without desiring unduly to 
emphasise the fact that polygamous 
marriages amongst South African 
natives have always been recognised 
by law and by custom, my Committee 
desire to remind you that, amongst 
the Cape Malays, who have lived in 
South Africa for many generations, 
the Mahomedan law of marriage is 
followed, and that the practice of 

lygamny, permitted by the law of 
slam, has, amongst them been 
recognised “in practice, if the law 
tselt has not taken cognisance of it.

A School for Pinetown 


A well attended meeting of Indians 
resident in Pinetown, Natal, convened 


by Mr. A. D. Pillay, was held last

work ; and, thirdly, that the fact that 
there had’ been 50 many inquiries 
shows that the conscience of the 
Imperial and the Indian Governments 
is uneasy about it. As to the third—I 
take them in inverse order—it is 
the custom of Government to inquire 
belore they take any action, and if the 
Hon'ble Member chooses to place 
this interpretation upon their inquiries, 
it is not of much use my arguing the 
matter with him, But the second is a 
very extraordinary statement. Surely 
every one knows that the reason why 
Todian labour was required for the 
Colonies was that as soon as the negro 
‘was emancipated, he refused to work 
at all under any conditions, and there- 
fore to say that he objects to work 
under the indentured system, which 
‘was not then in force, seems to me a 
most extraordinary piece of logic. 
What I have said in the second case 
explains the first. The Indians came 
to these Colonies to take the place of 
the negro who would not work. It is 
true that previously the work had been 
done by slaves, but what i 
in itto the Indian who has been doing 
work in India to do the 
same kind of work in the colonies? Is

“The Resolution falls into two 
parts, dealing with indentured labour 
in India and with indentured 
gration to the colonies, 1 thiok 
Will be convenient if I dispose of the 
Tndian question first, because that is 
relatively a small matter, In India 
the indenture svstem only survives in 
four or five districts in Northern 
‘Assam, and there, as the Hon'ble 
Member hag told 1, it is, moribui 
It only survives in these districts and 
fs there under sentence of death. 
Tt dates back from the darly days of 
the tea industry, when Assam was a 
little known country and very dificult 
of access. As the country developed 
fand communications became more 
easy, it became less and less necessary 
to se the penal provisions, and in 
some districts, in the Surma Valley, 
for instance, they had practically 
fallen into desuetude by 1996. Only 
two per cent.

Sanitary Committee’s Report 
At the meeting of the Durban 
‘Town Council, held on the 6th iastant, 
the Sanitary Committee reported 
having inspected the Indian Barracks 
‘known as the “ Magazine Barracks, 
off Depot Road, where most of the 
Corporation's Indian labourers: and 
their families are housed, under (he 
supervision of the Se Depar 
tment. The Inspector of Nuisine: 
submitted an exhaustive report ry 
garding these barracks, and certain 
improvements considered nec 

As a result of the inspection the 
Committee were of opinion that the 
barracks compared fav surably in the 
matter of health with any other part 
of the borough. It was found that 
some of the Indians had cultivated 
small patches of ground adjacent to 
the barracks, and were growing. th 
‘own vegetables. In November, 1910, 
the Council authorised the removal 
of a woodand-iron building from 
Mitchell Park stables, and its re- 
erection at the barracks for use by 
the Indians as a ball or meeting- 
place, In June, r911, the Council,

On Tuesday last, Dr. Murison, 
Medical Officer of Health, Durban, 
save evidence before the Tuberculosis 
ommission. ‘The Natal Mercury 
reports as follows -—

jans,, his departeient had great 
sity. They: wero dealt with as 
acopeans, and consequently lived 
houses and in various parts of the 
town, Te was not necessary ta speak 
Df their lying, but it was dilfcalt to 
| ind out much of, thee, private life 
owing to their habits, There were 
| many clever people among them who 
ften acted as doctors, énd then there 
vere Indian doctors qualified in 
Baglish schools of medicine. But 
the later didnot afford tion much 
fssistance in his work of discovering 
tases of disease among their com: 
pattiots. In his. opinion, Indians 
Should be put in locations as well as 
natives. 

Tn conclusion, Dr. Murison con. 
demned the dorestricted practice. of 
fllowing natives to use tuberculosis 
meat, and said that if he had bis way 
hho would destroy every bit of tho 
flesh of all animals affected by tober- 
colosis. 

The Protector 

(On Wednesday, Mr. J. A. Polking- 
hore, Protector of tla Trami- 
‘grants, gave furtber evidence to that 
‘which’ he gave at an earlier sitting of 
the Commission, He said that out 
fol s8 deaths recently reported for 
Dusan Borough and County, 23 
{were Colowial-bora persons, and 
Tuberculosis had been the cause of 
Every morning, hun- 
dds and hundreds of Indians came 
{nto the Borough of Durban to work ; 
they. preterred to live outside the 
municipal boundary, as their move- 
ents intown wererestricted. Though 
hte considered that there was an in- 
crease in the actual number of deaths 
{rom tuberculosis, be did not think 
twas due to any increasing mode of 
potification of the disease. The cost 
‘of fanerals in Durban was expensive, 
Gnd it was quite possible that many 
Siders ‘were tigen outside the 
borough to die. 

Dr. Nicol 
De, B. Alexander Nicol, recenth 

Peter tor the Indien Tak 
gration Trust Board, gave evidence 
sto his experience of the housing 
Of Indians in barracks, which he coo: 
| Sidered was a bad system, Improve: 
tnont was necessary, and be suggested 
the removal of the present buildiogs, 
Which he described as ramsbackle, 
Ind the erection of new buildings. 
| {Xtter giving particulars of the housing, 
Dr. Nicol” said. that his experience 
oe now ut the adnate 
Jadians were wot too hard worked, 
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aod the regulation rations were not 
bad. In fact, great fiaprovements 
had been made in the treatment of 
these Indiant some years befdre 
immigration was stopped. Proceed- 
ing to deal with conditions of work 
in reference to indentured Indians 
on sugar estates, the witness said 
that they had only to work nine 
hours, though an Indian might have 
to walk three miles to reach the 
bene of his work, and the three miles 
back aa well, so that, on returning to 
fils house, he might Ue too tired to 
ook his food. In the busy crushing 
seasons there was rather a pressure 
of work, and the Indians often had 
{o tira out for work just belore dawn, 
He noticed that where there was 
overwork there was also predisposition 
to tuberculosis, The witness stated 
Tater that, when he first took office in 
1905, he was struck by the heavy death- 
rate from phthisis_among Indians 
employed at.coal mines, and he con- 
clitied that it was due to bad living 
‘and bad howsing, ‘The houses were 
insanitary and badly ventilated. Wit- 
ness then quoted from a report he 
ad sent to the Hoard dealing with 
the manner in which Indians were 
housed at the coal mines, He went 
on to say that, now that Indian imtai- 
gration had been stopped, he thought 
that more repatriation ‘of Indians 
suflering from phthisis would be 
resorted to, in which way the num. 
bers of these sufferers would be 
gradually reduced, The present diet 
6f rations lacked somewhat in {rviti 

and fat, but ie could not: say that 
coriduced to tuberculosis. ‘The diet

He was afraid the people, 
white people as well, would not 
tolerate it, 

Asked by Dr. Te Water as to what 
he would recommend for combating 
the disease, Dr. Nanji said he thought 
the fitst step should be the stopping 
of suffering people coming into the 
country, He recommended the teach- 
ing of bygient to childten in the 
schools, and the benefits of fresh air 
and healthy exercises. He considered,

THE RAILWAY BARRAC! 


We have taken the opportunity of 
inspecting the barracks occupied by 
the iadentuted Indians and Natives 
employed by the South African Rail- 
ways at Durban. They are situated 
fon the Eastern Viei, the piece of 
swampy ground between the railway 
and the sea. Here about 1,750 
Indians and a good number of Natives 
are housed. ‘The oldest of the 
buildings have stood there for as 
many as thirty years, and present a 
wretched appearence, They are 
made of wood and iron, in blocks of 
twenty four rooms, each room 
measuring not mofe than 12 feet by 
xa leet. The floors are bare earth 
and the walls and roof unlined. 
‘There is a door and a small wooden 
shutter in the front of exch 
The only ventilation, when thyy are 
closed, is by means of the coruya- 
tions in the iton roof. As these 
rooms are onthe back-to-back 
principle, there is no ventilation 
either from the back or the sides. 
These rooms are eich occupied by 
a family of Indians, In a few cases 
where there is a family of six or 
eight petsons, two rooms may be 
given, but that is not general. A 
aitsized family of four or five 
persons has to sleep in these single 
tobmis;  Acrbis a passage -about 6 
feet wide are the kitchens. ‘These are 
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about 6 feet by 10 feet And very low

Mr. H.S. L: Polak writes to the 
Secretary to the Government of India 
in the Department of Commerce and 
Industry, Simla, under date the roth 
‘April last, as follows : 

Thave the honour to direct your 
attention to the enclosed cutting 
(marked A), from Inpian Opiwto:

2. I also enclose two editorial 
notes from the same journal, of 
February 2yth and March 9th, re- 
spectively, (marked B and C) giving 
the South African Indian viewpoint 
on this subject. 

3, I enclose further, a cutting from 
the same. joumal of the oth ultimo, 
reproducing correspondence that has 
passed between the Union Minister 
61 the Interior and the British Indian 
Association (cutting marked D), re 
ating to a request for the withdrawal 
ofthe order made for Mrs, Jusset’s 
deportation from the Province. 














the Minister of the Interior gave the 
assurance that relief would be granted 
in cases of proved hardship resul 
from the Court’s judgment, It wil 
be seen, however, {rom enclosure 
D herein that he has declined to 
protect Mrs. Jussat from the order 
Of deportation made against her. 

S. 1 understand that it is urged, 
in defence of the Union Government's 
attitude, that polygamy has been 
Fecognised neither by the South 
‘Airican Courts nor by the custom 
‘of the country. 

‘9. That this contention is incorrect 
is evident from the tact that South 
‘African native polygamous marriages, 
contracted according to native law 
fand usage, are recognised by the 
Courts as valid.

according to Islamic law, she may 
not be his Iawiul wile ; that such a 
woman will be regarded, by the 
Transvaal Courts, as his wile, for the 
purposes of the Immigration Law 
(Act 15 of 1907); and that she may 
exclude from entry into the Transvaal 
fany or all of the lawfully ma 
wives of a Mahomedan Indian, 
Whether she be lawfully married to 
him or not.

A Registration Case 


‘At the Magistrate's Court, Joh 
nesburg, on the 18th instant, ‘before 
Major Dixon, A.R.M., an Indian 
named Tulsi Juta, represented by Mr. 
Baines, appealed against the decision 
of Mr. Chamney, Registrar of Asiatics, 
refusing him a certificate of registra 
tion. 

‘The appellant deposed that be 
came to the Transvaal four years 
before the war with his father. He 
‘was then about 13 oF 14 years of age, 
and he had lived in the location at 
Johannesburg. His father was a 
jeweller travelling between Natal 
and Johannesburg, and appellant 
‘always accompanied him. When the 
‘war broke out witness left for Natal, 
Where he remained four years, and 
then went to India. He returned in 
1910, and joined the passive resisters, 
and was arrested once or twice. 
‘Subsequently he made an application 
for registration from Mr. Chamney, 
and tbat was relused. He produced

‘and for which he paid £3, and he 
also produced the visiting pass 
which he took out when he went to 
‘Natal at the out-break of the war, 
and the registration which he after- 
‘wards obtained in Natal, He claim

for registration in 1911, and he was

‘Mr, Baines argued that a certain 
licence was granted passive resisters 
in the matter of time in. connection 
with the law of 1908, and when the 
appellant applied for registration he 
was told by Mr. Gandhi that he 
‘would have to appeal.

A petition to the Acting Governor 
of British Bast Africa Protectorate, 
from the Indian community, gives 
the following grounds and reasons 
why the proposed poll-tax should not 
be imposed indiscriminately upon ail

"Jp the first place we would state 
that His Most Gracious Majesty 
King George rules over no subjects

The Adjourned Debate 








On the adjourned debate on the 
second reading of the Immigrants’ 
Restriction Bill, on the 2and instant, 
‘Mr. Saurs intimated that Government 
were very anxious, if possible, that 
the measure should be passed this 
session. 

Mr. T. L. Scureiver (Tembu- 
land), continuing the debate, said he 
could not bring himself to vote for 
the tremendous powers which the 
Bill gave to Government, and thought 
the Free State did right to keep the 
Asiatic out, It would bave been 
better if the whole country had done 
that. The principal of excluding 
Asiatics was all right, but the means 


taken in the Bill were so arbitrary, 
so tyrannical, that he found it im- 


possible to vote for the second 
readin; 

Mr. J. G. Kevrer  (Fieksburg) 
said he stated last year, and now 
repeated, that if the House allowed 

~ Asiatics' to enter the Orange Free 
State and settle therein, it would do

They were try- 
ing to reverse the hands of the clock. 


Sir Henry Jura (Capetown Har- 
bour) sounded a note of warning with 
reference to the dictation test, 
‘which, in the course of time, might 
‘be exercised against people to whom 
the Legislature never intended it 
should apply. 

Mr. A. Faweus (Umlati) observed 
that the Bill was a great deal too 
arbitrary, and betrayed a great deal 
fof that Oriental despotism ot which 
the Minister of the Interior was 
such a delightful exponent. 

The sitting was suspended and, 
after Innch, the debate was adjourn- 
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On the 24th instant Parliament 
‘was prorogued until Monday, the 
agrd September, and the Immigrants’ 
Restriction Bill, amongst others, was 
shelved. 





From the Press Gallery 

‘The special correspondent of the 
Transouas Leader gives his. impres 
sions of the debate on the Immigration 
Bill in the following paragraphs 

General Smuts had been hovering 
in the offing, and he sailed badly in 
with his Immigrants’ Restriction Bill. 
‘This measure was put on the paper 
four month ago, but each time its 
‘author has attempted to get it accepted 
he has had a traly awful experience. 
Possibly he thought that to day, with 
4 third of the members absent and the 
rest dogtired, there was. a chance 
of shoving it through, but he had the 
worst time of any to-day. First Mr. 
Schreiner considered it necessary to 
eriticise the Billat some length. Mr. 















Sehreiner confessed to having/at one 
time had~an ideal of the British 





Empire similar to that which the 
Romans hiad of theirs—an ideal which, 
however, bad been shattered lor good 
when the terms of Beace of 
Vereeniging were allowed by the 
Imperial authority to place one section 
of British subjects, the coloured races, 
under the dominance of another, the 
Europeans. But he refuses to 
relinguish altogether his ideas as to 
the liberties of those born under the 
flag, still less his sense of right and 
justice. ‘This being so, be cannot for 
4 moment agree to the way in which 
General Smuts proposes to. apply the 
education test ina differential manner 
so as to keep the Asiatic out, He 
admits that the Asiatic should be kept 
out, and that it would be a good thing 
if none had ever been allowed io, but 
he considers that it should be done in 
fan honest and straight(orward manner 
and not in the way of “chicane, " which 
was being adopted, He pointed out 
how extremely dangerous it was to 
place the power demanded in the 
hands of any Government, for, though 
the measure has been designed to 
exclude Asiatics, its provisions can be 
applied to people of any race, and 
could be used by a Minister who s0 
chose to keep out even Europeans of 
4 desirable class. 

Mr. Schreiner made his speech in 
the face of difficulties. Twice the 
number of those present fell below 
quorum level, and when this happened: 
the second time, Mr. Merriman said 
something audible about “the boy 
stood on the burning: deck, whence all 
but he had fed." Mr. Van Niekerk 
appeared to imagine that Mr, 
Schreiner ought not to talk because 
hhe (Mr. Van Nickerk) wanted to get 
away to Boshof, and after jumping 
about like a cat on hot bricks for two 
or three minutes, he rushed (rom the 
House, followed by a roar of laughter, 

Alter Mr. Schreiner came the de- 
luge. No less a person than Mr. 
Vosloo, of Somerest East, was right 
up against the Bill. He was as 
tounded at the way io which General 
Smuts persisted in going on with it 
after the reception it had had ; and 
when Mr. Vosloo is astounded at 
anything a Nationalist Minister does 

well, it must be something very 
astounding indeed, 

Mr, Geldenhuys, of Vrededorp, 
made a few remarks, and was proceed- 
‘ing to repeat them when Mr. Speaker, 
‘who has as much right to want to get 
home as anyone else, reminded him in 
sonorous Aftikaans ‘ Jij het oldie 
dinge al gezeg.” Mr. Keyter, who 
once before gave the Ministry a bad. 
hhalt-hour, laid it down unequivocally 
that if the Bill were passed it would be 
in direct opposition to the will of the 
people of the Free State, Member 
after member, mostly on the National- 
ist side, got up and hammered at the 
unfortunate General, even Mr. Meri 
man scoffing openly at the idea of 
letting the Bill Tie about tor four 
months and theo coming and_telling 
them it was urgent and had to, be 
passe’. When’ Sir Bisset Berry and 










































Sir Henry Juta had dealt with it 
best legal style, General Smurs looked 
as though he would not be able to eat 
his lunci. Whether he dic or not, 
when Mr. Madeley, in the carly aft 
noon, moved the adjournment of the 
debate till Monday, General Smuts 
agreed with him’ quickly, which 
virtually means that the Bill has been 
scrapped, like so many others produced 
this session, some of them also 
“extremely urgent.” 

‘The question is a setious one, how- 
ever, and the revolt of the Government 
back benches is not in this case the 
hopeful evidence of the progress of 
thought it would be had it taken place, 
Tet us say, in support of a more 
stringent stock disease law. ‘The 
problem of excluding Asiatics and tn- 
desirable immigrants from other parts 
of the world hhas to be grappled with, 
and at the same time the Union must 
live up to its Imperial obligations. 
Where General Smuts has failed has 
been intnot having brought on his Bill 
when it was first tabled. Then the 
thing might have been thrashed out, 
and it is even possible that a Select 
Committee might bave been able to 
improve at least a little on the solution 
of the puzzle put forward by the 
Minister of all the Talents.

Non-European Students 
Barred 





For years, says the London corres- 
pondent of the Zransoaa’ Leader, 
the London hospitals have 
opened their doors to coloured 
students, who have been treated 
exactly the same as the Englishman,

The Question of Costs 


Application Refused 

In the Supreme Court (Natal. Divi 
sion) betore the Acting 
Judge-President (Mr. Justice Broome), 
‘and Mr. Justice Carter, Mr. Laughton, 
K.C, asked for a rive mst on the 
Principal Immigration Restriction 
Officer on behalf of V. and P. Madula 
with regard to costs of an application, 
‘The applicants were two Indian boys, 
who wished to join their father in the 
Transvaal. The case had been 
before the Courts many times, 
After application to the Supreme 
Court the boys were admitted to the 
Transvaal, and security for deporta- 
tion charges up to £100 was 
Jodged. The Immigration Officer 
had repeatedly been applied to for 
release of that amount. It was stet- 
ed by the Attorney-General that the 
boys were in hiding trom the police 
to avoid prosecution, In point of 
fact, they were both courting prosecu- 
tion, The claim for entry was based 
on the ground that they were under 
sinteen years of age. Ultimately the 
prosecution was brought and dismis. 
sed. ‘The charge was that the boys 
were probibited immigrants under 
the language test clause. 

Some difficulty arose owing to 
counsel being unable to trace the 
clause, stated in the summons as 
being sub-section 1 of section 2 of 
“said” Act. Mr. Laughton

The Hoo'ble Mr. Fremantle, who 
was a member of it, has, I think, 
proved to Council how far-reaching 
were their inquiries and what care 
was taken to hear every side of the 
Question, Although the committee 
did not actually the colonies 
‘concerned, representatives of different 
shades of opinion were brought over 
‘at Government's expense to give evi- 
dence. The considered opinion of 
the Committee on the main issue is 
best quoted in their own words. ‘It 
‘can sately be said,” they write, ‘that, 
nowithstanding some unfortunate 
‘occurrences at times now remote, the 
system has i the past worked to the 
‘great benefit not only of the colonies 
‘but equally of the main body of emi- 
graats, and this is so still more in the 
present, So tar did they consider 
that the majority of emigrants un- 
doubtedly prospered, that they wished 
steps to be taken by the Goverament 
of India to popularise emigration in 
India, relinquishing to this end the 
attitude which they have hitherto 
maintained of a strict neutralit 
‘The Committee rejected unhes 
ingly the imputation, which is still 
at times advanced, that the system of 
indentured labour, as it affects emi- 
grants to British Colonies, partakes of 
the nature of slavery. ‘They expressed 























the opinion, after examining the best 
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and most authoritative evidence that 
they could obtain, that whatever 
abuses might have existed in the past, 
no such charge can be substantiated 
against the system as it at present 
exists, ad as it has been in practice 
during the last twenty or thitty. years 
“They considered that the restric- 
tions placed on indentured emigrants 
are not in their practical operation 
They noted that _ the 
nS as to arrest if a coolie is 
found without the passes which he bas 
to use whan he leaves the plantation. 
seemed to be excessive and unneces- 
sary, but they said on the whole that 
in actual practice they found that these 
provisions were not abused. They 
point out that outside the terms of the 
contract, the principal conditions of 
which have been twice explained to 
the coolie before he enters into it, he 
is for all purposes a free man whose 
rights are carefully watched over and 
guarded by a special staif of Govern- 
Ment officials. Of course much must 
depend on the efficiency and rectitude 
of the Government officials, but as 
the Committee say, the system mu 
in the last resort be judged by. its 
results, and in the evidence belore 
them they found a general con- 
currence of opinion that so far from 
excercising any depressing or debasing 
influence on the emigrant, it in fact 
encourages in him the growth of an 
independence of character, There is 
‘an impressive passage in the evidence 
of Sir Charles Bruce, who was Governor 
of British Guiana, when Surgeon-Major 
Comins, then Protector of Emigrants 
in Caleutta, came to visit the colony 
‘on a tour of inspection. He quoted 
the following words which Surgeon- 
Major Comins bad used :— 
*No one, who knows the Indian 
‘coolie can fail to be struck by the 
at difference between the coolie 
in India and children born in the 
cology. * * * Whatever 
be the cause, whether change of 
climate, better food, easy times, 
nore responsible duties or position, 
the influence of travel, or freedom 











from the narrowness of caste 
prejudice, the result is very 
apparent. ‘The children born in 


the colony of Indian parents revert 
to a higher type of civilization, and 
in appearance, manner and in- 
telligence are so much superior to 
their parents that it is difficult to 
believe they belong to the same 
family. The boys and young men 
are stronger and better looking, 
and are able to turn their hand to 
anything at a moment's notice, with 
a smartness and koowledge of the 
world which would vastly astonish 
their grandparents in India; while 
the girls and young women have a 
beauty and refinement rarely seen in 
public in India, many having all the 
appearance of good birth and 
breeding usually associated only 
with families of the best blood. 
‘The daughters of sien who do not 
Zequire them to work, lead a happy 

fe, free from the care and toil 


it mothers before 
prime.’ 

“Tn the same way another witness, 
the Rey. J. Morton, who lived 41 
years in Trinidad—and a missionary I 
imagine is not a person who would 
take a biassed view in this) matter— 
found that the system worked better 
and induced a better and more 
independent typé in the labourers that 
came over. 1 think in the face of 
such evidence it eannot be contended, 
that indentured labour has an evil 
fluence either on the physical con- 
ion or on the morale of the Indian 
emigrant. In connection with this 
question of physical condition, 
Hon'ble Members will recollect that 
the Hon'ble Mr. Gokhale referred to 
the considerable mortality which has 
taken place on occasions among 
indentured coolies during the last 
seventy-five years, He went back a 
Jong way, but think he might hive 
added a little more as to the present 
state of the figures of health. I have 
here the figures of mortality in this 
country and) in the colonies. In 
British Guiana the death-rate of 
Indians on the estates uader inden- 
ture averages 26.6 per thousand over 
the last nine years, in Trinidad during 
the same period it ranged from 14.3 
to nearly 20 per thousand, in Fiji in 

only 7.43 per thousand 
Jamaica it is 23 per thousand: 
that is to say, the highest is 26 per 
thousand and the lowest is nearly 8 per 
thousand.”

I will not deny that, and it is not 
surprising to find that the Hon’ble 
‘Mr. Gokhale and other speakers have 
called attention in the course of the 
debate to certain points referred to in 
the evidence before the Committee. 
‘The first of these is the question of 
Protectors und Magistrates. ‘The 
Hon'ble Mr. Gokhale considers, I 
think, that these officers/do, riot carry 
out their duties as efficiently’ as they. 
oughtto, He wenr’a little further and 
















































hinted that some of them were inclined 


to favour the planter rather than the 
labourer. ‘The most serious com- 
plaints contained in the evidence 
before the Sanderson Committee 
under this head were in connection 
with Trinidad, A Member of the 
Trinidad Legislative Councily the 
Hon'ble Mc. C. P. David, who gave 
evidence before the Committee, com- 
plained that the Protector was not 
sympathetic with the Indians ; that he 
lived in the town at some distance 
from the estates ; and that inspection 
Was not as thorough as it should be. 
Similarly, Mr. Fitzpatrick of Trinidad, 
who attended as a representative of 
the Indian community, gave evidence 
Somewhat of the same tenor, On the 
other hand,“Mr. Huggins, a Magis- 
trate, who was io the colony for 2: 

Years, gave entirely conflicting. evi 
ence, and said that the Protectors 
Were very popular with the Indians, 
who came to them about any troubles 
however. small. The Committee 
themselves arrived at the conclusion, 
that while they considered that Mr, 
Fitepatrick’s views were not justified in 
the evidence brought forward, it was 
no doubt a matter which required 
watching. ‘There was another com- 
plaint mentioned by the Hon'ble Mr, 
Gokhale in connection with a certain’ 
Magistrate, Mr. Bateson, in Mauritius 
But Mr, Bateson stated that he found 
difficulty in cases where a coolie 
brought an action against his master 
because the coolie could not state his 
case efficiently in Court, and Mr. 
Bateson did not feel that he was as 
Magistrate entitled to assist him in 
any marked degree, The Committee 
in their comment on this evidence 
considered that Mr. Bateson had 
taken too narrow a view of his duties, 
and that he might very well have 
made more efforts to assist the coolies, 
and I think this is a conclusion with 
which everybody must agree. These 
are the only two cases where the evi- 
dence points to anything like a short 
coming. I do not think therefore 
that there is any strong presumption 
of shortcomings, but at the same time 
Tentirely agree with the conclusions 
of the Committee that the matter 
requires carefal watching, because 2 
great deal depends upon it. 

“A more serious matter in my 
judgment is the large number of 
prosecutions that occur under the 
Act, and it is all the more serious 
because it can be substantiated by 
figures. In British Guiana, in x907-

THE JUDGMENT OF THE SUPREME COURT 





HE following is the full text of 

4 the judgment delivered by Mr, 

Justice Mason in the matter of 

the Union of South Africa v. Ritch 
‘and Bhyat — 

The first defendant is the registered 
owner of Stands 526, 27, and 528, 
situated in Elloff and Commissioner 
Streets, in the Townships of Boksburg, 
under a Deed of Transler dated aoth 
August, 1913, which declared the 
land transferred to be subject to the 
provisions of the Townships Amend 
ment Act of 1908 and, infer alta, to 
the following condition: “it or any 
portion of it shall not be transterred, 
eased, or in any other manner as.

The evidence shows clearly that 
the second defendant is a British 
Indian duly registered as an Asiatic 
under the Act 36, 1908, and it is 
patent from his appearance that he 
is dark skinned or coloured, 

‘The Sanitary Inspector of Boksburg 
states that the second defendant is 
occupying these stands and has with 

e three assistants and a wife 
and children, and the defendants’ 
ttorneys admit by letter that the 
second defendant and his coloured 
employes occupied and still occupy 
the stands,’ The first defendant ad. 
mits writing a letter, dated 28th 
October, rorx, to the Zax? Rand 
Express. containing the _tollowing 
passage:—“I desire to make no 
Secret of the fact that I am the 
tegistered owner of the promises 
occupied by Mr. A.M, Bhyat and 
that numbers of Mr, Bhyat’s country. 
men are the equitable owners of 
fixed property registered in miy name.” 
It was contended that this was not 
sufficient evidence that the first de- 
fendant permitted the second delend- 
ant to occupy these stands and. to 
reside thereon with his coloured 
employes. Now the first defendant 
is the registered owner of these stands 
and it is clear from his letter that he 
knows of the second defendant's 
‘occupation of them, It seems to me 
that the presumption must be that 
such occupation was at least with 
the permission of the registered 
owners there could hardly be a pre- 
sumption of trespass. ‘The onus 
therefore lies upon the first defendant 
to show that he had no knowledge 
or had no means of preventing the

‘The contention that an Act imposicg 
such disabilities and restrictions. is, 
of no eflect unless the provisions of 
Clause 39 have. been*complied, with, 
seems to be supported by Section 4 
‘of 28 and a9 Vict. Chap, 63, and 
the argument that regulations’ based 
upon the Townships Amendment Act 
‘could not therefore validly. impose 
these disabilities and restrictions bas 
much force. But this particular part 
of the defence seems to me to be 
answered by the fact that the Town- 
ships’ Amendment Act did not create 
‘or make coloured people subject to 
any liabilities or restrictions, Coloured 
people are subject to them by virtue 
Of the express provisions of Section 
tao.and 141 of he Gold: Law of 
1908, which was expressly reserved 
for the Royal assent. ‘The Townships 
Act merely provides that, so far as 
coloured persons are concerned, free- 
hold title jn respect of stands ‘upon 
goldfields shall be subject to. the 
express provisions of the Gold Law, 
and that conversion into. freehold 
shall not operate 0 as to nullify those 
express provisions, Under the Gold 
Law, coloured people could have no 
rights in these stands, and the for 
(iture clause in. the Deed of Grant 
does not therefore affect them ; it is 
only a disability affecting persons of 
European descent or birth. So far, 
therefore Deed of Grant merely 
reproduces the disabilities of coloured 
Persons already existing under the 
Gold Law and imposes forteiture only 
on persons who are not coloured, it 
appears to me that the defendant's 
contention as to its invalidity by virtus 
ofthe Letters Patent must fail, ‘There 
are undoubtedly, however, some slight 
Gifferences between the terms of the 
‘Deed of, Grant and Sections 130 and 
131 ol the Gold Law. The graot 
Provides that no portion of the stand 
shall be transferred, leased or in any 
other ‘manner assigned or disposed 
of to any coloured person, whereas 
Section 130 prohibits transler or sub- 
letting or the permitting of transfer 
or subletting.

But even if the 
regulations be witra ores and there- 
fore invalid, can the frst defendant, 
who has accepted a title in terms of 
those regulations and who acquired 
the land from an owner whose grant 
Was ‘subject to the same terms, im- 
ich the title both of himself and of 
is predecestor? The doctrine that 
that tenant is estopped from denying 
the title of his lessor was discussed 
in Clark os. the Nourse Mines (1910 
T.P.D, 512) and it was decided that 
under our law equally with English 
Jaw the lessee is estopped from disput- 
ing the title of the lessor. ‘That caso 
hhas been lately followed by the Court 
in the two decisions of Méa‘an: vs. 
Germiston Mumespatty (6th March, 
gta) and Kalanch 9s. Germusion 
funtcipality ith March, 1912), The 
same principle is enunciated in the 
axion of Roman Law that no one is 
entitled to. change for himself the 
title on which his possession is found- 
ed (Fig: 41.23. Sec, 193 41.3:33. 
Sec_1) upon which ‘Voet comments 
in Section x3 of Tit. 2 Book 41 
Pothur (“Traite de a Possession, 
Secs, 31 to 36 Capd.) gives several 
examples of the application of this 
principle, He also states that no 
ne can himself change the qualities 
and defects of his possession, Those 
whieh exist at the commencement of 
the possession continue to affect it, 
‘and though this principle does not 
generally apply toa successor by a 
special ttle, it will affect him also. if 
he has united to his own possession 
that of his predecessor in title, ‘The 
question of estoppel by deed is fully 
discussed in Everest and Storde’s 
* Law of Estoppel,” Chap. 7 p. 195 
sand the general principle is laid down 
that no man shail be allowed to dis- 
pute his own solemn deed. The 
estoppel in this case may also be 
founded upon waiver. If the regula 
tion prescribing this particular form 
of deed of grant were ura wires, 
‘Thomas could have relused to accept 
it and could have insisted on one be- 
ing issued to him in terms of the Act 
Teis clear that, by taking the grant ia 
its present form and by transterring it 
ina similar form with similar condi- 
tions to Ritch, he waived his right of 
sejecion, and that Ritch, by accept. 
ing tandler n this form and alo by 
mortgaging the property, has showa 
clearly, il he had apy independent 
right to object to the form of the deed 
of grant, he has waved that right, 
‘The defendants, however, contend 
that these colour restrictions and con- 
ditions of forfeiture are illegal and 
absolutely prohibitive and therelore 
Yoid, that they are. contrary to the 
terms of the Townships Act and 
therefore the defendants at any rate 
are not bound. Whether such a con- 
tention might not result in the whole 
deed of grant being avoided it is 
Uunnenessary to. deter because 
the plaintiff would fail it either the 
whole deed of grant or the éonditions 
alone were void. ‘The general prin- 
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founded may be summarised, in the 
‘words of Cababe’s Estoppel, p. 123, 
that estoppel cannot be applied with 
the object or result of altering the 
Jaw of the land or, in’ the words of 
Bverest and Strode, p. 198, to enable 
a party by his own private instrument 
to defeat the object of an Act of 
Parliament to the prejudice ol others 
‘who are not parties to the deed. But 
there is the equally. well-known prin- 
ciple that a party may waive the pro- 
visions of an Act of Parliament in- 
tended forhis own benefit and the 
waiver of which does not operate to 
the: prejudice of others. This prin 
ple was considered in the case of 
forrison vs, The Angelo Deed G. M. 
Co, 1905 TS. 775; in which reler- 
ence was mate to the well-known 
‘example by which the provisions of 
the Senatus Consuitum Velleyanum 
ean be waived by women for whose 
benefit it was introduced, The case 
of Bonner vs. Wukinson (5 B and 
Ald, p. 682) affords another clear 
instance of this doctrine. An old. 
statute required “with reference to 
certain writs that, in addition to the 
names of the defendants, there should 
be stated the towns, hamlets or places 
and the counties of which they were, 
fod that if these conditions were 
omitted, any outlawries pronoui 
upon such original writ should be 
Seid. ‘The defendant, in one’ of 
these writs, was wrongly described as 
“of Callerton.” He thereupon’ mov- 
ed to set aside the writ. ‘The plain- 
tiff pleaded that he was 
from doing so because in the 
‘on which the writ was be 
had described himself as “of Caller- 
ton,” and it was held a good answer. 
Abbot C. J. said “it is certainly trac 
that a party cannot by his own private 
instrument defeat the objects of an 
‘Act of Parliament, but he may there- 
by waive a provision intended for his 
benefit”. ‘There are two classes of 
‘cases in which there can be no waiver, 
the first of which is exemplified in 
the Gaslight & Coke Co.08, Turner, 
6 Bingbam N. C, 324. In that case, 
Plaintiffs leased to the detendants 
‘certain premises under an agreement 
by which the doteodant agreed to 
purchase 100,000 gallons of tar year- 
ly. The delendant pleaded that the

Yet it 
seems doubtful whether the majority 
of the emigrants leaving India fully 
realise the conditions of the new 
life before them or start with the 
deliberate intention of making for 
themselves a home in a new country. 
They go because they are uncom 
table at home and welcome any 
inge of circumstances, . They 
have quarrelled with their parents 
or their caste fellows, or they have 
left their homes in search of work 
and have been unable to find it, 
Many are not recruited in their owa 
villages. ‘The recruiters hang about 
the bazaars and the high roads, 
Where they pick up loiterers and 
induce them to accompany then to 
the depét and agree to emigrate, by 
relieving their immediate wants and 
by representations, no doubt often 
much overdrawn, of the prospects 
before them. ‘The male emigrant 
‘mote often than not és unaccompan- 
ied by any member of his family, 
and, indeed, the family is requently 
not even aware that he has left tfe 
country until (possibly some years 
afterwards) he reopens communi- 
cations, Since, except in times. of 
scarcity on of famine, the supply oi 
eattial recruits of this kind is -not 
likely'to be large at any one placé, 

















the net of the recruiters has to be 
spread far afield, and we hear of 
their operations i i, in 
Rajputana and in Bundelkhund, 
where there is certainly no con- 
gestion of population, but, on the 
other hand, constant complaints of 
insufficiency of labour both for

The 
Indian Sports Ground 


A Rough Estimate 


‘The ‘Town Clerk of Durban writes 
to Mr, Joseph Royeppen as follows, 
under date the 26th ultimo :— 

 Adverting to my letter of the 26th 
Aprif last and subsequent correspon- 
dence regarding the provision of an 
Indian Sport ground, by direction of 
the Town Council I now forward you 
herewith copy of a report by the 
Borough Engineer and a plan show- 
ing an area of 20 acres, bounded by 
Sydeoham Road and Botanic Gardens. 
From this report you will note that 
the estimated cost of levelling, fenc- 
ing, and erecting 2 pavilion, etc., is 
43070. The report has been refer- 
fed to the lncoming Council tor 
favourable consideration under the 
Estimates of ways and means, but in 
the meantime, I am directed to ask 

that you will confer with the Indian 

‘Sports bodies and advise me regard 
ing the annual contribution such 
bodies would be prepared to make on 
the same lines as contributed by the 
European combined Sports bodies at 
Lord's Grounds.” 

















‘The Borough Engineer reports as 
follows = 

“T have given careful consideration 
to the question of a suitable site 
available for equipment as an. Indian 
Sports ground, such area to incinde 
Sufficient space for four cricket and 
football grounds, a cycle track and 
running track.

deposited £100, and appeared before 
Mr. P. Binns, and asked for a 
certificate of domicile, on the ground 
that he was under 16 years of age, and 
his father possessed a domicile in 
Natal. The Chief Magistrate failed 
to find that the boy had proved he 
was the son of Mahomed Moosa 
Nathalia, saying that the question of 
paternity had not been proved to his 
satistaction, but added that, ifthe case 
bad been an ordinary civil one he 
would have given absolution (rom the 
instance, and advised the boy to 
return to India and get farther evi- 
dence regarding his paternity, and 
return to Natal again. - The boy was 
deported, returned to Durban, and

1886, cont lowing proviso: 
“The Government shall haye the 
right to point out certain streets, 
wards, and locations for them (any 
‘of the native races of Asia) to live 
in.” This requirement of residence 
in locations, ostensibly for sanitary 
Teasons, was. virtually inoperative, 
owing to the absence of any penalty 
Ordinance 17, 1905 (Transvaal), 
section 10, confers upon Municipal 
Councils the power to set. apart 
bazaars for Asiatics and transter 
existing bazaars to them, the term 
“bazaar” being interchangeable with 
“location.” It would appear that 
the Municipality of Germiston bad 
permitted a village of Indians to 
become established about two miles 
‘outside the town, on certain ground 
leased by the Municipality from a 
Mining Corporation. The Indian 
residents hired plots within the loca- 
tion, paying rent therefor to the 
Municipality, and building thereon 
shops and houses costing, in many 
cases, considerable sums of money. 
‘The Municipality, being desirous of 
removing the Indians trom this site, 
attempted to endorse upon their 
fent receipts a condition. requiring 
them to abstain from trading in the 
location, and, “upon their refusal to, 
accept sch endorsement, gave them 
‘one month's notice to’ quit, ‘The 
Tndian residents took’ the view thee 

















the notice was invalid, and a test 
case was brought before ths Magis- 
trate’s Court, which upheld the action 
of the Municipality. Against this 
decision the appeal alluded to in 
paragraph 1 pace lodged in 
the Supreme whom it has 
been dismissed.” 

7. Apparently, the intention is to 
remove the Indian residents to the 
new location site described in the 
medical report referred to in para 
graph 2 hereof. Mr. L. W. Riteb, 
Barristerat-Lew, writes to me that be

“You, however, particularly allude 
to that part of my evidence where 
I refer to the untruthfulness of In- 
dians, have to regret that, 90 far 
as this statement is concerned, I am 
more or less correctly reported.

Mr. Lane said he thought the 
Council ought to insert the clause in 
the draft and send it to the Governor, 
in order that the higher autboriti 
might understand once and for all 
what was the feeling of the Transvaal 
Provisional Council on this matter.

nance before the Council. He hoped 
the Council would not be so fatuous 
as to follow the advice of Mr. Lane. 
At the same time, he thought they 
should make strong. representations 
to the Government, in order to get 
legislation on this important matter. 

‘Major Allan said that, at the present 
‘moment, Mitnicipalities had certain 
rights in regard to natives, and he 
thought they should be very careful 
about those rights. He would like 
to know on whose advice the Execu- 
tive were acting in this’ matter of 
withdrawing the clause, 

Mr. Stallard said he was in favour 
of deleting the clause. At the same 
time, it was absurd to call an Act 
a consolidating Act when it did not 
contain the powers dealing with the 
necessary restrictions in regurd to 
black people and Asiatics, which 
were so absolutely necessary in this 
country. He expressed the hope that, 
‘even now, it was not tao late for the 
Executive to consider whether it was 
worth proceeding with what was cer- 
tainly not a consolidating Act. 


“An Impossible Situation” 


Mr, Glaeser said he accepted the 
statement of Mr. Brammer, but he 
asked him for an explanation as to 
why, in the schediile of the draft Bill, 
they repealed the articles of the 
‘Ordinances under which their existing 
rights were safeguarded. If they had 
the right to repeal, surely they had 
the right to legislate in this matter, 

Mr. Lane spoke along the same 
lines, and 

Mr. Preddy thought they had got 
into an unfortunate and almost im- 
possible sitaation, and one which did 
hot reflect favourably on that Council.

Union Parliament to deal with, 

Col. Furse regretted to hear that 
the clause before them was s/tra vares, 
He would like to see them go ahead 
in this matter, but after all they must 
be reasonable, and as they bad no 
power to pass it he would vote for 
the motion to delete it. 

‘Mr. Lockie entered a strong protest 
against the deletion of the clause, and 
‘urged that, whether it was ultra vires 
or not, it’ should be passed all the 
‘same, (Laughter.) He intended to 
vote against its deletion from the 
Ordinance. 

Mr, Brammer, ME.C., in reply to 
discussion, said the Executive ‘had 
done all it could to impress on the 
Goveroment the necessity for legis: 
Jation on this matter. He was assured 
that Government would do this at 
the earliest possible moment. In 
the meantime nothing could be re 
pealed, and all the powers local 
authorities possessed would remain. 

The Administrator explained that 
a dra(t enabling Bill dealing with this 
and other matter was being prepared 
by the Minister of Native Affairs, and 
hhe hoped it would be published in a 
‘very short time, « 

‘Mr, Stallard said if the Draft Bill 
could be tabled it would go a. long 
way in guiding the Council in its 
decision. 

The motion to delete the clause 
was carried by a large majority. 

Discussing clause 67, making pro- 
vyision for the tenure of plots in I 
tions and Asiatic bazaars, Mr, 
urged tie'Veeving. ost oF eats 
uniil powers were obtained to make 
the clause operative.

The East Rand Express, in the 
course of a leading article, deals with 
What it calls the “Asiatic Danger” as 
follows :

Convention was held in Pretoria 
about eight years ago, the movement

Vigilance Association and taken up by 
every other representative body in the 
Transvaal, Since that date much 
water has flowed under the bridges. 
‘The moral efect of the Convention 
was very great, despite the fact that the 
Jobannesburg papers, with their usuiat 
‘Sagacity, gave the proceedings a report 
not equalling in space the record of 
many police cases. Many of the 
representatives were town councillors 
and were later elected to Parliament, 
where they catried out, as far as they 
could, the resolutions passed at the 
Couvention. As a result the legisla- 
tion of the country has been favourably 
influenced in the direction of greater 
restriction for Asiatics, and this despite 
what must be conceded to be a plucky 
and determined fight om the part of 
the Indians, Fortunately the Asiatic, 
question is one of the few in which the 
issues are direct. Whatever sympathy 
might be felt with Indians as Indians, 
the fact remains that in South Afriéa 
there is not room for Asiaties if whites 
are to make a'living; and as the whites 
Were here first and have colonised 
the country, the Asiatic must not be 
allowed to appropriate the fruits of 
his labours. “At bottom, the whole 
question is economic, and as govern- 
ments all’ over the world gre being 
brought face to face with economic 
questions and being forced to. solve 














them, the ‘Transvaal was certainly 


Wise in doing its best in that direction, 
Since the introduction ol the legisla: 
tion which bas had the effect of 
limiting the activities of Asiatics in 
the Transvaal, Union has come about, 
and has opened up a number ot fresh 
problems in dealing with coloured 
aces, It is evident that if » Conven- 
tion be called again it will have to be 
Convention of the Union and not 
One of a province. The Union 
Parliament apparently is making up 
its mind to introduce fresh legislation 
‘on the topic, and it will have to be i 
fluenced inthe same way the old 
‘Transvaal parliamentary institutions 
were influenced—by a strong lead 
from the people. Experience shows 
that Cabinets are apt to be weak 
unless they know they have publi 
feeling behind them. On one historic 
Occasion, after General Smuts had 
stid he never, never would climb 
down in regard to“Asiatic registration, 
he descended like a landslide, much 
to the disgust of all white citizens of 
the Transvaal, and history has a nasty 
hhabit of repeating itsell. We must 
guard against any possible weakening 
on the part of the authorities. 


The Boksburg Case 

‘The recent decisions in the case of 
the Government 0, Ritch and Bhyat 
and the Boksburg North case show 
that Asiatic trading and residence in 
either Boksburg or Boksburg North is 
prohibited, and to that extent, apart 
from possible appeals, the victory is 
won. But it would ‘not have been 
won bad it not been for the public 
spirit of the inhabitants, Not only 
have Boksburgians held public meet- 
ings and worked extremely hard to 
clear the Asiatics out, but they have 
subscribed a very large sum of money 
from their own pockets to the same 
end. Under these circumstance, 
while agreeing to the full with the 
suggestion that a Convention be held, 
we do not see that the town is called 
upon to shoulder the expense and do 
all the organising for a Convention on 
so extensive a scale as would be 
‘necessary for the whole of the Union. 
The town might start the ball 
rolling, but it is up to. other 
eommunities to do the organisation 
and finance the Convention, In the 
case of the Government 0, Ritch and 
Biiyat, we have shown other Govern- 
‘ment stand townships that under the 
‘existing laws they can get rid of the 
Asiatic if they will only take the pains, 
and have enforced a similar lesson in 
Tegard to private townships in the case 
of Boksburg North. . . . . .

+. . He was aware that the Bill 
was vetoed by the Home Parlia- 
ment (2), but that was no reason why. 
Natal should not endeavour to protect 
herself.” Every succeeding. speaker 
affected to be free from any intention 
of depriving Indians arbitrarily of 
their licences, but all agreed that the 
Indian trader was a curse. ‘The 
‘members, feeling that, in spite of this 
peculiar mental bias, “the Council 
would act justly,” it vested with the 
Powers sought, unanimously voted 
for the resolution. 

3. The legislation referred to by 
Mr. Hulett comprised two Bills, one 
prohibiting the issue of trading Ii 
cences 10 Asiatics after December 
318, 1908, and the other cancelling 
all existing Asiatic licences alter 
December rst, 1908. These two 
measures passed both Houses of the 
Natal Parliament and were reserved 
for the expression of His Majesty's 
pleasure thereon, The Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, however, for 
obvious reasons, was unable to re 
commend the Royal Assent, which 
was, accordingly, refused. 

4. On April 27th, ror, a meeting 
of the Natal Indian Congress was 
called, to consider Mr. Hulett’s reso- 
lution, and the following resolution 
was unanimously passed and forwarded 
to the Union Government

10. It will probably be argued 
that the proposed legislation, being 
gouched in general terms, and not, 
in terms, differentiating against any 
section of the population, does not 
fall under the proziss of section 147 
of the South Africa Act, 1909.

speaking Welshmen foo often betray 
an unpardonable ignorance as regards 
the nature of their 
literature written in it—and its out- 
standing prevalence as the 
language of the great bulk of the 
population of modern Wales. So 
ignorant are people in this respect 
that they found it difficult 10 believe 
me when Tstated that I/seldom beard

And perhaps some of 
you will be surprised when I mention 
that the Welsh language and literature 
is second to none in its popularity 
amongst university students, There 
are three professors of Welsh in the 
University of Wales, and each professor 
hhas one or more lecturer. ‘There is a 
lecturer of Welsh in the new 
University of Ireland. ‘There is 2 
chair of Celti¢ at Oxford University, 
and at Manchester and Liverpool 
Universities. ‘The University of Lon- 
don is about to put down Celtic as 
one of its subjects fora degree. And, 
‘would you believe it ? Celtic occupies a 
prominent place in the curriculum of 
German Univemitien Yes, the pros 
pects of our language are brighter in 
the year of grate 1912 than they have 
ever been before,

© What's the use of allthis? Welsh 
will néver assume the popularity of 
English, and itis far better to teach 
our children English, and not worry 
their heads about Welsh at all.”

mains in {orce on account of the 
‘aion Immigration Bill brought for- 
| ward last session having lapsed. One 
Gection of the Act deals with pas- 
Sengers who may land without 
authority and become probibited 
fmmigrants, and another expressly 
refers to members of the ctew who: 
may desert and likewise infringe the 
Immigration Law. In both cases there 
are penalites, but there is a disposi- 
tion to moderate possible harshness 
‘upon shipowners or their ropre- 
sentatives, as the following extracts 
from the Act will show : 

Section 21 reads: “The master 
and owner of any ship from which 
‘any prohibited immigrant may be 
Ianded or may land, shall be liable 
jointly and severally to a penalty of 
fr00 sterling (which said sum may be 
Feduced to any sum not less than 
£25 sterling) in respect of each such 
Probibited immigrant landed or who

made rovision for police pro- 
tection, shall pot be responsible for 
any contravention of the provisions of 
this section 
‘The fact is stated to be, as related 
in one of the complaints against the 
Acting Immigration Officer, that a 
fine of £25 apiece was levied upon a 
locally represented steamship line in 
respect of two Indian firemen who 
deserted trom a ship despite the pre- 
sence of a policeman on guard to 
prevent these escapes. The services 
of the police are paid for by the firm 
‘owning the vessel, and itis said that in 
«this instance, when protest was made 
‘against the fine, the Acting Immi- 
gration Officer declined to recognise 
one policemen on board as “proper” 
provision, He was then asked what 
hhe would consider to be a sufficient 
number of police to meet the case, 
and when he replied * three or four,” 
‘yas invited to give the assurance that, 
if these were provided, the company 
would be released from liability for 
further escapes. ‘The answer was in 
the negative. ‘The Acting Immigra- 
tion Officer is also said to have retused 
the payment of the £50 fine under 
protest, the firm concemed having 
had to withdraw the letter of protest 
before the Acting Immigration Officer 
would allow the ship to receive her 
‘clearance paper. Many other instances 
‘of what are complained of as high- 
handed treatment are to be raised 
with the authorities, but in view of 
the fall representation of the matter 
which it is hoped Mr. Burton will 
receive belore he leaves Durban, 
these may be left unrelerred to for the 
time being.

It is understood that what passed 
at the interview will be communi- 
cated by Mr. Burton to Mr. Fischer, 
the Minister of the Interior, in whose 
hands the correction. of matters as 
they at present stand chiefly lie, but 
the course of the interview permitted 
every impression that the trouble and 
annoyance (or which Mr. Cousins has 
been responsible has undergone an 
eflective check. Ships are not to be 
delayed in future as Mr. Cousins has 
delayed them, pending the payment 
of fines. ‘The liability of the shipping 
lines for penalties incurred through 
escaping probibited immigrants, or 
other matters arising under the immi- 
gration laws, are to be covered by a 
general guarantee deposited with the 
officer by the companies, and the 
exasperating withholding of clearances, 
by the officer, pending the payment of 
penalties in casb, will not, therefore, 
be repeated. ‘The further important 
understanding has been come to that, 
after the shipping lines have complied 
with" what the Immigration Officer 
may decide to be “ proper provision ” 
for the police patrolling of vessels in 
port, the owners or agents shall not be 
liable for escaping undesirables 
among the passengers or deserting 
members of the crew. ‘The acting 
Tmomigration Officer has recently 
exacted fines Of £25 each upon one 
line in connection with two Indian 
firemen who escaped from a steamer 
while the policeman was on board, 
and refused clearance until the inoney 
was paid, © It is likely that a larger 
‘tse will be made of native constables 
in future to assist the European 
police in these duties. Different 
‘arrangements will also be made with 
reference to what are known as the 
visiting passes issued to immigrants 
transhipping from one vessel to an- 
other, there having been cases in which 
the mere passoge along the wharl by 
Indians and others has subjected 
them to an impost of £1 ; and it is 
understood that the hitherto existing 
difficulties relating to accommodation, 
for restricted immigrants awaiting 
deportation or transhipment are to be 
provided against.

Non-Resistance 


“ Helps Towards Freedom of 
Inward Life” 


The Rey. E. W. Lewis, Minister of 
the King’s Weigh House Church, 
London, writing in the Christian 
Commonwealth, says i— 

People who have never applied the 
Principle of non-resistance say that 

is ridiculous ; those who have tried 
it say that it helps towards freedom 
of inward life. Jesus suggested it as 
a rule; and there is no doubt that he 
practised it. The question is whether 
it was just an Orientalism with him, 
or bas it wider validity? The best 
thiog is to interrogate one’s own ex- 
perience ; and mine is as follows :— 

T find that when I have been con- 
fronted by the ill-disposed man (this 
is the ofonéros of the familiar text, 
“Resist not him that is evil,”) the 
ill-natured critic, the man bitter for 
some reason or other against me, and 
hhave allowed him to have bis way 
with me—that is to say, to draw me 
into a more or less antagonistic 
attitude, and a more or less heated 
conversation, although I may have 
found the ready. ‘sufficient retort 
every time, may have parried all his 
blows, and pulverised all his argu- 
ments, yet the triumph has always 
seemed hollow. I find, on reflection, 
that he has done me all the damage 
he wanted to, and pethaps déeper 
than he thought to do. I find that, 
although, outwardly, the victory has 
remained with me, it has beeu he, all 
the time, who has determined the 
situation Irom the beginning. I find 
that, in order to meet his point, I 
have descended to a lower level. I 
find that, when calmer moments have 
supervened, and things have fallen 
into natural and normal perspective, 
the thing in issue has been invariably 
insignificant, some point of personal 
ascendancy, or persotial correctness, 
‘or personal dignity—a mere nothing 
when it is won, and the winning of 
which can never be worth that bad 
blood should have been stirred up in 
me, and evil thoughts, or that I should 
have suffered the indignity of the dis- 
turbance of my spiritual balance. 

Tfind that in any quarrel I’ may 
have come off best so far as the other 
man is conerned, but I always come 
‘out worse so far as myself is concerned. 
Tcannot remember with satisfaction 
a single occason on which T have 
antagonised a map, whether in de 
fence or offence, on a personal matter, 
Tcannot remember a single occasion 
on which, as 1 now see it, I should 
not have gained by yielding and 
allowing him to go over me, so to 
speak, like the violent storm drives 
‘over the bending reeds. I find that 
when I have been drawn into defend- 
ing myself against péfsonal attack, 
and have done it success{ully, strange. 
sense of dissatisiaction has followed 























‘on the reflection that Eshould require 
so ardently to defend myself, I feel 


ere! 
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‘that there must be something in- 
fherently weak about my personal: 
reputation if some ill-disposed person 
can take it away. I feel that, if the 
‘plundering of any personal possession, 
of mine, material or immaterial, causes 
‘me to lose my temper ‘and be the 
vvietim of angry passion, then T must 
be bound to that particular thing a 
‘good deal more than T ought to be. 

Tfind that, if any man speaks me 
il, or does me ill, then either he is 
ignorant and deserves to be pitied, 
since he is doing himsell more wrong 
than he is doing me, or he is wicked, 
in which case nothing that he can 
say or do will work me harm with 
those who really matter, or there must 
be some real point in what he says, 
some actual weakness in me which 
gives pungency to his attack, in which 
case I bad better deal with that rather 
than with him. Thad better spend 
my efforts, not in antagonising him, 
‘or in defending myself, but rather in 
making my goodness and truth 0 
‘conspicuous that for anyone to attack 
them shall seem openly andobviously 
Tidiculous, and constitute a deadly 
criticism on him far more than on 
me, From my side, therefore, resist- 
ance of the “evil one” does not 
profit, and may damage, 

But this is not all, When 1 am 
in a quarrelsome mood, I find that I 
want. someone to quarrel with me, 
Ido not want to gain anything, but 
I want someone to come down to my 
level and be as irritable as Tam, And 
when, in this mood, I have fixed 
upon’ a victim who has been wise 
‘enough not to quarrel with me, his 
non-resistance has wakened me to 
shanie. I have felt somewhat as Ajax 
felt when, in the throes of mad passion, 
he went forth with naked sword to 
slay; in blind rage he thrust here 
and there through the unresisting and 
defenceless boties of his imagined 
foes; and, the glut ol passion over, 
hhe awaked to find himself butchering 
a flock of sheep, and, in an agony of 
shame, killed himself, So does evil 
passion die atts own hand whea it 
meets no resistance. It does take 
two to make a quarrel, You cannot 
bring yourself to smite a man who 
will not defend bimself, and the 
who will not defend himself against 
you need not, therefore, be weak or 
afraid ; it may be because he is wiser 
for your sake than for his own. 

Sometimes, being angry with a 
friend, and in anticipation of a quarrel- 
some meeting, I have had my weapons 
ready, have prepared my bitter phrases 
and sharpened my retorts, and re- 
hearsed with what subtle feints and 
thrusts I will answer his parries, and 
when have come face to face with 
him, and in his love and wisdom he 
has ‘offered no resistance, how the 
whole thing has misfired. How my 
hurtling boomerangs have come home! 
How his humble. adm’ssion of 
‘and mistakenness’ has left me timp ! 
































How the soft answet has, turned away 
wrath, and sent it dissipated into the 
air! “How, overreaching myself, I! 


have fallen helpless with shattered 
‘weapon at his feet, to be helped up 
by his down-extended arm! How his 
entleness has made him great, and 
revealed to me my meanness! How, 
as the healthy blood-corpuscle will 
seize upon the noxious bacillus and 
just flow all round it with its own 
substance and render it_harmless— 
Pail toe ith, the evil 
thing I have. projected im, 
tecatog i Unig bop ip tall 
flowing round it with love-substance 





and dissolving it away! 

So that, by non-esistance under 
these circumstances, you may not 
only save yourself, but your enemy

THE GERMISTON LOCATION 


We publish elsewhere the Report of 
Dr. F. Amold, the Acting Medical 
Officer of Health for the Union, on 
the proposed site for a new Asiatic 
Bazaar in Germiston. The Report, 
in our opinion, is a special pleading 
for the site chosen by the Town 
Coungil, Dr. Macnab’s strong. re- 
marks have been brushed aside. It 
is true that some of the objections 
have been withdrawn by Dr. Macnab, 
but the main objection—that the 
location is to be near n depositing 
site and a site where anthrax animals 
have been buried—remains, . The 
fact of Dr. Arnold having laid down 
certain conditions under which only 
the “site can be passed medically 
shows, too, that Dr. Macnab's stric- 
tures ‘were quite justified. It must 
not, again, be forgotten that even the 
‘very ground where night-soil has been 
deposited is part of the site chosen 
by the Germiston Municipality. No 
doubt, from a purely scientific stand- 
point, it is a consolation that this 
Poe ee ig not to be 
us purposes for some 
i but, in matters of this 
character, a favourable medical report 
cannot become a conclusive answer 
to the vatious objections raised. An. 
old cemetery, from a medical stand: 
point, nay be a good enough site for 
habitation, but, from other perlectly 
justifiable’ points of view, it may

Medical Officer of Health, Germiston, 
‘on the evening of the 2nd, just alter 
sundown, The day of the 2nd had 
beet very warm and when we visited 
the location in the evening a gentle 
breeze was blowing over the stercus 
site towards us, yet no smell could be 
detected. It should be noted that 
investigations such as these, made at 
sundown, yield reliable results, ‘The 
conclusion is that no smell is appreci- 
able on Block I.

‘The Madras Provincial

It regrets that the Government 
of India has not accepted the Resolu- 
tion of the Hon'ble Mr. Gokhale pro- 
posing the entire abolition of the 
system, and trusts that the Govern- 
‘ment will take immediate steps to put 

















end to an. evil, which. bas provok- 
‘universal indignation in the coun- 
ty"

Tuberculosis and 
Indians 


“Steadily on the Increase” 


Dr. Hill, of Verulam, giving evi- 
ence belore the Tuberculosis Com- 
mission, said that in his experience 
tuberculosis was steadily on the 
increase among the Indians, both the 
indentured and free classes—more so, 
he found among indentured Indians. 
“This was owing, he was of opinion, to 
the poor housing of these Indians 
and he remarked that it was hardly 
credible that it took the greater part 
of a year to get an employer, in many 
instances, to put up decent buildings 
in which to house the employees. 
‘They provided better accommodation 
for their animals than forithe Indians, 
‘These Indians also worked very long 
hours, iadeed, though, of course there 
‘were exceptions, The nature of the 
work was, he considered, a factor in 
regard to Indians catching the disease, 
‘Those Indians working in the open 
fields were less prone to the disease 
than those who were employed in- 
doors, or in the mills. ‘There was a 
great difficulty in getting the proper 
sanitary regulations carried ont in the 
way of disinfection of houses where 
cases of tuberculosis had been noti- 
fied. Indians were a great deal less 
cleanly in their habits than natives, 
and the witness was of opinion that & 
great deal of the disease was spread 
owing to Indians expectorating about 
their houses and buildings. Indian

In the Transvaal Division of the 
Supreme Court, on the 1st instant, 
belore the Hon. the Judge-President 
and Justices Wessels and Smith, the 
‘Appeal of Moses v. Boksburg Munscr 
‘paily, was heard. This was an 
appeal from a. conviction by the 
‘ALR. Ma Boksburg. Accused was 
charged with contravening Section 38 
of the Boksburg Public Health 
dylaws, which read. as. follows —:

Housing of Natives 
and Asiatics 


‘The contemplated native location 
‘would result in the abolition of many 
Domises which were at present in use 
for the housing of natives. ‘There 
vas a very. stroog, fecling that the 
provision of proper housing accommo- 
dation shoud not be confined to the 
natives, but. thal some arrangement 
should also be made suitable for the 
poorer members of the Indizn com- 
munity, ‘These people were at pré- 
sent housed in a very unsatisfactory 
manner in various districts of the 
borough. As the majority of them 
lived in wood-and-iron buildings, they 
were particularly susceptible to the 
intoadsyot plague when that disease 
attacked the borough, owing to the 
harboursge which was provided for 
tals between the wooden linings and 
the iron outer walls of these buildings, 
Whatever housing accommodation 
was provided should be of a strong, 
simple character so constructed as. to 
reduce the possibilities of cover being, 
provided for vermin, and also to 
simplify the keeping of such places 
clean, ‘The Corporation had recently 
rected some blocks of rooms for 
their Indian employes at the Magazine 
Barracks, and those might well serve 
fs a model for aay future accommoda- 
tion tobe provided for the working 
lass Indians, 
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Indian Recreation Ground 
In January last the Council xeceived 
‘a deputation of representative mem- 
bers of the Todian community, who: 
submitted certain suggestions for the 
amelioration of conditions asaffecting, 
the Indian residents of Durban. The 
Council were unable to comply with 
certaim of those suggestions, but. im 
regard to the provision of memation 
ground for the Indians, they asked 
lor (urther information. Upom. it 
being made\ clear that the existing 
facilities for Indian sports clubs were 
inadequate, the Borough Engineer was 
asked to select 2 suitable site for an 
Indian sports ground, to!embrace four 
cricket and football grounds, a cycle 
track, a running track, and-to’ submit 
an estimate of the cost of 
the ground, lencing it in, and erecting 
Gressing-xoom accommodation, pavil- 
ion, Sic. An estimate was received 
for portion of this worl, amounting to 
£5070 and, onreferring: this to the 
tative of the Indians (Mr. 
Jy Royeppen, B.A.), they were asked 
to complete the estimate, whereupon 
the Indian sports bodies would. be 
prepared (o state what contribution 
they would make towards the cost. of 
equipping and" ing the 
grounds. for sports parposes. The 
provision of such sports grounds would, 
he ras sure, be highly appreciated by 
the Tadian community, and he trusted

‘Manner of Keeping Premises 
an Example to Others 








The Natal Mercury, in publishing 
2, letter calling attention to the de- 
/téetive milk supply in Durban, says-— 
Every dairy within the borough 
comes under the regular inspection of 
the Municipal medical and sanitary 
officials, and adequate arrangements, 
with the object of securing cleanliness 
‘and all possible care with respect to, 
the state of the building and the 
handling of the milk, are enforced 
‘under the powers of compulsion which. 
‘exist for this purpose. As to dairies 
outside the borough area, every milk 
purveyor bringing milk into the 
borough for sale has to be provided 
with a licence from the Municipality, 
‘and his submission to this rule sub- 
jects him to the same regular inspec- 
“ion which dairies in the borough 
itseli undergo.

Natal 


Representation to the Indian 
Government 





Mr. Polak writes to the Secretary 
to the Department of Commerce and 
Tadustry, Simla, under date the Sth 
Jaly, as follows -— 

“T hhave the honour to. enclose 
herewith, for the information of the 
Government of India, a cutting from 
INpiAs Oristos, of May 23th last, 
summarising the report of the Supt 
intendent of Education for Natal, 
for the latter part of 1970 and the 
whole of 10) 

“2, Tt appears therefrom that, 
although the Indian population of 
the Province, at the taking of the 
census in South. Africa, on May 7th, 
ro1r, was slightly over 133,000, as 
against 2 European population of 
upwards of 93,000, the number of 

children for whom  pro- 
vision was made in the schools under 
Government inspection was 36,22r 
(boys numbering 18,844, and girls, 
17,377), whilst only 3,658 Indians 
(boys 3,192, and girls, 466) were 
thus provided for. The European 
children attended 303 schools, 
averaging 52°7 pupils per school, 
whereas the Indian children attended 
36 schools, averaging 101°6 pupils 
per school. 

"3, Tt appears that the average 
cast'to the Government, exclustD of 
administration, buildings, turniture, 
rent charges, and the cost of stationery, 
for educating a European child, 
calculated on the average enrolment, 
was £5 125, afd. whilst the cost of 
each Indian child was only £1 148. 
54. or rather more than half of the 
Amount spent on coloured (1. half 
caste Euraftican) children, When, 
however, itis realised that, ueither in 
personnel, equipment, nor buildings 
do Indian schools ‘compare with 
European schools, it will readily be 
appreciated how much larger is the 
total sum spent on the primary edu: 
cation of European children, than 
that spent on Indian children’s edu- 
cation. But to this larger amount 
must be added the bulk of item 1, 
and the whole of items 2, 3,and 5 
of the summary of expenditurépoefore 
the total approximate amount spent 
‘op. European education ean be 
realised, and then ooly can be ade- 
quately observed the manner in which 
Indian education is starved.

A Distinguished Indian’ 
The Late Mr. Malabari 


The Zimes of the x3th July an- 
nounced the receipt of a private tele- 
gram conveying the news of the death 
at Simla, from heart failure, at the 
age of 58, of Mr, Bebramji, Merwanji 
Malabari, of Bombay. As author, 
journalist, and social reformer, Mr. 
Malabari could claim with justice to 
take rank among the most eminent 
and remarkable Indians of the time, 
His Gujarati poetry, of which be 
himself made the English translation, 
vwon the commendation of Tennyson, 
Max Miller, and Florence Night- 
ingale; aud he gained a wide circle 
of readers both in England and India 
by his books, “An Indian Eye oo 
English Life” and “The Indian 
Problem,” which were published io 
1893 and x84.

the Protector of Indian Immigrants, 
acting on behalf of the employer, and 
that “Rex” would be replaced by 
the Protector or employer of the 
Tndian delinquent, which meant that 
the employer would have to attend 
Court and prosecute the charge. The 
Prosecutor remarked that ‘it would 
remove or alleviate a great hardship, 
because indentured Indians were 


| continually charged before the Court 


‘with telusing to return to their em- 
ployer, and consequently set to 
prison. If the employer were present, 
the Court would then hear what 
grievance the Indian had against his 
employer for his persistent refusal to 
return to him; indentured Indians

Court every time he prosecutes his 
servant, and, on the whole, would 
certainly treat his servant better.” 
‘This change means that, instead 
of an Indian being sent off to. gaol 
with scarcely @ heariog, he will be 
ina position to bring his grievances, 
to the notice of the Magistrate who 
may, in turn, question the employer 
or the Protector, either of whom must 
be present in Court. Hitherto, the 
main, and perhaps the only, question 
bas been: Have you a pass? Il the 
accused had no pass, sentence of 
imprisonment was passed upon him, 
‘apd he had.no opportunity of bringing 
hhis troubles before the Court. ‘The 
root of the matter—the cause of his 
leaving his work—was never reached, 
The new procedure will, in such 
cases, change the Protector’s position 
from that of a judge to a witness, 
Tt often happeos that, when a man 
oes to the Protector to complain of 
ill-treatment by his employer, he is 
told to go back, when the’ matter 
will be inquired into. Naturally, the 
Indian thinks this an unsatisfactory 
way of settling the matter, and is 
afraid to go back. Perhaps he has 
‘4 vivid recollection of the style of 
inquiry made by the Protector’s De- 
partment, and so he has absolutely 
no faith in receiving justice. Now 
we shall see whether the Magistrates 
will take pains to inquire into these

Father Thomas added that he con-

Untortunately, they, the Trappists,

education grant, but he sometimes 
felt that it would be worth while 
‘sacrificing the grant in order tobe 
rid of the wretched syllabus, This 
syllabus was drawn up by men. who 
‘apparently had no practical experience 
of teaching natives. If they had to 
put it into practice, they would soon 
Tealise its absurdity, and drop it, 
Questioned regarding the eventual 
result of their teaching, Father 
‘Thomas replied that as a rule they 
preferred that their natives should 
either remain at the stations oF go to 
work on the farms. They were always 
pleased to supply the needs of farmers 
‘who applied to them for skilled 
labourers. They did not care for 
their natives to seek work in the 
towns, because it was s0 easy for 
them to become corrupted, and 
Johannesburg was generally fatal. 
‘A. very large proportion of those 
who. passed through their hands 
ever left the station, and at the 
present time there were more natives 
living at Centocow than the estate 
could conveniently hold. A portion 
of the farm is laid out as a village, 
and here the natives live as they 
please, payiog a small rental co the 
mission. 

















The Dignity of Labour 
Speech by Mr. Burton 








‘The Hon, Mr. Burton, Minister 
of Railways and Harbours, visited 
the class-rooms of the Capetown Rail- 
way Institute recently. In the 
course of a few remarks, he referred to 
the labour problem, He said the 
introduction of white labour into the 
South African Railways was begun by 
Mr, Sauer, his predecessor, and had 
his full support. He could assure 
them there was nothing undignified in 
labour. ‘They were aware of the 
great strides the coloured man was 
making in this country. He wanted 
to impress the fact strongly upon them 
that the coloured man and the:black 
man to-day was neglecting no op- 
portunity to improve his lot, both in 
‘education and handicraft. Tt was no 
part of his (Mr, Burton's) idea to 
decry or discourage the coloured man 
—auite the reverse. He thought great 
credit was due to him for the eager- 
ness and keenness with which he 
zed every opportunity of bettering 
his condition, It was not sufficent for 
white men to assume superiority be- 
‘cause they happened to be white. It 
was only by: means of very strenuous 
efforts that they could expect to hold 
their own in the future, and the 
sooner they realised this the better. 
There was a way in South Africa 
of taking these things too easily—of 
devoting too much time to football, 
cigarette-smoking, and other little 
‘weaknesses, and he said to them that 
it was time the whites woke up to a 
sense of their position ; otherwise they 
would find themselves in the gutter, 
‘and the black man on top.

A Vested Interest 


Archdeacon Seaton seconded the 
resolution, and pointed out that what 
‘was proposed was not to open a new 
centre, but to re open one which had 
been in existence. ‘The closing of 
this centre, he said, had been an act 
of injustice to those who bad been 
given the right to expect that this 

would be given them. He 
was most anxious that the Board 
should undo this injustice. 

Mr, Ware opposed the resolution on 
the ground that there were many 
schools in the area where provision 
for manual training and training in 
cookery was not made for white 
children, nor was likely to be made 
for years. Further, he said, whereas 
this sort of training was looked upon 
in the case of white children asia 
trainirg ofthe mind, through the hand 
and the eye, it was intended in case of 
coloured people more as a trade 
training. However, when the Board 
was able to make provision for all 
white children, there would be no 
‘objection to considering the case of 
the coloured children, 

Mr. Stallard said he would be frank 
and go further, and say that in a com- 
munity of white people in a white 
area it would be very wrong to allow 
skilled trades to get into the hands of 
coloured people. He opposed the 
resolution both on the ground ad- 
vanced by Mr, Ware and on the 
general ground that it was wrong to 
give coloured people this sort of 
training at all. 

‘The Chairman, in peply to the Rev. 
Mr. Theron, stated that the centre 
had been established before the 
Board came into existence. 


Taking Away a Privilege 

Mr. Pim agreed that the Board 
should not do what seemed an unjust 
thing—the taking away {rom the ‘col- 
oured people of a privilege granted 
‘with open eyes by the Goveroment of 
the country. 

Dr. Krause said he did not wish to 
go into the general question, He 
would support the motion on the 
ground advanced by the Archdeacon, 
Tt was beside the question how the 
school came to be established, but it 
seemed that the coloured people. had 
a kind of vested right to this institue 
tion. These people were entitled to 
every conSideration from the Board, 
which was there to do justice not 
alone to white children but to colour- 
ed children also, 

Mr. Theron thought Mr, Ware's 
argument could be forced still further. 
Why, did bot Mr. Ware. contend. that 
‘no coloured child should be educated 
at all, until provision was made for 






properly-trained 











to do. As to the cookery | the education of every white child in 
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children ordinary education, they 
‘were bound to give them something of 
the other important branch of training 
also, He would support the resolu: 
tion. 

One Centre for the Whole 

Population 
Mr. Vogts, replying to the debate, 
pointed out that white children had a 
good number of these training centres, 
and those that bad not got them yet 
would get them in the near future, 
‘The centre (or coloured children was, 
on the other hand, an. institution for 
the whole coloured population, It 
should not be forgotten, he added, that 
the coloured population had been valu- 
able pioneers, and had done a lot to 
make the country habitable {or white 
Boon .

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A SPLENDID RECORD 


A BRIEF SKETCH OF THE HON. MR. GOKHALE’S PUBLIC CAREER 





HE subject of this sketch is so | 
wellknown that it is almoet | 
superfluous to explain who and 
what Mr, Gokhale is, South African 
Tadians remember with deep gratitude | 
his continued advocacy of their cause | 
and his sympathy with them in their | 
froubles, Hee will be always remem: | 
ered as the man who largely brought | 
about the stoppage of recruiting in 
Gentured labour in India for Natal. 
Mr, Gokbale's energies have been 
recently thrown into the introduction 
Of a Bill into the Viceroy’s Council | 
to provide {ree and compulsory edu- 
cation for every child in India. 
Although unsuccessful, Mr. Gokhale 
‘is not the man to be discouraged. by 
failure, When he knew that the fate 
ol his Bill was sealed, he made no 
complaint. In his speech before the 
Council he said :—" I know too well 
the story of the preliminary efforts 
that were required even in England 
before the Act of 1870 was passed, 
either to complaia orto feel depressed, 
Moreover, 1 have always felt and 
have often said that we of the present 
generation in India. can ouly, hope 
{o serve our country by” our failures.” 
Such is the man as be is to-day. 
His life has been spent in serving 
the Motherland, and it is. the prayer 
‘of millions in Tadia and elsewhere 
that he may be spared many more 
years to continue the work he toves 
£0 well, 

Gopal Krishoa Gokbale was born 
in 1866 at Kolhapur, India. His 
parents were poor, but -they sent 
him to the local college to be edu- 
cated. He was a successful student 
and took his B.A. course. principally 
at the Elphinstone College, Bombay, 
aod partly at the Decean College, 
Poona. Alter taking bis. degree, in 
1884, he was admitted to member- 
ship of the Deccan Education Society.

The Jndian Social Reformer (Bom- 
bay) thus comments on General 
Smuts’ speech on the now defunct 
Immigrants’ Restriction Bill :— 

It is impossible for an Tndian to 
read Mr. Smuts’ remarks without a 
feeling of indignant humiliation. 
Mr, Smuts made no secret of the fact 
that he was determined to apply the 
law in one way to Asiatics and in 
another way to. Europeans, The 
equality of all men in the eye of the 
Taw will be thus from the: first 
Fidiculous farce. Of course, Mr. 
Gandhi and his fellow workers 
‘South Atrica have had to accept thi 
arrangement not in their own interest, 
for obviously they can gain nothing 

thereby, butin that of posterity. The 

Government of South Africa for many. 

years to come, will not be thwarted by 
this measure, if passed into law, from 
shutting out Indians, and to that 
extent, Act of no Act, the position of 
Indians would be no’ whit improved. 
But the time may come, indeed must 
come, when more liberal ideas would 
sway public opinion even in South 
Africa, anJ then such a law will not 
stand in the way of the pace of 
administrative policy being brought 
up to the march of ideas. As our 
readers are aware, even this Bill was 
not able to pass the South Aftican 
Parliament, We are confident that 
Mr. Gandhi and hig coadjutors will 
not allow the struggle of many years 
to be deprived of its guerdon, But 
unless they are strongly backed up 
from the mother country, they can do 
so only by making sacrifices of the 
severest kind, They will make them 
if there is no other way, but it would 
be a disgrace to us in India if we per- 
mitted them to do so. We are glad, 
therefore, that there is a proposal to 
hold a public meetng in Bombay to 
urge the claims of Indians once again 
on the Government of India and on 
the British Government, ‘The most 



















hopeful feature of the situation so far, 
has been the simpathy and support of 
both of them with Indian, claims, 
We would also suggest that memorials 
personally addressed to their Majesties 
and largely signed by British Indians, 
should be sent, It is derogatory to 
the Imperial Throne that one class of 
its subjects should be treated as being 
inferior to the others. The question 





of the rights of Indians is thus a 
question affecting the paramountcy of 
the Crown, 





INDIAN MARKET-GARDENERS 


Tue annual report of the Super- 
intendént of the Durban Indian Mar- 
ket only confirms what anyone who 
visits this busy centre can see at the 
first glance: that it is a profitable 
concern. The figures given in the 
report show that an enormous amount 
of fruit, vegetables and produce of 
all descriptions pass through the mar- 
ket in the course of twelve months, 
Last, year the Municipality made a 
hhandsome profit out of the market 
fees, and this year it is sure to be 
very much larger. The total receipts 
in fees from all sources was £3,218 
18. 8d., being an increase of Z1/023 
14. 5d. over the figures of the previous 
year. This amount was made up 
from the following sources, 228,062 
baskets of produce at. 1d. 
carts at 6d. and the rem 
squatters and standsholders. Let us 
examine these figures a little more 
closely, It we take the: average con- 
tents of each basket to be worth five 
shillings—and we thiok that is not a 
very extravagant estimate—the total 
‘contents of these baskets were worth 
37,000 odd. Now take the value 
Ol the contents of each cart at La— 
geal ta eight baskew.—and we ave 
'38;790 odd. Pat down an av 
fedon produce won hee slags 
ce shillings 
each and we have £1,560. The 
stand-holders, we believe, are, largel 
Tetailers who have bought their stock 
from the growers, so we will not take 
into account their sales, Ourestimate, 
then, of the total value ol produce 
brought into the market by Indian 
farmers and gardeners, in the course 
of twelve months, is no less than 
497,260. And this amount does 
elie sere mete 
3 fruit an prod 
by Indians round about Durban. 
‘There is an immense business in fruit 
both with the Durban. and Jobannes- 
burg European markets which is 
impossible to estimate, but we think 
that-there is quite as much produce 
sold. elsewhere as in the Durban 
Indian Market, What an immense 
amount of persistent effort aod strenu- 
‘ous labour is represented ‘by this 




















annual output! And who are these 
people who bring this enormous 
quantity of valuable foodstuff to the 
consumer? None other than the 
humble Indians—the “coolies” as 
they are contemptuously called. Most 
of these poor folk have served their 
terms of indenture on the estates and 
have managed to. scrape together 
sufficient to enable them to commence 
cultivating a small patch of ground 
of their own, Their lot is a hard 
‘one, for we must semember that, 
besides paying rent and eking out a 
bare subsistence, most of them have 
to pay the heavy polktax of £3 per 
year for the privilege of remaining 
free to work for themselves, But 
that is the way the country rewards 
them for spending the best yeargeol 
their lives in producing wealth. for 
the great employers! There are 
people living in Durban who can 
remember the time when fruit and 
vegetables were not to be had for 
love or money. In these days, Durbaa 
was not the healthy town that it is 
today. The present state of affairs 
is undoubtedly very largely due to 
the plentiful supply of fruit and 
vegetables. We owe a very great 
deal to the Indian market gardeners 
of Natal,

An Old Case 


In the Supreme Court (Natal 
Division) on Monday, the case of 
S. H, Kharva v. the Minster of the 
Tntertor was brought before the 
‘Acting Judge-President, Sir Percival 
LawrencaiMr, Justice ‘Broome and 
Mr, Justice Carter, 

‘This case came up on an exception 
from the Durban Circuit Court, where 
the Acting Judge President had 
referred it to @ Full Bench for argu- 
ment. The plaintiff in action claimed 
the return of £100, with interest, 
from the Union Goverament, alleging, 
that that sum bad been lodged 
the Principal Immigration Restriction 
Officer at Durban as bail for an 
Indian boy pending appeal being 
unsuccessful, pending the boy's de- 
parture ‘rom Natal. 

‘The plaintiff alleged that the boy 
had been restricted from landing at 
Durban to join his father on the 
ground that he (the boy) was over 
sixteen years of age. It was also 
alleged that there was no appeal from 
the officer’s decision, and that not- 
withstanding that the officer knew 
there was no yet he fraudu- 
ently concealed his knowledge, and 
induced the plaintiff to lodge the 
Aroo. The plaintiff further averred 
that after the Chief Magistrate in 
‘Durban had given his decision that he 
find no right to review the case, the 
boy, in terms of his agreement with 
the Immigration Officer, returned to 
India, but the defendant wrongfully 
and unlawfully declared the money 
lodged as bail to be forfeited. 

Exception was now taken to the 
pleadings by Mr. Calder on behalf of 
the Minister of the Interior, on the 
ground that the boy could only hav 
been allowed to land upon a deposit 
‘of £100, in terins of Section 10 of the 
Act and that the officer had no 
authority to fix bail, expect in terms 
ofthat section. Itwas further excepted 
that the bail was obtained against the 
decision of the officer, and that it was 
not obtained by avy concealment of 
knowledge on his part. Tt was also 
excepted, among other things, that 
the allegations were insufficient to sup- 
port a plea of fraud. 

‘Mr, Cecil Cowley appeared for the 
plaintiff in the action, and complained 
‘of the alleged trickery of the Immigra- 
tion Restriction Ofcer, and reminted 
if that official were put on his trial for 
‘obtaining the £100 by false pretences 
it was doubtfal whether a jury would

Some Comparisons Between 
Europeans and Indians 


‘The estimated expenditure on edu- 
cation in the Province of Natal for 
the year ending 31st March, r913, 
is £781,392. This sum will be 
accounted for as follows Admini 
tration and Inspection £10,004, 
‘Training of Teachers £4,681, Second- 
ary Education £18,159, | Primary 
Education £105,678, Technical and 
Industrial Education £13,128, Na- 
tive Education £15,500, Indian Edu- 
cation £7,689, Education of Colour- 
ed chifdren other than Natives and 
Todians £6,353, Expenses of Ad- 
visory Boards £200. The increase 
on the rort-r2 Estimates for Primary 
Education for European children is 
£11,766, and the total expenditure 
on Primary, Secondary and Technical 
Education for European children is 
estimated at £136,965. ‘The Natives 
get an increase of £2,300, Coloured 
children an increase of £2,046, and 
Indian children an “increase of 
£xvort. The increase for Indian 
Education is divided as_follows — 
European teachers in Indian schools 
£533; Indian teachers £38, and 
Grants to, schools £440. “European 
teachers in Indian schools are paid 
salaries ranging from £70 to £350 
per annum, whilst Indian teachers 
receive from £12 to £150. We also 
earn that oné European head-master 
receives a personal salary of £499) 
three European teachers receive 
sonal allowances amounting to £77, 
and one Indian Headmaster is_pro- 
‘vided with free quarters, In the Euro 

















receive salaries ranging from £270 
to £550, head-mistresses trom L225 
to £400, Assistants and Teachers 
from £70 to £300, In addition, 
free quarters are provided for 25 
head-masters, two head-masters are 
entitled to proceed to a maximuin 
salary of £600, four receive personal 
allowancés amounting to £180, five 
head-mistresses receive’ personal 
allowances amounting to £343, and 
53 teachers receive personal allow- 
ances amounting to £1,027

General Smuts on

Rightful Residents Turned 
Away 


Capetown; Aug. 27 (Reutet)—This 
afternoon Mr, Justice Searle heard an 
application on behalf of five Indians,

it appeared that four of the appli- 
cants had been previously resideat 
South Africa, and were returning to 
this country alter a holiday in Todia, 
one of them being accompaniéd by 
his son. The four elders were prov 
vided with permits authorising them 
to retura, but as the date within which 
the permits were in force had expired, 
the Immigration Department declined 
to allow them to land.

‘The 
delay by stress of weather was an act 
of God. 

Counsel for the Immigration De- 
partment contested this view, and 
‘urged that the Immigration Act was 
0 drawn as to allow no exception, 

The Judge said that the case was

A Claim for £100 


Arising out of an Immigra: 
tion Case

At the stated “hour, 
Mr. Odbay Bhika ‘again sought 
admission, and was somewhat abruptly 
ordered away! by Warder MacLeod, 
Ifthe information given to tay Asso- 
ciation is correst, may T inquire the 
reason for this conduct on the part of 
Warder MacLeod ?”

‘Superintendent replied = 

% In reply to your letter of the 6th

Labour 


Senator Schreiner said the city of 
Cape Town testified by the presence of 
its chiel citizen its welcome to Mr, 
Gokhale, and showed that it was not 
unaware of the distinction he had 
gained during a long and honourable 
career. Speaking for a large and 
growing section of the European 
Population of South Africa, he (Mr. 
Schreiner) was entrusted’ with 
message of welcome to Mr. Gokhale, 
because he was a distinguished Indian, 
(Cheers.) ‘They recogoised that the 
Empire was one and that India was 
‘ot the least of the jewels in the crown 
of the Emperor, Mr. Gokhale had 
known how to combine the highest 
ideals of the purest patriotism with 
the most unswerving loyalty to the 
Emperor-King. They knew of their 
visitor’s high culture and education, 
his high position among his own peo! 
ple, how he had devoted himself un. 
Sparingly towards advancing the cause 
ot bis people, towards elevating and 

ivilisiog thers, and how that the ideal 
of education had been at the back of 
all his efforts. Contiauing, Mr. 
Schreiner said they did not wish to 
introduce controversial. topics, for 
that was a meeting of welcome, but 
they knew of the attack Mr. Gokhale 
had made upon the indentured labour 
aystem, but they believed that after he 
bad gone through South Africa it 
would probably be better for the 
indentured Indians than it was before 
his visit. (Cheers.) They believed 
he would be able to show cause why 
@ man alter he had served his time 
should not be treated as a pariah, 
and that his wife and children should 
Rot be put under such severe hand:

He (Mr. Schreiner) had 
anticipated the time when he (Mr, 
Gokhale) had been through the coun. 
try and might be here again, when 
they would hear from him the ‘results 
of his visit to different parts of the 
country. He felt pleasure at the 
koowledge that he was here as the 
guest of the Union Government, 
They hoped that 

courtesies would be accorded to him, 
but that he would find—he believed 
he would find— that he could shake 
hands with the Government and. find 
& way out of the difficulties that were 
trampling them and of which Mr, 
Gandhi ‘was aware. (Hear, hear.) 
He had great pleasure in testifying 
here that among the pure-spirited men 
who worked for no gain, no profit, 
many kicks, but with high ideals, they 
could recommend themselves to Mr. 
Gandhi. (Applause) An unselfish 
‘man ; one whom he was proud to say 
he recognised as a member of the 
profession to which he (the speaker) 
belonged, and one who in any other 
calling might have made great gains, 
Tn going round with Mr. Gandhi he 
believed Mr. Gokhale would be 
introduced without any bias and 
bitterness to the problem in detail 
which he would have tomect. (Hear, 
Kear) Those problems distressed 
the hearts of kindly Europeans as 
much as they did the hearts of In 
With regard to the small attendai 
of Europeans, he would say that there 
were many to whom Mr, Gokhale’s 
visit had come, to some extent, as a 
surprise. He had come somewhat 
‘earlier than he was expected. He 
believed when he came to Cape Town 
again, after his tour, the European 
Population would not then be so 
Sparsely represented, because he be- 
Neved then he would have achieved 
something towards the settlement of 
tbis great problem which was a part 
of the problem of Imperial solidarity. 
He was engaged in the work of 
solidifying the Empire in India, 
(Hear, bear.) They kaew how be 
could sway the people in India, and 
they were bound to extend to him the 
Fight hand of fellowship when the 
koew that he was engaged in a work 
that was dear to all of them. (Hear, 
hear.) The work Mr. Gokhale was 
doing here would have no slight eect 
in the great Empire of India in 
solidifying and maintaining the rule of 
our beneficent King. When he (Mr. 
Schreiner) welcomed Mr, Gokhale, he 
did so not merely as a person, but as

Economic, Political and

ofthe European population was that

‘and conditions over which, perbaps, 
humanity had no control, but which 
might be dominated very much by 
approaching thiem closely and secing 
‘what solution justice and right could 
bring about. Let Mr. Gokhale trust 
the Union Government; let him be 
frank with them, and then he (Mr. 
Schreiner) hoped that the next session 
‘of Parliament might briog out 2 
measure differing in certain important 
particulars from the one submitted to 
Telast session, and which they might 
accept as a solution. He did not 
know, however, whether Mr, Gokhale 
could hope to so soon arrive at a solu: 
tion of the economic difficulties, which 
should be looked at without pre- 
judice, or ill-will, or antagonism of 
facial kind. But however they were 
Tooked at, he (Mr. Schreiner) hoped 
there would be found a solution of 
the licensing question, It should not 
surpass the wit of man to devise a 
method by which eyery man should 
be entitled to trade who could satisly 
certain conditions, and then we could 
do away with humiliating measures 
attacking a particular class or trade in 
its business, In conclusion, Mr. 
Schreiner expressed the hope that the 
fine climate of South Africa might 
establish Mr. Gokhale in the best of 
health, and wished him in his mission 
and journey through South Africa 
“God speed.” (Loud cheers ) 


Ve A Sacred Name 


Mr, M. K. Gandhi said the name of 
Mr. Gokhale was sacred to him ; Mr. 
Gokhate was his political teacher, and 
whatever be had been able to do in 
the service of his fellow countrymen 
in South Africa—of which he claimed 
to be a citizen—was due to Mr. 
Gokhale, (Cheers.) This South Aftican 














question, The British Indian Asso- 
ciation had only just received a letter 
from His Highness, in which be 
‘expressed his intention of arriving in 
South Africa to study the question at 
first hand, in so far as it affected 
countrymen here. But he (Mr. 
Gandhi) wished to, utter one word ot 
warning, and it was this : that many of 
them had, in their ignorance, false 
expectation that Mr, Gokhale's visit 
would act as a charm, and that all 
their disabilities would disappear. 
He hoped his countrymen would not 
hhaye those expectations, or, if they 
hhad them, that they would dismiss 
them. Mr, Gokhale, was certainly. go- 
ing to assist them, but they had to 
remember that there was nothing so 
valuable as sell-help, (Applause.) 
They would have to work out their 
‘own salvation, aod men like Mr. 
Gokhale and Mr, Schreiner could 
only point the way to the 
solution, and make the path easy. 
They could get nothing that they did 
not deserve, and it was only when the 
time came that they would reap the 
reward of their past actions. (Loud 
applause.)

Mr. Gokhale’s Reply 


~ In reply, Mr. Gokhale, who was 
received with loud cheers, said that 
it was his first visit to South Africa, 
and it was an intense pleasure to him 
to.meet-on the very first day of his 
arrival here so large « gathering, not 
‘only of his countrymen resident in 
this land, but also of friends and well- 
wishers of Indians. He had come 
hhere at the invitation of the Indian 
‘community in South Africa, so. that 
he might go around and see things 
for himself and be in a position to 
advise satisfactorily their countrymen 
in India as to what might be done 
there in order that the difficult pro- 
blem which confronted the people 
and Government of this sub-continent 
might be satisfactorily solved. 

‘This was principally a meeting of 
the Indian community, but the plea- 
sure of the occasion had. been greatly 
enhanced by the kind and graceful 
Presence here of so many European 
ladies and gentlemen ; and further, 
the Mayor, by taking the chair on 
this occasion, had paid a compliment 
to the Indian community, for which 
hhe was sure they all felt deeply grate 
fal. (Hear, hear.) Last but not least, 
he would ‘like to express on this 
cecasion publicly his sincere and 
respectial thanks to the Union Gov- 
ernment for deputing a special officer 
to look after him during his stay, tor 
offering bim hospitality at Pretoria, 
‘and for showing him other and mark- 
ed kindnesses in other ways. (Hlear, 
hear.) Many of them had no doubt 
hheard—he had made reference to it— 
his object in coming here was to 
acquire first-hand knowledge of the 
Indian problem in South Africa. It

Tn presenting the address, Mr. Daw- 
son stid, on bebalt of the Indian 
‘community, he had the honour and pri- 
vilege of bidding Mr. Gokhale a hearty 
welcome to Kimberley. The occasion 
was a memorable one for the Indian 
community, by reason of the fact that 
Mr, Gokhale was the first of their 
countrymen of distinction to visit 
South Africa, ‘He had travelled thou- 
sands of miles from home, leaving 
behind him those near and dear to 
hhim, in order to study the Indian pro- 
lem on the spot, and to see lor him- 
sell the disabilities under which hi 
countrymen laboured in this British 
‘Colony, and, if possible, to bring forth 
a better understanding, and to obtai 
it possible, some reliel for those di 
abilities. | Continuing, Mr. Dawson 
said those disabilities were the natural 
result of a breach of promise which 
had been vouchsafed to the Indian 
community by a solemn declaration of 
His Gracious Sovereign of the Empire 
and his responsible ministers, a pro- 
mise which has been disregarded, and 
privileges which were being sacrificed 
‘on the altar of expediency. ‘The aflairs 
ol which Mr, Gokbale’s visit was con- 
cered, not only affected the British 
Indian committee, but the British Em- 
pire itself, and the selection of Mr. 
Gokhale for that purpose was a wise 
one, for no Indian occupied a higher 
place in the estimation of his country- 
men than Mr, Gokhale, Mr. Dawson. 
paid eloquent tribute to Mr. Gokhale’s 
high office, eminent social positi 
natural qualities, and splendid abil 
ties, and spoke eloquently of his un~ 
tiring energy to procure Iree and com- 
pulsory education throughout India, 
qualities which, together with his’ ad- 
mirable devotion, that placed him in 
the front rank of political leaders in 
India, In the course of further trib: 
ute to Mr. Gokhale’s selt-sacrificing 
labours in the interest of his couatry- 
men, Mr, Dawson exprested the hope 
that his efforts in connection with the 
present mission would be crowned 
with success.

Mr. Gandhi next addressed the 
mecting and said an occasion like this 
was one of sacred memory.

his love of the. Empire of which he 
‘was such a distinguished citizen, “He 
regarded Mr. Gokhale as a political

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‘Mr. Gokhale’s services and sacrifices 
in the interests of Fergusson College, 
and in the cause of education. He 
declared with a show of pride that had 
Mr, Gokhale been an Englishman he

French Republic. He hoped the re- 
sult of this mission would be a better 
understanding between Europeans and 
Tndians residing in South Aftica. He 
luttered a note of waming to his 
countrymen not to raise false hopes 
and expectations from Mr. Gokhale’ 
visit, ‘The advent of Mr. Gokhale in 
their midst would not bring about the

it did they expect that all 
isablities would disappear as if 
by magic. His arrival, however, might 
bring about a better understanding 
and a better knowledge of one anotber, 
and would lead to better possibilities 
‘of a solution of the great problem that 
not only faced South Africa, but also 
the whole Empire. ‘The remedy lay

had not been introduced in South 
Africa for the benefit of planters in 
Natal there would have been no 
Indian question in South Africa. 
He wanted this to be realised, that the 
free Indian came in the wake of the 
indentured Indian, and that those 
who were primarily responsible for the 
Indian problem in the country were 
the British Government acting in. the 
interests of certain planters in thi 
country. He intended spending three 
weeks in South Africa, during which 
he would endeavour td look at the 
question not only from the Indian, 
standpoint, but from the standpoint of 
the European community, and he 
‘would not arrive at any conclusions 
until he had had an opportunity. of 
studying the question from all sides. 
India had a population of 300 
millions, containing some of the finest 
types of men, as recognised by the 
Imperial Government. The King 
had journeyed specially to India to 
announce his Coronation, and to 
show that Indian subjects’ were his 











subjects, and not the subjects 
of his’ subjects; that they were 
equally with Europeans subjects 


of the British flag, and not sub- 
jects of the British people under 
the flag. He wanted this fact to be 
fally realised everywhere. It this 
Empire was to endure it could only 
endure upon the basis of justi 
would not endure upon the ire of 
selfishness -of cular class or 
section.

Mr. Gokhale, who was received 
with cheers, thanked them most i 
cerely for 'the great honour which 
they had done him, and the extreme.

The 
Indian community of Kimberley was 
numerically a small community, and 
many of its members, it was not sur- 
prising to find, owing to political 
circumstances, were in comparatively 
humble situations of life, and he 
therefore felt profoundly moved by 
the thought that this small. communi 
ty had put itself to all. this) teouble 
and expense on his account, and had 
shown so much enthusiasm 1 the 
response occorded to him. He thank- 
ed the Mayor for expressing the senti- 
ment that this unique gathering was a 
happy augury for the success of his 
mission ; he particularly thanked the 
Mayor for the expression of that 
sentiment, for it was his own. He did 
not mindconfessing that it wasa source 
of sincere gratification to him to re- 
ceive that mark of kindness from the 
members of the European community, 
and that not because it was. always 
pleasant to receive kindly courtesies, 
but for the simple reason that if the 
mission on which he had come to 
this land was'to succeed, and if the 
‘conditions of the British Indians in 
the sub-continent were to improve, 
the solution of this most delicate pro:

A New Awakening 


‘of national consciousness, and India 
hhad shared this with other countries in 
the East. In India they were under 
the flag of England, and those who 
felt this national aspiration, and_re- 
ilised the difficulties of the position, 
those of them who had devoted their 
attention specially to what was to 
be the future of India under the 
British flag, had much food for re- 
flection. This question had received 
Mmore attention during the last seven 
Years than ever belore. He would tell 
Zhem what the bulk of the people 
Wbink ofthis matter, that is the-edu- 
ated classes—those who had beea 
{influenced with Western eivilisation— 


educated comimunity, There were 
a large section who were religious 
‘and spiritual, and took no interest in 
the affairs, the worldly affairs of poli- 
tics, but those who had been. trained 
in the education of the West, those 
whom he bad spoken of as the edu- 
cated classes—to use a convenient 
phrase—these were naturally filled 
with the aspiration he had spoken of, 
and on behalf of these classes he 
would tell them what their outlook 
was. ‘They all recognised the good 
work done by England in India. 
‘There was no question about that. 
But mere gratitude for the past was 
not a sound basis upon which any 
one should build. England in India 
had stated her policy on many occa- 
sions, and on every occasion she had 
said that she was there as the trustee 
for the people of India. Her sole aim 
andintention was toadvance thepeople 
cof [adia gradually toa position of equ 
ity with the people of England them- 
selves. This promise was made in 
‘Acts of Parliament and Proclamations, 
and there could be no going back on 
that policy as far as India was 
concerned. Any attempt to go back 
would result in failure and disaster. 
Tt was a récognition of that fact that 
brought about the reforms introduced 
three years ago, and now that they 
had been started they must go for- 
ward, and there could be no going 
backward. So far as their attitude 
towards British rule was concerned, 
it was this: They were willing to 
owe allegiance to the Empire, because 
they believed that under the E 

they would steadily advance, unti 
Teast they reached a position wher 
they would have the self-respect of 
the civilised communities of the Em 
pire, ‘There were two conditions 
which must be {ulfilled in order that 
a policy like that must be successful. 
On'the Indian side nothing should 
be done or attempted which would 
ever raise a doubt about their loyalty 
tothe Empire, ‘That was a solemn 
responsibility which rested upon their 
side. On the other side, there must 
be no aitempt of any kind on the 
English side to regret the promises 
made in the past, or to regret the 
steps that were being taken at present 
in order to redeem their promises, 
If that were done, he for one had no 
fear about the relations between the 
two races in this country. He believ- 
ed that whatever differences. there 
were were matter of adjustment, and 
the statesmen had the stuff in them, 
their statesmanship should be. equal 
at all times to the adjustment of what- 
ever differences were likely to. arise. 
He) thought they were on the tight 
track, and that this was-a step in the 
right direction, and if that was to con. 
inne they would advance just as they 
wanted to advance, That was his 
faith, and he represented the bulk of 
the educated classes in India.

and they would start another train of 
thought in India, and they would 
make Indians feel that they must. re- 
consider their position. He hoped, 
therefore, that the question would be 
considered from that standpoint by 
the European community, not merely 
from the standpoint of this colony, 
bat from the standpoint of the whole 

mpire. Anything they might do 
here would be watched by the hund- 
reds of millious of their fellow sub- 
jects in India, and unless their treat- 
ment bere was based substantially on 
justice, it was bound to create diffi 
‘culties’ and embarrassment both to 
the Government aod the people in 
India. That was the responsibility 
which rested upon Europeans, but on 
the other hand there was a corres 
ponding responsibility resting upon 
the Indian community, England 
hhad done well on the whole in Indin, 
and in consideration of any difficulties 
with which England might be con- 
fronted she was entitled not only to 
patience, but generous forbearance 
also, They were bound further even 
in this sub-continent to realise the 

ficulties of the white population as 
far as possible. It was a. serious 
14 perplexing problem, and the 
European community were entitled to 
expect that from them, ‘They should 
not merely say they were members of 












































the Empire, citizens here, and equal 
subjects of the King. If they said 
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‘that were only saying what was 
theoretically sung, but io pctce 
hardly possible. They hed to 


Recognise Their Limitations 


within which line the principles of 
justice and just and equal treatment in 
this sub-continent applied, In making 
their claims for fair treatment, the 
Indian community were bouod to 
‘understand and recognise the 
Calties of the European community, 
axnd ask this treatment should be such 
as to be reasonably satisfactory. It 
could ot be absolutely equal; it 
could not be absolutely just even; but 
itshould be as far just and humane 
‘8 to be reasonably satistactory. The 
Indian people were not a migratory 
People, and the problem here in 
South Africa was the result of the 
indentured system in Natal sugar 
plantations. Free Indians had follow- 
ed in the wake of the indentured 
Indian, There was no desire on an 
precitble scale on the part of Indi- 
fins to emigrate. ‘They were a home- 
fiving people, and the scarcity of lab- 
our in fndia was such that it was 
to flad labour for Ladian require- 
ments, India could not exhaust its 
frrigation funds because of the scar- 
ah f tabou, while Burma was 

ly empty to-day. ‘The system 
Brindentwed labour had been stop- 
ped, and he would ask them to wait 
tod watch for two ar three years and 
see how Indians would come, ‘They 
would be surprised to find that, now 
that the indentored system had been 
stopped, they would not have much 
to complain of ; but they must realise 
that the Indians were in the first place 
entitled to Just and humane treat- 
‘ment, and secondly that they must 
bbe made to feel that they were citizens 
of the Empire (Applause.)

‘A deputation appointed by Ward 5 
Ratepayer’s Association to urge the

Johannesburg Holy to India 


Mr. Gokhale, a man of fine pre- 
sence aud benevolent aspect, was 
much moved at the splendour of the 
gilts made him, He found it_most 
difficult, he said, to express in ade- 
quate terms his. profound gratitude to 
the Indian community of Jobannes- 
burg. “In India,” he “declared, 
" Johannesburg is regarded as a holy 
place, sanctified by the sacrifices of 
$0 many of our countrymen, who for 
conscience fake, upheld the dignity 
of our land. {tis a great privilege 
to me to see the faces of so many of 
my brothers and sisters who bore so 
much and who did so much to raise 
the name of India in the civilised 
world. The address rend by Mr. 
Gandhi referred in all-too eulogistic 
terms lo what small service I was able 
to render the Indians of South Attic 
Those references haye served 
bumble me, because I feel acutely 
that no one in India—not all of us 
Put together—did anything worth 
‘mentioning in the struggle that went 
on in South Africa, Almost every- 

ing that was done was done by the 
delegate you sent to India, Mr. Henry 
Polak, whose energy and enthusiasm 
in your cause have rarely been 
equalled, and never surpassed. 

India’s Determination 

“India bas been apathetic and 
eft you to fight your battles 
for yourselves, “But whatever the 
past as ‘been, I sssure you the 
future will not be so. In any future 
struggle you may have to undergo, it 
itis based on justice, and to the ex- 
tent to which itis based cn justice, 
you will have the people of India be 
hind you, India fects, as it has never 
felt betore, her duty to her children 
across the seas, and that that duty is 
no less a duty to herself than to. the 
Empire. You will no doubt have 
heard that I have come here to study 
at first hand the Indian problem in 
South Africa, I have been here five 
or six days only, but I yield to none 
in realising the extraordinary difficulty 

































‘and complexity of that problem. But 


Statesmen are statesmen simply be- 
cause they overcome difficulties and 
complexities, and ifthe problem here 
defies the statesmen of South Africa, 
India, and England, I can only say 


beg | that I am sorry for those statesmen. 


I realise that 1 have to look at. the 
problem from all ints, and not 
sa partisan, bigot or fanatic. I 
‘must consider the views not only of 
the nda, but alo ofthe English 
and the Dutch and everyone else in 
this sub-contiment, 


I{Iam to achieve-any success in my 
mission, I’ must meet all sections of 
the community, and I take the kindly 
presence of all here as evidence of a 
friendly desire to co-operate with me, 
I thank his Worship the Mayor 
especially for his presence and for 
residing over this gathering. T shall 
never forget this wonderful reception, 
although I realise that it is not. so 
much on account of any possible 
worth that may be in me, but chiefly 
because of the supreme importance 
of the cause Ihave at heart." 

Mr. Gokhale’s speech was heard 
with the most indescribable enthusi- 
asm and a3, alter the singing of the 
National Anthem, he proceeded trem 
the station to his carriage, through 
the stately Oriental arch ‘that had 
been erected over the Eloff'street 
exit, there were further scenes of 
joyous excitement. Order was main- 
tained amongst the thousands cf 
Indians present by a band of pink- 
lurbanned volunteers, every one of 
them a passive resister during the 
acute stages of the trouble. Mr. 
Gokhale drove away with the Mayor 
and Mrs, Ellis and Mr, Gandhi. 


The Kimberley Banquet 


We gave, in our last issue, the 
report of Mr. Gokhale’s speech and 
tbat of Mr. Oats, Chairman of De 
Beers, at the Kimberley banquet. 
We now reprint the report of the

and, he therefore bowed his head 
before them Oae thing struck him 
forcibly when watching that machinery, 
and that was that if they as human 
beings worked so well together as 
this marvellous piece of machinery, 
what a happy family they would be. 
Then, indeed, their swords would be 
beaten into ‘ploughshares, and the 
lions would certainly lie down with 
the lambs, He also felt that if one 
nut in that piece of machinery went 
Icose it was possible for the whole 
machinery fo become disj inted, and 
to carry that analogy to human beings, 
they had seen so often that one 
obstreperous man could break up a 
whole meeting, and one rogue in a 
family could damage the reputation 
of that family. Similarly, to take the 
reversé position, if the chief part of 
the machinery did its work regularly 
they found the other pieces working 
in harmony without being disjointed, 
He (Mr. Gandhi) regarded Mr, Gok- 
hale’s mission as a holy one, and it 
was a matter of pride to him that 
Mr. Gokhale had been instrumental 
in bringing about such a happening, 
in Kimberley as a meeting of the 
most representative Europeans and 
Indians at a common board. He 
hoped such gatherings would be 
multiplied. As a humble student of 
the life and teachings of Tolstoy, he 
felt also that {unctions like that were 
unnecessary, and that they some- 
times did a great deal of mischief if 
only by way of interfering with one's 
digestion. (Laughter.) But although 
a student of Tolstoy, for the time 
being he was prepared to reconcile 
himself to. those functions even, if 
they brought them together, and if 
they enabled them to know each 
other better. He recalled the magni- 
ficent hymn 

‘We shall know each other bet 

When the mists have rolled away. 
and though they might have their 
differences they would know each 
other better when the

had rolled away. His distinguished 
countryman had come to South Africa 
in order to dispel those mists of 
ignorance. He had come as the 
brightest jewel that India could pre- 
sent to them, He (Mr. Gandhi) knew 
that he deeply wounded Mr. Gokhale’s 
susceptibilities whenever he made 
mention of what he had done, but he 
(Mr. Gandhi) had to perform ‘a duty, 
though painful to him. There was 
noone who could tell them so much 
of Mr, Gokhale as he could about his 
life in the political arena of India, 
He it was who gave 20 years of his 
life to the cause of education lor a 
mere pittance, Even to-day Mr. 
Gokhale lived in poverty, although 
he could command riches, Hundreds 
of pounds were always at his disposal 
whenever he wanted them for public 
institutions, A Viceroy of India. 
carried the burden of Empire on his 
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shculders for.five years (uoless he was 
a LordCurvon, and then held «fice 
dor seven), and even.then’had ca train 
Bi workers to assist him, but ‘here 
‘was a distinguished countryman .of 
‘Bis.canrying the burden of Empire on 
his shoulders unaided and unassisted 
and iindecorated. ‘True, he carried 
‘the C.LE,, but in his opinion he was 
‘worth a much better decoration, The 
decoration that Mr. Gokhale loved 
‘best was his love for his countrymen, 
aod the ‘approval .of ‘his own con- 
science. To those Indians who were 
‘educated with Westeri: ideas she bad 
igiven a lesson in humility and gentle- 
tpess.

The Banquet Speech 


We give below the report of the 
speech delivered by the Hon, Mr. 
Gokhale, at the Banquet held in the 
Masonic Hall, Johannesburg. The 
fall report of the function, together 
with other speeches, will appear next 
week :— 

Mr. Gokbale said that he used 0 
merely conventional language, when 
he said that it was. not easy (or him 
to express in an adequate or suitable 
manner his thanks to that large and 
distinguished gathering for the great, 
the signal, honour they had shown 
hhim that evening. That banquet, 
attended so well not only by members 
of his own community resident in 
Johannesburg but also by so large a 
‘number of European ladies and gentle- 
men, many of them occupying pro- 
minent positions ia public life, in

inder which they. had been brought 
up, were likely to’ be affected, more 
or less, by that influx, in addition to 
ny effect that might be produced on 
Ue vast indigenous population that al- 
ready existed in the sub-continent. 
Inaddition to this, there was undoubt- 
edly.the colour prejudice which was 
vey sttong, aud be: was surprised to 
find that it was so . And finally. 
there was the question of economic in- 
terests, with a certain section. of the 
commtnity, which undoubtedly was 
bound fo suffer on account of the in- 
flux of this third community. He con- 
sidered that hie hid set out the 
European position as fairly as it was 
possible to set it out. 
The Indian Side 

“Then they would look at the Indian 
side.

lature, In those dispatches, the Iu- 
perial Government’ made the most 
solemn promises to the Government 
of India that the people who were to 
be brought over to Natal would be 
treated with every possible consider. 
ation during the term of indenture, 
and that alter their indenture +l 
would be allowed fo setle in the land, 
and would have every {acility given 
them that they might prosper in the:

Now the 
Government had gone so lar a4 to 
impose & preposterous tax of £3 per 
year of men, woirien and children, if 
they continued to reside in the Colony 
after having completed their inden- 
tures, He was not going into the 
merits of the question, bat Ke only 
mentioned what * complete change 
Of attitude there was in the matter, 
‘but, Whatever the change of attitude, 
ong fect remitted clear—that the 
Indian had not come to the sub 
continent of his own accord, but that 
he had deew brought tliere for the 
benefit of a section of the eropesn 
populition in the sub-continent, that 
the free man had come in the wake 
ol the indentured man, and that the 
bulk of the Indian population con- 
sisted of exindentured men ot theit 
descendants, or men still setving 
under indenture, If they would look 
at it from that standpoint, he be- 
Weved they would be able to under- 
stand better than otherwise the fecl- 
ing of Indians in Tndis in that matter.

Almost invariably, in practical affairs,

problems could be dealt with in the 
country. That was the essence of 
practical politics. ‘The politician had 
to base himself on undoubted justice, 
must be inspired by high purpose, and 
had to take note of what would recon- 
cile conflicting interests. That was the 
spirit in which the question had to be 
approached on all sides if a solution 
was to be found. The facts were there 
=the 150,000. Indians, om the one 
hand, asking tor just treatment; on 
the other, the European community 
‘with all its prejudices and with all the 
interests which it felt to be at stake. 
‘Taking the facts as they were, what 
was the way in which a way might be 
found out of the difficulty, that a solu- 
tion might be arrived at reesonable to 
all parties concerned?

A Spirit of Compromise 
the first point to note was that if the 
compromise suggested was of a char- 
acter which would leave or cause sore 
or bitter feelings on one side or the 
other, it was obvious that the com- 
promise had no chance of being ac- 
cepted, or, if it was forced, that it 
would not be lasting. It was neces- 
sary that whatever the compromise 
‘was, it should not create bitterness or 
soreness of feeling.

He could feel that, 
unless the Europeans in South Africa 
were enabled to feel secure that acon- 
tinual influx of Indians into the sub- 
continent would not be going on, un- 
less they were enabled to feel that 
they would be the predominant people 
in that land, the governers of the 
country, it. would not be possible to 
reach a solition of the problem which 
would be really acceptable to the 
European community, ‘These were 
points therefore lor a definite assur- 
ance on the part of the Indian com- 
munity. What form actually the assur- 











tion for discussion, negotiation and 
adjustment. The European mind 
‘must be set at rest before they could 
hope to arrive at a solution which 
would remove the more irritating 
grievances of the Indian community. 
When the European community saw 
that there was no room for any more 
fears on these two heads, he hoped 
that they would realise that the Indians 
who were there were subjects of South 
Africa and that the government of 
that country must be solicitous for 
their welfare as it was for that of its 
other subjects.

Again, there were those 
who said that though that Empire was 
for all who were included within its 
fold, yet it was still only a white man’s 
Empire, Europeans are undoubtedly 
the dominant members, but, could it, 
therefore, be said that Europeans 
should be the only members of that 

‘mpire. and that Indians and other 
races should be only hewers of wood 
‘and drawers of water in the Empire? 
He was not there to argue the ques- 
tiow, but he invited those who thought 
like that to visit India, to see what it 
was: like, and then come back and 
talk., He would not therefore discuss 
that View any further. But he would 
be frankand tell them that on those 
terms England would find it difficult 
to hold India; and those who cared tor 
the greatness and prosperity of the 
Empire, as not only Englishmen but 
they in’ India also cared, who knew 
that they had opportunities which 
they might not otherwise have had, 
would realise thatit was necessary not 
to regard the Empire as one only for 
European nations.

constituted during the acute stages of 
the struggle to help the passive resis. 
ters. He thought that, next to the 
courage and heroism shown by the 
passive resisters, the brightest. spot 
fn the struggle was the constitution of 
that Committee and the unselfish 
work that it did to help the Indian 
side. The people of India felt grate- 
fal to the Committee and he would 
like to tender on their bebalf his very 
best thanks to the Committee and 
to its worthy and able Chairman, Mr. 
Hosken, who had made personal sacri- 
fice for the cause which he had espou- 
sed. 

He would like to say a few words 
to the Indian section of that gather- 
ing. His Indian brothers and sisters 
inthis sub-continent had taken and 
‘were taking infinite trouble to make 
his visit a success, and he really did 
not know how to thank them. Even 
atthat Banquet he understood that 
not only the general arrangements 
but even the cooking and waiting— 
‘everything—had been. performed by 
volunteers. Tt had been purely a 
labour of love. He could only thank 
them most sincerely for all their 
trouble, He earnestly hoped with 
Mr. Duncan that the chapter in the

Whatever happened, after all, the 
moral interest of those struggles lay 
not in the achievement but io the 
effort. It was the effort that mattered, 
not the achievement. A great teacher 
hhad said that it was not so mach what 
they were wort as what they were 
that mattered. He wished that every, 
‘one of the Indians there would realise 
that, and would do something to 
spur on Indians in general, no matter 
whether be succeeded or failed. If 
success awaited him, it was well ; but 
ifffailure awaited him and if he bad 
done his best, even then it was well, 
Because it was always well to have 
tried, In conclusion, he would again 
‘thank them all for the mannerin which 
they had received him. He feared he 
hhad trespassed little too long on 
their patience, but the indulgence 
with which they had listened only 
added to his feeling of gratitude.

‘Mr, Gokhale, who was received with 
prolonged cheering, acknowledged 
the cordial grecting which had been 
extended by all sections of the com- 
‘munity in Mariteburg, and the address 
and casket which had been presented 
by the Indian community, - 
‘Maritzburgy be said, was the capital 
of Natal, and Natal was at the heart 
of the Asiatic problem. Looking up 
‘some statistics on the point, he found 
that of the 150,000 Indians in South 
‘Africa, no less than 120,009 had been 
brought in by the British Government, 
mainly for the benefit of the Natal 
Colonists, or were the descendants of 
Indians so brought in. He did not 
wish to press the point unduly, but 
he felt that such figures threw a speci- 
al responsibility on Natal to find a 
way out of the difficulty, which he 
‘would at once admit was a most com- 
plicated one, He had tried belore 
coming to this country to get a true 
view, and the found thatthe potion 
of the white community in this sub- 
continent was a very difficult one. A 
great many allowances would have to 
be made, and he realised that he 
would have to enter into the feeling 


to suggest a'remedy that would have 
‘chance of proving satisfactory, He 
ame with that feeling, and all he fad 
since heard and seen had gone to 































social, political, economic, and moral. 
The European community naturally 
wished to safeguard its own civilisa- 
ion, its own culture, and its own 

erests, That was only natural, 
‘Then the Indian factor had been in- 
troduced. Their numbers at present 
were small, but there was a fear in 
the mind of many Europeans that un- 
less drastic measures were taken their 
numbers would grow, and they would 
possibly one day swamp the Euro 
pean community. He had come to 
think that a large part of the condi 
tions of which the Indians, perhaps 
rightly, complained, was due to that 
fear. ‘Then came trade jealousies, 
the Europeans fearing that, with his 
simpler standard of living, the Indian 
would undersell him. ‘That was a 
question, however, which had two 
sides. The complaint came from the 
small trader, who was inconvenienced, 
not from the community as a whole, 
which if it was interested in anything, 
was interested in buying as cheaply 
as possible. 


Feeling in India 


‘The feeling in India was not quite 
realised in this country. The prin 
ciple grievances were the treatment 
of resident Indians, the £3 licence, 
and the granting or witholding of 
trading licences, In India they 
thought that these men had given the 
best that was in them to this land— 
European Commissioners had stated 
that clearly—and that but for the 
Tadians Natal would have  dwin- 
dled and gone. They realised that the 
Todians were brought here so. that 
Natal might prosper but now they 
were not allowed to seitle here or 
engage in business and the (eeling of 
the European community was that 
they should go back to India. Un- 
der the indenture system promises were 
made by the British Government to the 
Government of Indin that after the 
period of indenture was over the Tn- 
dian would be allowed to settle here 
very opportunity to prosper 
ise as high as their merit and 
ability allowed. From 1860 to 1880 
the fear was that no more Iodians 
would come. In the eighties a 
change took place in the attitude of 
the European. ‘The Indians increas- 
ed in numbers, jealousy began to be 
{olt, and ultimately a feeling of antag- 
‘onism developed. In India they 
‘saw these things but they could not 
understand how anybody could ju: 
them, They tnust cither keep the 
Indian here on terms not inconsistent 
with Indian civilisation or they must 
get rid of them. ‘There was a very 
strong feeling in India in consequence 
of the stories current there. He had 
of course his own view. before he left 
Tadia, but he had come here. to study 
the question and he would be un- 
worthy of his mission if he failed to 
do his best to approach the question 
from every side. (Cheers.) He had 
hotesilyadone his. best: (Cheers, 
Whether as aresuit ot what he bi 

‘sean he Would be able to submit sug- 
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{gestions to the Union Governinent or 
tothe Goverament of India, was more 
than he could say, but he had done, 
he was doing, and he would do his 
best, and that was all the assurdnce 
hecould give, ? 
‘He wanted them to reatisé that the 
question was a larger one than “it 
might appear. “He had seen it argu- 
ed that it did not matter if there was 
discontent in. India, That opinion 
could not be expressed by any who 
were concerned for the future of the 
Empire. After all, in some respects 
India was the pivot of the British 
Empire—the Empire without India 
would be a much smaller thing than 
itwas today, and nothing done in 
Natal to-day could fail to react on 
India. In India they willingly ac- 
Cepted ‘British rule, and gave alle. 
giance to the British flag because un- 
der that fag alone could they find the 
best conditions for their future pro. 
gress, Indian loyalty was different 
to the loyalty of the Englishman, in 
that it was a form of enlightened self- 
interest, because they felt that the 
flag of England represented those 
elements of order and progress which 
would not otherwise be available to 
them, and they were as anxious to 
Continue under that flag as the people 
of Natal could possibly be. Feeling 
in India was very bitter and acute, 
find the Government of India (elt it- 
self powerless in the face of that tocl- 
ing. India in the past few years had 
Passed through stormy times, but 
thanks to the  statesmanship of the 
‘Ministers at Home, and the Viceroy, 
the country had started on’ a new 
career, and with no internal problems 
to occupy the minds of the people 
they bad time to concentrate their 
attention on the situation of the In- 
ians in this country, For himself, 
he saw the anxiety of the European 
to restrict immigration, he saw the 
strength of the contention that this 
‘country must. be preeminently Euro- 
pean. That was a position which it 
was possible to understand and to 
accept. He felt that the European 
was bound to be dominant in’ this 
country for as long as one could see, 
but the question of unrestricted imi 
gration stood on a different footing, 
and it should not be difficult to arrive 
at a reasonable compromise, but as re- 
gards the In dians already in the coun- 
ty, he thought the only possible solu. 
tion was to treat them on equal terms 
assubjects of the one Union. If that 
sebse of equality were withheld what 
was their position? They were cut 
off from their own country, and were 
settled here. If they could not re- 
in here without harassing restric. 
tions, he did not know what ‘would 
happen to them. ‘They could not 
Ko back to India, because they had 
Jost touch. ‘They were here, they 
had done good work, and he thought 
it-was only reasonable that they 
should have equal facilities for eam 
ing a decent livelitiond. (Hear, hear) 
A fprevious speaker had said ‘that if 
the Empire was to endure it must be 





































based of justice. Any policy which 
referred the intefest of one section 
at the expense of another, however 
inconvenient it might be temporarily 
todo otherwise, if it became a per 
manent policy, would lead to disaster. 
While justice persisted, he had no 
doubts as to the future of the British 
Empire, However strongly other in- 
terests might prevail, deep down in 
the heart of every Britisher was a fecl- 
ing for justice and fair play, which 
would prevent any selfish policy be- 
ing adopted for very long. All Gov- 
ernments made mistakes, but as long 

sense of justice existed there was a 
tainty of such mistakes’ being re- 
medied and corrected. He trusted 
that whatever policy Natal and South 
Africa adopted would. be a policy 
which took due note of the. claims of 
the Indians who now lived here, and 
would be a just and humane policy. 
He thanked: them most heartily for 
their attention. (Cheers.) 

Mr. James Egner moved a vote of 
thanks to the chair, 
The Administrator, in acknowledg- 
ing the vote, said they had listened to 
44 most interesting address, which was 
bound to have its effect with the 
People of this country. ‘They were 
greatly indebted to Mr. Gokhale tor 
the able manner in which he had put 
the Indian side of the case.

But for the time 
being we have contented ourselves by 
merely touching the position as it 
affects the European buyer of small 
means, who is never consulted and 
whose point of view vis entirely 
ignored. :

Mr. Gokhale, who was received 
with cheers, assured the audience that 
he felt most truly, and was deeply 
grateful to them all for the great and 
wonderful reception they had been 
pleased to accord him.

Bitterness Developing 

‘The matter came to their notice at 
the time of the recent trouble in the 
‘Transvaal, and then they were also 
faced with the other aspects of the 
indentured labour question and the 
43 licences, ‘The result was that 
there was a strong fecling in India to- 
day that Indians were not receiving in 
this country the treatment they ought 
to receive, He was not expressing any 
personal opinion; he only desired 
they should realise what the feeling 
of India, rightly or wrongly, was, 
‘The feeling that the treatment which 
South African Indians were receiving 
was not that to which they were 
entitled under the British flag was 
growing so strong in India, and a feel. 
ing of bitterness was developing so 
seriously, that the Goverament of 
Tndia and public men in India had 
grown nervous as to future develop: 
ments, And when he received the 
invitation from the Indian com. 
munity of South Africa to come and 
help them, he was glad to be able to 
say that he would do so, because that 
invitation coincided with the desires 
of the Indian population in India. 
He came primarily at the instance of 
the community here, but also in 
accordance with the’ wishes of the 
Indian Goverament, and with the 
goodwill ofthe Imperial Government,

‘That meant: nearly 
the whole population in South Africa 
was in the country in the country’s 
interests. India’s tradition in. re- 
gard to the stranger had always been 
‘most hospitable, but, so far as emi- 
‘grating was concerned, the Indian was 
Dot keen. ‘They were not an emigrat- 
ing people, and the mere stopping of 
‘emigrating to this country would not 
trouble them. There was Scarcity of 
labour in India to-day, and they were 
hot requiring any outlet for surplus 
Population, “The position which 
Natal occupied today was largely 
‘owing to Indian labour, and when this 
labour wasintroduced specific promises 
were made bythe Imperial Goverament 
to the Government of India as to how 
the people coming here would be 
treated. The Government told the 
people that they would be allowed to 
Settle here after their indenture was 
complete, that land would be allotted 
to them, and that facilsties would be 
given them to prosper. Nothing was 
to retard their advancement. And 

his was the attitude for 20 years. 
Considering this India today could 
pot understand how anybody could 
raise the cry that these people should. 
cither be sent back to India or sub- 
jected to 

Disabilities or Restrictions 
extremely humiliating in their charac- 
ter. They felt they were members of 
the Empire just as much as the Euro- 
peans. They accepted British rule 
‘because they felt that under England's 
flag they would attain the respect of 
civilised peoples. Their loyalty to 
the Empire was based. on self-respect, 
‘and it was none the less real on that 
account. Nothing should be done 
to make them feel that they were only 
helots of the Empire—mere hewers of 
wood and drawers of water. If the 
English flag stood for one thing more 
than another it stood for freedom 
and justice to all under it, Tt was, 
therefore, necessary that in  what- 
ever part of the Empire Indians 
happened to be they should be en- 
‘abled to feel that the cause of free-

The Indians began to assemble on 
the ground from an early hour, and

‘The Hon. Mr. Gokhale, accom: 
panied by Mr. Gandhi and several 
Prominent local Indians, arrived by 
motor-car at 10.30, and was, received 
with tumultuous cheering by the 
assembled thousands. The prelimin- 
aries of welcome and introduction 
‘over, Mr. Gokhale intimated that he 
was teady to hear the grievances of 
the Indians in regard to the £3 tax.

Interviewed 


On the Question of Retaliation 








A representative of the 7ranspaal 
Leader has ioterviewed the Hon, Me. 
Gokhale in regard to the feeling 
aroused in India by the state of affairs 
in South Alrica. The visitor was 
asked whether he was correctly under- 
stood to suggest definitely that British 
rule in India is being jeopardised by 
the action of South Alricans. 

“Tt is not,” ne replied,  exagger- 
ating the situation to putit that way.” 

“You Said that ‘the feeling of 
disalfcton has largely ealmed down 
in India, but that there is. grave dan- 
get of its recrudescence unless things 
are altered in South Alrica 2” 

“That is so. The relations be- 
tween the two sides in Indis are better 
to-day than they have been io my 
expetience—that is, during the past 
a5 years, The King’s visit went 
a reat way towards bringing that about, 
But this South African difficulty is a 
difficulty which is not in the hands of 
the Government of India to settle, 
and ail classes are feeling the strain of 
the situation. If things go on like 
this much further, T have no doubt in 
my own mind that a violent feeling of 
resentment will grow up.” 

“Against whom ?” 

“Tn the first instance, this feeling 
will be against the European in 
South Africa, but it will not remain 
confined to bitn, Already there is a 
loud ery throughout India for some 
policy of retaliation against South 
Africa, and I do not think the Govern- 
ment of India will be able to withstand 
this ery for long” 

“Now that you have stopped the 
supply of indentured Iabour fo Natal, 
what other means of retaliation are 
there left to you ? 

“I prefer not to say anything that 
nay be construed a5 a threat, but you 
must remember that at present the 
whole of India, its commerce and 
everything else, is open to the South 
African.

Mr. Gokhale rose amid cheers and 
addressed the gathering as follows 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Geatle- 
men,—I feel, I' need hardly assure 
you, greatly honoured by the presence | 
of you all here this evening, and T beg | 
leave to tender at the outset my | 
grateful and sincere thanks to you for | 
your kindness. This is my last pub-| 
lic utterance in South Arica, and, | 
while my thoughts are necessarily | 
tinged with a certain’ degree of regret | 
at the prospect of so soon leavivg the 
country where I have received so much | 
kindness and spent a pleasant time, 
I cannot disguise from’ you the fact 
that T contemplate the approaching 
termination of my tour with a gr at 
sensé of relief. Ladies and Gentle- 
men; I doubt if many people in South 
Alrica realised how difficult was the 
position in which T found’ myselt 
whea T arrived at Capetown last 
month, T had come to this couatry 
with the avowed object of studying at 
first hand an admittedly difficult and 
delicate problem—a problem which 
had two sides to it, and’ which had 
roused 10 small feeling on both sides, 
‘And, yet, Twas compelled by the 
exigencies of the situation to. speak 
publicly, on matters connected more 
or less with'the problem, from the 
day of my arrival, But the appreben- 
sion was never absent from my mind 
that if, by chance, owing to any over- 
enthusiastic act on the part of my 
countrymen, who greeted me every. 
where in kindly demonstration or 
‘owing to some thoughtless act or 
wo of iy ORD, an unfortunate ime 
pression ‘was created or any. (eelings 
were inflamed whiel it was my earnest 
desire to\allayand not to aggravate, 
T shiould really be injuring the cause

through my tour Thave been weighted 
down with this thought : and, now 
that the visit is drawing to its close, T 
feel a great sense of reliel and 1 
thank God that no untoward incident 
hhas happened to mar the smooth pro- 
gress of events, And, judging from 

\ewspaper comments, as also. from 
Private conversations, f am embolden. 
ed to hope that, even if no actual 
goodihas resulted from my vist, it has, 
at any rate, done no harm. ‘Ladies 
and Gentlemen, on this; the last 
occasion, when I speak to the people 
of this country, I would like once 
again to tender my warm and heart- 
felt thanks to all who have been so 
kind to me. To my own countrymen 
resident in South Africa, who haye 
lavished such a wealth of affection on 
me wherever I have been, I have 10 
words in. which to express my grati- 
tude, and I would only say that it 
my fervent prayer that, io any 
culttes they may have to face in the 
fature, I may be privileged to be of 
some little assistance to. them, To 
the members of the European Com- 
munity who have gone out of their 
way to show such great kindness to 
me, I tender my warmest thanks and 
T tender them from the bottom of 
heart. I will not abuse their generosity 
by interpreting it as indicating neces- 
sarily any approval of, oreven any sym- 
apthy with, oy mission, and that 
only adds to the sense of obligation 
under which I lie to them, 

Finally, T would like to repeat my 
fespectful acknowledgments to the 
Uaion Government for the great 
courtesy and consideration with which 
they have treated me and for the 
Renerous hospitality which they have 
extended to me. Their attitude to- 
wards ine has largely facilitated my 
work, and it has enabled moto meet 
many mem of distinction in this land 
whom otherwise it might not have 
been easy for me to meet. This 
mofuing, three Mivisters—General 
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Botha, General Smuts and Mr. 
Fischer—did me the honour to grat 
The an interview, in the course of 
which I had dn opportunity to discuss 
the whole Indian problem in the sub- 
Continent with them. We had a full, 
frank and free interchange of views. 
Thope the Ministers saw clearly that 
there was no disposition on the Indi- 
an side to underrate the difficulties of 
their position. On the other hand, 
T would like to take this opportunity 
to express publicly my deep apprecia- 
Hon of the manner in which they 
approached the question and the 
sincere desire they evinced to arrive 
At a just and reasonable settlement. 
And now, Ladies and Gentlemen, I 
think T may saya word or two on the 
Question itself, before I close. 
There is no doubt that there is 


A Great Deal of Feeling 


on the question on both sides, and 
this makes a dispassionate examina 
tion of the matter even more difficult 
than it would otherwise be. Ihave 
said, aud I say it again, that, in the 
conclusions at which I'have ‘arrived, 
T have tried to keep in view the fact 
that the interests of both sides must, 
in some way or other, be reconciled, 
‘The fundamental question is how there 
Shall be secured just and equitable 
treatment for those Indians who are 
here now, and their number is about 
450,000. Whilst here, I have heard 
it urged that a settlement may be 
found by sending these people back 
te India, Temay be x solution of one 
spect of the problem, but, assum 
that itis a detrable solution, Waine 
Think, itis not, it is, for financial 
and’other reasons, absolutely imprac- 
ticable, “These 152,000 people are 
here, they eannot be repatriated, 
most therefore remaia here and they 
‘must become, more and more, an ine 
tegral and a permanent part of the 
general population of this eubscon- 
tinent. 

‘The most important question, then,| 
is to what just and equitable treatment 
these people are entitled, and how such 








‘and the European community are 
entitled to an assurance that this 
shall remain s0. ‘These assurances, 
however, being given—outside these 
questions of immigration and franch. 
ise—the aim of the Government 
should be to make the Indians {eel 
that they are living 


Under Equal Laws 


and that those laws are administered 
towards them with no undue harsh- 
ness, but the same as towards the 
other peoples of the country. At 
resent, the Indians throughout South 
Africa feel, and justly feel, that even 
outside the two questions I have men- 
tioned, they are subjected to harsh 
legislation specially directed against 
them and, further, the administration 
of that legislation is, if anything, even 
harsher in spirit. To take only the 
mere important grievances, the Tmmi- 
gration Law is being now worked in 
such a rigorous manner as to cause 
the Indian community most serious 
hardships. In Cape Colony, for 
instance, there is the system of 
permits under which an Indian who 
may have settled in the Colony is 
permitted to be absent from the coun- 
tty for a stated period, generally one 
year, Only the other day an Indian 
trader who had gone to India on a 
year’s permit, leaving his wile and

Trading Licences 


This appears to be in some respects 
the most diffieul problem ofall. The 
Europeans feel that they are gradually 
being crowded out by the Indians, that 
the Indians undersell them, and that 
important branches of trade are likely 
to fall entirely into Indian hands, 
‘That is the European viewpoint. 
On the other hand, the Indians feel 
that their freedom is unjustly interfer- 
ed with, that all outlets are being 
feadily closed to them and that gross 
injustice is being done to them. 
Now while I do not seek to minimise 
in any degree the argument on the 
European side, I must frankly say 
that I have always felt that the traders 
who are injured, if at all, by the 
competition of the Indians area very

Durban Indian Market 


Another Profitable Year 








In the Town Treasurer's Report for 
the Municipal year ended gxst July, 
1912, just to hand, we fiod that the 

years-eworking of the Indian 
Market resulted in a nett profit of 
41,508, which has been translerred 
to the General Revenue account for 
the relief of rates. The European 
Market swfered a loss of £533 on 
the year’s working, which stim had to 
be taken from the above-mentioned 
General Reyne account. A few 
figures will show what a veritable 
gold mine the Todian Market is to 
the Municipality. For a capital outlay 
of £3,946 there was an income of

THE BOKSBURG APPEAL 


Juvomznr has been given by the 
‘Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, in the Boksburg matter, in 
fayour of Messrs, Ritch and Bhyat, 
‘The highest tribuoal in South Africa 
has declared that the conditions 
attaching to the Crown Grants, pur- 
‘Porting to be issued under regulations 
framed in pursuance of the terms of 
the Townships Amendnient Act, are 
illegal, wéra cires, and wnconstitu- 
tional, As a result, the attempt to 
ruin Mr. Bhyat, by cancelling the 
title deeds of his property, for which 
he paid the. full) market-value,, con- 
fiscating the buildings erected by him 
theredd, without giviog any compen- 
sation whatever, and involving him 
in the heavy costs of protracted 
Aitigation, has Tailed ignominiously. 
Whether a further attempt to secure 
his removal, by putting into opera- 
tion the relevant clauses of the 
Gold Law, will be made remains 
to be seen, But we are not 0 
much concerned with Mx Bhyat’s 
Personal affairs as we are with the 
principles underlying them, ‘The first

bburg cannot yet take unction to its 
shrivelled soul as an “allwhite” 
township.

‘Transvaal Indians of the right of 
indirect ownership of property, .a 
ight recognised only last February, 
by Lord Selbome in the House of 
Lords, was a scandalous abuse of 
power towards a people whose civil 
rights were already reduced to some- 
thing near vanishing point. Boksburg 
will, doubtless, be wringing its hands 
in an agony of shame that a white 
Bench should have given a judgment 
of such far-reaching. significance in 
favour of the outrageous Asiatic, but 
we fancy, that fair-minded men in 
South Airica will appreciate the man- 
ner in which the Appellate Court has 
preserved the fair name of the Union, 
that the Government have done 50 
tmuch to besmirch.

We regret that the Transvaal Pro- 
vincial Division of the Supreme Court 
has rejected the appeal of Sukina for 
Admission to the Transvaal as a0 ba.

both the majority and the dissenting 
judgment leave us amazed, the former 
by its far-reaching consequences, the 
latter by its seeming inconsistency. 
In efiect, the majority judgment de- 
cides that an Indian marriage, con- 
tracted under a system of religious 
law tolerating plurality of wives even 
where no second wile has been 
married, is regarded in the Transvaal,» 
possibly even in South Africa, as 
invalid, and, a5 a natural result, th” 
offspring of such a marriage’ are 
illegitimate. Whether the matter will 
be taken to the Court of Appeal, and 
what the interpretation of that Court 
will be, of course we cannot say. The 
‘Transvaal Division of the Supreme 
Court has meanwhile, in effect, de- 
clared all Hindu and Mahomedan 
marriages to be null and void, whilst 
it permits an Indian to introduce any, 
woman, who may never have been 
married to him at all, as his, wile, t67 
the exclusion of his first or bis lawful: 
wile, thereby, lagrantly putting pre 
ium ‘upon immorality. But the

This (says the Mais) was an appeal 


against the jadgment of s magistrate, 
who had convicted the appellant, an 
Indian woman, of contravening the 
Immigrants’ Restriction Act of 1907 
by attempting cov enter the ‘Transvaal 
without being entitled to do so. ‘The 
defence was that appellant was the 
wife of one Hassen Mahomed, an 
Asiatic resident in the Transvaal, who 
was himself not a prohibited imi 
graot, and that as such she was en- 
titled under the statute to come into 
the country. It appeared that the 
appellant was married to Hassan 
Mahomed, by medan rites, at 
Sarat, India, After the mariage 
‘Mahomed came to South Africa, but 
the appellant remained behind in 
dia, Ta 1995 Mahomed married 
another Indian woman called Issab, 
in the ‘Transvaal, according to Maho- 
medan rites, whom he divorced in 
February, 1912, and then sent for the 
‘appellant to join him in this country. 
‘The appeal was heard some time ago, 
before Sir John Wessels and Judges 
Bristowe aad Curlewis, and judgment 
was reserved. 

The majority of the Court now held 
that the appeal must be dismissed, on 
the gcound mmariages aod 
divorces according to Mahomedan 
rites, which admitted of polygamy, 
could not be recognised by the courts 
‘ol this country, and. that therefore 
Mahomed having once had Issab as 
the “wife,” he was entitled to have 
‘with bim under the statute, and. she 
being still alive, he was not entitled 
to introduce another Asiatic woman 
into the country as his wife. Sir John 
Wessels delivered a dissenting judj 
ment, in which he state his opinion 
that the appeal should be upheld, on 
the ground that the marriage with 
Issah was not valid, and therelore the

There are two 
clauses in the Gold Law, one which em- 
powers the Government to prosecute 
any landlord who lets his premises to 
& coloured man to be occupied by 
coloured people, or for the purpos 

fof business, and the other clause al- 
ows action to be taken against the 
coloured people themselves. ‘That 
is under the Gold Law, In Krugers- 
dorp there are quite a number .of 
eases entered into with coloured 
people, Mostly. Asiaties are concern- 
~ed, and they have taken leases since 
the Gold Law came isto force, and 
the Chamber thought it was time to 
urge the Government to take some 
action, The Chamber employed the 
services of Mr. G. van Blommestein 
to coach the Public Prosecutor, which 
he did very success(ully. ‘The result 
was that the owners of this property 
were fined £5 or seven days, An 
appeal hasbeen lodged, and it has 
been postponed fora fortight. We 
have nothing to do with that appeal. 
don't think we should force that in 
oy way: ‘The Secretary has put this 
fon the agenda, asking that this 
meeting should encourage the Execu: 
tive to take as active steps a8 possible 
to sift out all those cases where leases 
have been entered into since the Gold 
Law came into force, which, I thiok,

Farther correspondence has passed 
between the General Manager of Rail- 
‘ways and the British Indian Associ 
tion in regard to accommodation at 
Pretoria station. On the 2oth ultimo 
the General Manager wrote — 

With further reference to your 
letter of the gth ultimo, pointing out 
that Indians requiring-first or second

ANOTHER IMMIGRATION 
SCANDAL AVERTED 


THE Supreme Court of this Province 
has again been called upon to inter- 
ene to prevent the Commission of 
& gross injustice by the Administra. 
tion. ‘The Durban Immigration Re- 
striction Officer sometime ago at- 
tempted to prevent the landing of 
‘one Subrayen, who had been in Natal 
from x89 until May of this year, 
iod of ar years, as a prohibited 
immigrant, The official argument 
was that a residence here of 21 years 
did not suffice to give a right to retura 
apd remain after a few months’ 
absence, because the man had 
comie to the Province under 

in and was liable to pay the 
Stax annually. But, if the facts 
jught before the Court are to be 
accepted, Subrayen was never liable 
to paymeot of the tax, which did not 
othe into force until ‘five years after 
his first indenture expired. However 
that may be, the Court has now held, 
in effect, that a man residing in the 
Province under temporary licence 
canuiot be dealt with as a prohibited 
immigrant should he leave the Pro- 
vince temporarily, and thus Subrayen 
hhas been allowed to return to the 
country that he has made his home 
for more than two decades. The 
incident serves to show, however, the 
eagerness with which the authorities 
seize every conceivable opportunity 
to shut the door upon Indians who 
have absented themselves from Natal 
for a brief period, and it behoves the 
leaders of the community to see to 
it that existing residential rights are 
secured in the forthcoming legislation, 

















THE GERMISTON LOCATION 


Ar a special meeting of the Germ 
ton Town Council held on the 2and 
ultimo, the Public Health Com. 
mittee put in the following report — 
“As previously reported, the Gov- 
ernment, evidently profiting by the 
Teseons of the Boksburg tangle, has 
intimated disapproval of the establish- 
ment of Asiatic bazaars in close 
proximity to native locations. The 
Public Health Committee has there- 
fore applied for a site for an Asiatic 
bazaar on claims held by the New. 
Era Consolidated. To day the Com: 
mittee reported that the application 
had not yet been granted, but as the 
present site had to be handed over 
to the lessors, free of all obstructions 
and encumbrances, on December 31st, 
it was necessary to serve notices to quit 
upon the Asiatics in the old bazaar.” 
‘The Committee asked for authority 
to do so, and the Council agreed, 
No provision has yet, so far as we 
are aware, been made for the accom- 
modation of these evicted Indians, 
who, we suppose, must camp out on 
the bare veld, after the 31st instant, 
as they can go nowhere else in the 
Germiston Township. These anti-In- 
dian councillors must possess flexible

The Bhyat Judgment 


‘The following is the full text of the 
Judgment in the matter of Lewis Wale 
ter Ritch and Amod Moosa Bhyat 
versus ‘The Minister of Justice, de- 
livered by Acting Chief Justice Rose 
Tunes in the Appellate Court i= 

‘This appeal raises the important 
(question of the liability to forteiture 
attaching to land ib a Government 
‘Township’ held under converted tree 
hold title from the Crown, by reason 
‘of non-compliance with certain condi« 
tiont of the grant, ‘The first defen« 
‘ant is the registered owner, and the 
second defendant was at all’ relevant 
times and is still the occupier of 
tertain three stands in the townshi 
ol Boksburg, which is situated in 
Inining district of that name. | The 
lots in question were originally ‘held 
under ordinary licence tenure, which 
was converted into freshold rather 
mote than ¢ year ago, ‘The 
then issued contaitred certain condi 
tions, one of which was in the follow: 
fog terms: “The land hereby gtant+ 

oF any portion of it, shall not be 
transferred, leased or in any other 
Imahner assigned or dispored of to 
‘any coloured person, and no coloured 
Persob other than the domestic ser 
Vant of the registered ownot ot his 
teoant shall be permitted to reside 
thereon, or in ny other manner 
dccupy the sanie, Any breach of the 
foregoing condition shall entitle the 
Government of the Union of South 
Alrica to cancel this. geant and to 
fesume possession of the land hereby 
‘granted without payment of any coui- 
pensation in tespect of buildings or 
structures erected on, or improvements 
effected to, the skid’ land.” It is tip- 
‘on a breach of that cluse that the 

laintif?s claim for cancelation and 
forietire is based. Before examining 
it in greater detail I may remark tht 
it would have beed sutistectory ‘had 
the incidents of the original tenure 
and the circumstances under whidh 
the Conversion took place been mote 
fully elucidated at the ttial, In view 
of the scanty evidence prodiced by 
the plaintiff and the fact that the 
defendants elected to give nobe at all, 
Copies of certain dociments were at 
the suggestion of this Court and by 
‘consent of parties filed as supplemen: 
tary to the record. From these it is 
ossible to gather all the conditio 
h of the old and the new temute ; 
but we are stil without kitowledge of 
the circumstances attending the con 
version ftom one to the othtr; though 
it would certainly have been ihterest- 
ing, and might have been important, 
to be informed upon that point. 

Te would appear that the Voorkewr- 
rechten of the stands in question were 
sold by public auction in October, 
4894. ‘The rights so acquired by the 
Purchasers were analogous to tease- 
hold rights for a petiod of ninety-nine 
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tions affecting the occupation of 
stands. 

Tn July and August, 1396, these 
articular leases were translerred to 
‘one Thomas, from whom the defen- 
dant Ritch acquired them. The 
contract of purchase must have been 
‘concluded before the tenure had been 
‘converted ; because the freehold grant 
was issued to'Thomas on the same 

faoth August, rorr) that transfer 
id ane Registry Office from 
hhim to Ritch. But whether the latter 
was party to the application for a new 
title, and whether the conversion took 
lace upon the first or the second of 
the two statutory bases to be hereafter 
mentioned, these are points upon

‘The language of the Section is per: 
missive ; it enable a registered stand- 
holder to convert his title, but it 
does not campel him to do so. Sec- 
tion 55 (11), however, (as amended 
by Section 9, Act No. 30, 1909) 
enacts that after payment has been 
made of all sums due from the holder 
of stand in respect of the conversion 
thereof to freehold title, no transfer, 
mortage or encumbrance whatsoever 
shall be effected of that stand in the 
Mining Commissioner's Office.

In the Natal Division of the 
Supreme Court, on the sth instant, in 
the case of Subrayen 9. Immigration 
Restriction Officer, Mr. Michel moved, 
‘on behall of the applicant, for an 
order on the respondent requiring 
hhim to issue permission to land. 

‘The applicant came: to Natal in 
1891 and served his indenture and in 
1896 became a free Indian, He 

ied and settled in Natal and lived 
with bis family in Durban, where be 
carried on a laundry, paying his tax 
annuly to the Government. Ia May he 
went to India on a visit and purchased 
a retum ticket, but on his retura he 
vas refused admission. 

The Attorney-General, on behalf of 
the Government, argued that the Act 
id not say that an Indian should 
stay in Natal so long as he: paid £3, 
‘but rather that he should either go 
back to India, or reindenture. The 
present applicant was still under 
obligation to reindenture. 

‘The Court pointed out that the 
‘contract between the Indian and the 
Government was that the Indian 
might stay so long as he paid the 
Pate ; 

To giving judgment the Judge Presi- 
dent said the restriction clause did 
hot apply to Indians who bad three 
consecutive years’ residence in Natal, 
but the argument of the Crown was 
that the applicant could not claim the 
benefits of the exemption because 
part of the period was under inden- 
ture. The Court would notbe justified 
in considering that a period of resi 
Gence which did not resemble resi 
ence under indenture os debarring 
the applicant. ‘The applicant having 
shown that his period of residence 
out of indenture was for period of 
not less than three years, was entitled 
to remain in Natal so long as he paid 
his annual tax. The residence under 
temporary licence could not be. inter- 
preted as by “the like” of residence 
tinder indenture, The Court would 
say nothing as to the right of the 
Government, having accepted the £3 
tax for all these years from the appli 
cant, to reluse to allow him to return 
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ment to 

and suggested that a deputation inter-

‘Tt was decided to give the General 
‘Purposes Committee power to appoint 
the deputation.

Obituary 


We regret to note the death of 
Mr, Ahmed Ebrahim Chotabbai, of 
Krugersdorp, of which cable intelli- 
gence was received last week It 
‘would appear that Mr. and Mrs. 
Chotabhai and their three sons had 
gone to Mecca, and had. afterwards 
paid a visit to ‘Medina, where their 
son Ebrahim died suddenly. A few 
days Tater, on the return journey to 
Mecca, Mr, Chotabhai died at Rabat, 
at the comparatively early age of 57. 
‘Mr. Chotabbai’s services to the com- 
munity at one time or another were 
many, but his acts of benevolence 
‘were known mainly by those who 
‘were brought into more intimate 
‘contact with him, He was the leading 
member of the p_Com= 
mittee of the Transvaal British Indian 
‘Association. Mr. Chotabhai’s memory, 
however, will be preserved principally 
owing to the tenacity with which he 
fought the Government in Court after

‘The next section (132) restricts the 
residence of coloured persons on pro: 
claimed land in certain districts, of 
which Boksburg is one, to bartars, 
‘compoutds, locations and other places 
permitted by the Mining Commis. 
sioner, Every coloured person con 
travening the section is liable to im- 
prisonment, and upon conviction an 
Etracture occupied by him or erected 
for his use may be removed at the 
orders of the official Iast mentioned. 
But the section is not applicable to 
coloured persons in European employ. 
and living where they are employed, 
nor to these lawfully in the occupation 
of premises when the Act took effect. 
Now the stands with which this case 
is concerned were rights over pro 
claimed Innd acquired under one of 
the earlier Gold laws; they were, 
therelore, affected by and subject to 
the terms of the rgoth section of the 
present Gold Law above referred to. 
Bat in the absence of express. provi 
sion it by no means follows that they 
would have remained subject thereto 
alter the issue of a converted freehold.

Seotion 62 of the Townships Act 
enabling the Governor to approve of 
any of the conditions “appertaining” 
in such cases to the original overs 
recht and to insert them or to insert 
similar conditions in the new grant, 
‘The position, therfore, created by Sec 
tion Goand6s of the Townships Act, 20.

‘would be'going beyond the provisions 
of Section 62, which govern the mat- 
ter Reliance was placed by the 
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defendants on Section 39 of the 
‘Transvaal Constitution Letiers Patent. 
‘The bearing of these upon the case, 
however, is only indirect. No Royal 
Instructions were previously obtained 
either in regard to the Townships 
Act of 1908 or to any regulations 
framed under it, nor did they contain 
any suspensory clause. There-was 
o necessity, however, for such sale- 
guards, Because the terms of the 
Letters Patent do not apply to Gov- 
€mment regulations, but only to

proval. But the fact that the Govern- 
ment could ot do by regulation 
what Parliament could not do by 
statute confirms the view already 
expressed that any regulations provid- 
ing for conditions in converted grants 
which restrict coloured occupancy 
cannot validly go beyond the dis 
abilities in that regard imposed by 
the Gold Law. 

Such being the limitations upon the 
discretion of the Government in thi 
matter resulting from the provi 
of the statute, it remains to. consider 

* to what extent if any they have been 
disregarded. Strictly speaking, the 
statutory regulations contemplated by 
Section 62 (2) have not been promul- 
gated. In lieu thereof a Goveroment 
Notice as been published setting 
‘out the form of grant “approved ” 
by. the Govemor, Io sub 
however, that notice was designed to 
‘operate as a set of regulations framed 
under Section 62; and forthe pur- 
pose of these proceedings it may be 
dealt with on that basis, always bear- 
ing in mind, however, that the regula- 
tions cannot go contrary tothe 
statute. ‘The condition relating to 
coloured occupation hasalready been 
quoted. And it will be seen that it 
Aiffers from Sections 130 of the Gold 
Law in two respects. “It contains a 
forfeiture clause which is not in the 
statute, and the statutory exception 
in favour of “Jona ide servants” is 
altered so 25 to be applicable to 
domestic servants only. And these 
variations can hardly be called unim- 
portant. For I cannot agree with 
‘Mason J. in thinking that there is no 
substantial difference between the 
pedalty inthe statute and the for- 
feiture in the grant. In the on 
‘case the fine, though substantial, i 
not necessarily, excessive; in

‘caretaker to occuy a room in them 
fora single month, the Government 
might step in and appropriate the 
whole of the improvements without 
compensation, Such a _ position 
would have been impossible under 
the Gold Law. And in 30 far as the 
condition actually. inserted in the 
grant is more restrictive of coloured 
‘Occupation, and more prejudicial to 
the European holder than the provi- 
sions of the Gold Lav, it neither 
appertains to the voorkeurrecht nor is 
similar to its terms. The Govern- 
ment therefore had no right to insist 
‘upon it, and the applicant for convert- 
ed title could have refused to take it, 
and could have enforced his right to 
4 grant, the conditions of which were 
in conformity with Section 62 of the 
‘Townships Act.

Prohibitions against 
coloured occupancy also are of not 
uncommon occurrence in the title 
deeds of private townships, and have 
been given effect to by the Courts, 
But where an Act prescribes the

‘The maxim ofthe Civillaw (C. 3, 426) 
that every man is able to renounce a 
right conferred by law {or his own, 
benefit was fully recognised by the 
law of Holland.

IMMIGRATION OFFICER'S OBSTRUCTIVE METHODS 





WO sets of cases have happened 
during the week in Durbao 
which show that the promise 

made by the Ministers to the ear, 
according to Mr. Gokhale’s speech 
‘at Bombay, is being broken to the 
hope. Messrs. Bhawani Dayal and 
Devi Dayal, two brothers, sons of an 
old South African Indian (the late 
‘Mr. Jeramsing), who was one of the 
oldest indentured Indians and who 
migrated to the Transvaal and be~ 
came prosperous in later years, re- 
turned by s.s. Palamcot/a last Sunday, 
Both the young men are married, 
One of them has a baby five months 
old. There was no dispute as to 
marriage. Mr, Bhawani Dayal ‘can 
pass the education test, But the: 
Toamigration Officer declined to grant 
them visitors’ permits which they 
wanted in order to enable them to 
prove their title to residence in the 
‘Transvaal. They claim that they 
were in the Transvaal on the 31st of 
May, 1902, The officer would not 
Jet them land unless they could get 
petmission from the Registrar of 
Asiatics. The latter naturally could 
say nothing until he had the evidence. 
‘Phe young men had, therefore, to 
get an interdict from the Supreme 
‘Court to enable them to land, The 
Jaw of the Union provides that such 
‘men must apply for their certificates 
to reside in the Transvaal from a 
phice in South Africa, And yet they 
‘ate put to the trouble and costly. 
procedure of obtaining an interdict! 
‘These men had rich friends and they 
have landed, but what could poor 
Indians do? Have they no.rights? 
‘We understand that even after the 
fnletdict was granted, the Toumigrae 
tion Officer was punctilious and ex: 





acting, that he would not take the 
‘word of Mr. Polak that it was grant- 
.d, nor Mr, Rustomjee’s cheque for 
the security required, although the 
steamer holding these young meu 
was about to leave. Indeed they 
| were only landed when the steamer 
| had almost weighed anchor. 

The other case is that of Mr. 
| K. T. Gajjar. He is a well-known 
storekeeper of Somerset East. He 
came to Durban to fetch his wile 
who was on the same boat. Mr. 
| Gajjar brought with him a certificate 
| trom the Chief Constable of his place 
to whom he is well-known. The 
certificate stated that Mr. Gajjar was 
‘going to Durban to bring his wile 
‘and children. The Immigration 
Officer was satisfied as to proof of 
marriage but ssid, what he had no 
right to, as, for the time being, a 
‘Natal Officer, that Mr. Gajjar might 
not be allowed to return to the Cape 
ashe had not a proper permit and 
that, therefore, he could not grant 
‘a visiting pass for his wile unless 30 
authorised by the Cape Officer. Mr, 
Gajar had to move the Minister of 
the Interior before he could secure 
his wife’s landing. Be it noted that 
the officer here was not called upon 
to recognise Mrs. Gajjar’s rights, 
He had only to grant, at her and her 
‘husband’s risk, a visiting pass, Had 
they failed to establish their right 
to return to the Cape, they could 
hhaye been depotted to India, 

‘These two cases are not isolated, 
‘They have come to light because the 
parties were powerful, enough to fight 
their battle, But if Indians can make 
F good their position only after: spend 
ng’ large sums’ of money in legal 
fees, etciy it is. mockery to call such

Is a Tailor a Manu- 
facturer P 





Proposed New By-law 





About two months ago a case of 
| considerable interest was heard in 
| the City Court, when an Indian tailor, 
| trading in Mariteburg, was, charged 
before Mr. H. C, Ward, with having 
contravened a by-law by manufacture 
ing without a licence. 

‘Chief Constable Barron asked the 
Magistrate to convict the Indian, ag 
hhe had failed to take out the licence 
that applied to manufacturers. 

‘Mr. J. O, Smythe, in the course of 
his statement for the defence, asked 
the Magistrate to take the view that 
defendant’ was not a manufacturer, 
He simply tailored cloth ; he was no 
manulacturer. IG indeed, the police 
action was upheld it was only logical 
to presume that every carpenter who 
made avbeuch was a nianufacturer, 
‘and every bootrepairer also should 
‘come within the scope of the by-law. 

‘The Chief Constable said that car- 
penters in the City had licences. 

‘Alter Mr. Smythe had quoted a 
case (Bruro 0, Rex, 1904, T'S.) 

"The Magistrate said he should up- 
hold Mr, Smythe’s contention. The 
Indian charged could only be placed 
in the category of an artificer. He 
therefore dismissed the case.

The Bhyat Judgment 


The following. is the judgment 
delivered by Mr, Justice Solomon :— 

‘This appeal has given me much 
thought, but the conclusion at which 
Lave arrived may be stated in a very 
few words. The action is one for the 
cancellation of the freehold title to 
certain three stands in the town. 
ship of Boksburg, of which the first 
delendant is the registered owner, on 
the ground that there hes been a 
breach by him of one'of the condi 
tions contained in his transler deed, 
The condition in question reads as 
follows 

Tt (the stand) or any portion of it 
shall not be tras{erred, leased or in 
any other manner assigned or dispos- 
ed of to any coloured person and no 
coloured person other than the domes- 
tic servant of the registered owner 
or -his tenant shall be permitted to 
reside thereon or in any other manner 
‘occupy the same,” 

‘Then there follows this provision 
mhich is the basis of the present ac- 








|. Any breach of the foregoing con- 
Gis hal ene he Government 
‘f the Union of South Altica to can- 
col this grant and to resume posses. 
sion of the land hereby granted with- 
‘Out. payment of any compensation in 
respect of buildings or is 
erected on orimprovements effected 
Yo the said land.” : 


The facts of the case are fully dealt 
with in the judgment of the Acting 
Chiet Justice, and I'donot. propose 
torefer tothem. It ia sufficient to 
‘say that it is clear that the first de(en- 
dant had committed a breach of the 
condition by permitting the second 
defendant to occupy the stands, and 
that consequently under the forfeiture 
clause the Government is prima facie 
entitled to cancel the title and to re- 
sume possession of the stands without 
Payment of any compensation, ‘The 
clause in question is an exceedingly 
stringent one; but that in itself would 
ot justify us in refusing to enforce it, 
‘and we are bound to give effect to it 
unless we are satisfied that there is 
some legal ground for holding that it 
is invalid and of no effect, 

That the condition is outside of 
and in direct conflict. with the pro: 
visions of the Act governing these 
Crowa grants I have no doubt, and if 
the only question to be considered 
was whether Thomas, the grantee, 
was entitled to refuse to accept a 
title containing such a condition I 
should have bad no difficulty in 
swering it in the afirmative. ‘The 
grant was issued in exchange for the 
voorkeurrecht of the stands under the 
provisions of the Townships Amend. 
ment Act, 1908. Under that Act the 
‘onmer of the ooorkeurrecht is entitled 
to exchange them for frechold, and 
Section 62 of the Act prescribes the 
terms and conditions” to which the 
freehold title shall_be subject. 
‘And the decision of this case turns in 
‘teat measure upon the construction 
to be placed upon this Section. Tt 
provides that “a grant under the 
Act shall haye the effect of vesting in 
the grantee the freehold of the land 
as fully as if transfer of the Iand had 
been’ made by transfer deed in free- 
hold to such grantee,” but subject 
to the térms and conditions set out 
in clause (a) and (b).of the first. sub- 
section. Clause (a) provides for the 
insertion in the title of such of the 
terms and conditions appertaining to 
the vosrkeurrecht of the stond oF of 
similar terms and conditions as may 
be approved by the Governor. Now 
in. the workewrrecht of the present 
stands there were no express condi- 
tions contained, but there were cer- 
tain statutory conditions affecting 
them, such ag Sections 130. and 131 
Of the Precious and Base Metals 
Act, 1908. Under Clause (a) it was 
competent for the Governor to sub- 
ject the grant to those or to similar 
conditions. And by the use of the 

similar” Ido not understand 
is intended to confer upon 
the Govemor the power of making 
the conditions more onerous to the 
Brantee than the corresponding pro- 
Visions of Section 130 of Act No. 36, 
1908, There isa general presump: 
tion in the construction of statutes

Now the con 
Gition-in question is more onerous to 
the grantee than: the corresponding 
provisions of Act No. 35, 1908, in 
two respects. “In the first place, it 
contains “the exceedingly stringent 
forfeiture clause to which I have re- 
ferred,. and in the second place it 
cuts-down the exception in favour of 
coloured people from “dona fide ser 
vant” to. “domestic servant.” By 
inserting a condition of this nature 
in the grant, therefore, the Governor 
was travelling outside’ ofthe powers 
conferred upon him by Clause: (a) of 
Section 62 of the Townships Amend- 
ment Act, and on that ground alone 
in my opinion the grantee would ha 
been entitled to refuse to accept such. 
‘a grant in enchange (or his leasehold. 
title, But his case is made much 
stronger by the provisions of Clause 
(b) of the Section, That clause sub. 
jects the freehold title to a. certain 
statutory condition. The clause is 
very badly drafted, but its meaning is, 
T think, frankly clear, It consists cf 
4 positive and of a negative provision, 
and the confusion is caused by joine 
ing them together instead of keeping 
them apart. Ifwe separate then the 
condition reads as follows:—(1) 
‘That the freehold title shall be liable 
to be annulled, set aside, limited or 
affected on every ground and by rea- 
son of every cause, matter ot thing by 
which the vvorkeurrecht or leasebold 
title would haye been liable to be ane 
nalled, s2t aside, limited or affected » 
(2) that the frechold title shall nog 
be liable to be anoulled, ctc., on any.

Mr, Justice Mar 
son, in the construction which he has 
placed upon the clause in his judg- 
ment, appeats to have ignored the 
Begative provision, which is quite as 
important as the positive, and to 
which full effect must be given,

It appeara 
to me that the difference between the 
liability to incur a fine -and the liabilie 
ty to a forfeiture, without compensa, 
ion, of property, as in the present 
case, of “considerable valie, is not 
only substantial but fundamental 
And if so, the forfeiture clause of this 
condition is in direct conftict with’

‘Does it follow then that as Thomas 
accepted the grant without protest, 
the first defendant who took transtet 
from him is now entitled to dispute 
the validity of this condition and to. 
treat it as null and of no effect? 
‘This is a question upon which T have 
felt considerable difficulty, “but on 
the whale I have come to the con- 
clusion that he is so entitled, The 
contention tothe contrary on the part 
of the respondent is based mainly 
‘upon the well known maxim. guilsbet 
potest renuntiare jurs pro se introduelo. 
Tt is argued that the provisions of 
Section 62 were introduced in the 
ioterest of stand-holders, that conse- 
quently they are entitled to renounce 
them ; that ‘Thomas the grantee waiy- 
ed his right to object to the condi- 
tion in question; and -that the first 
defendant can be in no better posi 
tion than he was. Now I'am bound 
to say that I would have found it 
difficult to, resist that argoment, tad 
there been no provision such as that 
contained in clause (b) of the Section. 
‘The first part of the Section provides 
that a grant under the Act shall be 
subject to certain terms and condi- 
tions but it does not expressly probi- 
bit any others, and if the Section 
stopped there there is much to be 
said for the view that 2 grantee by 
accepting a title with other and more 
onerous conditions waives his tight 
therealter to object to them. ‘The 
Section, however, proceeds to enact 
thatthe grants sHall be subject to the 
statutory condition set out in. clause 
(b). ‘The effect of that provision is 
that this statutoryconditionis attached 
to the freehold tile issued in ex- 
change for the evorkeurrecht, and is 
as much a part of the title as if it rad 
been expressly contained in it, And 
if itis part of the title full effect must 
be given to it, nor can any express 
condition inserted in, the grant over- 
ride a condition to. which by: statute 
the grant is subjected.

We have belére us two. newspaper 
reports of a meeting held in Maritz- 
burg on the rath instant under the 
auspices of the Labour Party. One re- 
port says that a Committee was formed

Whereas in the Transvaal they 
tackled the Asiatic problem with 
vigour and might and main and 
unceasingly, Natal was supine all 
along. He reminded them that 
Indian immigration had been stopped, 
but it was not stopped on the initiative 
of the Natal Government, Tt was the 
Indian Government who. stopped it, 
because they said that the conditions 
were so bad-here that they would not 
allow their subjects to.come here It 
was'a great calamity that Natal ever 
introduced the Indians into Natal, 
Would they have had enough sand in 
them to get up against the sugar 
planters and other employers of coolie 
labour if Natal bad not joined the 
Union? He suggested that a surtax 
should be placed on employers of 
coolie labour, to be devoted to 
securing land in India for employes to 
reimmigrate to, Natal had commit- 
ed a national sin, and she had to pay 
the penalty,

Mr, Cresswell referred to the * un: 
fair competition” of the Asiatic with 
the European in Natal, a problem 
which caused other parts of the Union 
not so much anxiety. None of the 
political parties had as yet endeavoured.

It remained for 
Natal to fight for hereself, Probably 
she would be able to muster «

Alleged Hardships on 
Board s.s. Purnea 


Important Correspondence 








A correspondent has written to us 
complaining of alleged unpleasant 
experiences en roufe to India, The 
88, Purnea \elt Durban with about 
Yoo passengers on board on the oth 
August last, and, haying touched at 
Delagoa Bay, reached Zanzibar on 
the 17th of the same month, There 
the captain is stated to have ordered. 
the passengers to transfer into another 
boat, the Pentakofa belonging to 
the same line, which was lying at 
anchor in the harbour at the time. 
‘hough the order was ditastta to 
the passengers, they obeyed it, but 
its alleged that they had to undergo 
‘great hardsbi 

Our informant writes that, when, 
the passengers were transferred to the. 
Pentokota at 8 Sclock in the morn- 
ing, an enclosed deck, which, it js, 
alleged, could hardly admit 50 per- 
sons, was the space allotted for about 
106 passengers, The officers ordered 
the men to accommodate themselves 
in that small space. All their baggage, 
except foodstuffs, was sent into. the: 
holds and, consequently, the passen- 
ers had, our correspondent declares,’ 
to remain io the same clothes uo: 
washed throughout the voyage. 
tnclosure mentioned above. admitted? 
50 persons, and, seeing that the 
‘were many more to be aecomniodated, 
another enclosure was allotted. This 
was used for bunkering coal and was 















no more support than was necessary. * 
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not cleaned. Here a partition was 
put up, in the form of a rope tied 
cross, and it is alleged that a space 
as much as would accommodate only 
25 men was allowed. ‘The crew was 
‘ordered not to allow anybody to go 
beyond that rope. The officer then 
went ashore. Our correspondent 
alleges that the rest of the passengers 
remained on the open deck till 8 


o'clock in the evening waiting in | 


vain for the officer’s returo, These 
men then had to cross the rope and 
had to find a space wherein to sleep. 
None of the passengers could cook 
their food that day, and so they had 
to go without food. 

Those passengers who were com- 
pelied to find space in the coal 
bunker had their clothes, bedding 
and other goods spoilt vey much. 

Fifty more passeogers who boarded 
‘at Zanzibar had also to find space 
in the same coal bunker, which they 
did somehow or other. But, on 
‘reaching Mombasa, the boat was to 
take in a cargo of about 3,000 bags. 
‘of potatoes, for which the first en- 
closure, in which the passengers are 
stated to have been crowded like 
sheep, was ordered to be vacated. 
‘The passengers were told to take 
their baggage and go to the rear deck. 
‘They remonstrated against this, but 
to no purpose. The crew, itis further 
alleged, shifted their baggage, and 
threw it carelessly in all directions, 
besides severely illtreating the pas- 
sengers 

‘The rear deck in which these pas- 
sengers were transferred was also too: 
‘small and so they had to suffer a 
great deal. 

‘AL Mombasa the boat took about 
go more sers, This was on 
the roth of the same months They 
also had to accommodate thetnselves 
in the same space, several of them 
being obliged to stay on the open 
deck, Among these was a sick man, 
who, our correspondent states, on, 
account of the severityebi the weather, 
which is usual on the open deck, 
grew worse and at last succumbed 
‘on the 2and of the same month: 

Although there were, it is said, two. 
‘enclosed decks unoccupied and in 
good condition, the passengers had 
to suffer all these hardships at the 
hands of the officers for no reason

that the boat leaving Darbax 
would touch Delagoa Bay, Zanzibarand 
‘Mombasa only and would reach Bom- 
bay in 17 days. Far from that being 
so, the’ passengers had to tranship 
at’ Zanzibar. The boat touched at 
the ports not notified in the advertise- 
ments and took 23 days instead of 
17 to reach Bombay. 

‘What hardships there are in tran- 
shipment can be ascertained, com- 
plains our correspondent, by. those 
only who have actually bad an ex- 
perience of it. The baggage is stated 
torbe thrown about at random, the 
foodstuff, which has to be repacked, 
gels very much damaged, tins of ghee 


‘hick are opened during the voyage, 
are spilt in the transhipment and the 


contents lost. 

‘Te is evident that the voyage of the 
boat is lengthened in proportion to 
the extra ports it touches and, as 
the provisions of the pass fall 
short on this account, they have in 
addition to suffer privation, 


Not wishing to. make ourselves 
responsible for these statements, 
which we were unable to. test, we 
forwarded a translation of the letter 
containing the above complaints fo 
the Durban agents ot the British 
India Line, who replied to us in the 
following terms :— 

“We are in receipt of your letter 
of and instant, and thank you for 
sending us copy of a letter which had 
been sent to you for publication io 
connection with the voyage of the 
British India Steam Navigation Com- 
pany steamer Purnea, in August last 
to India, 

“We are very glad that you sent 
us this before publishing same, as 
we have no hesitation in. saying that 
all the statements therein are more 
orless gross exaggeration, and some 
of them absolutely untnie, In. fact, 
speaking as agents of the BLS.N. 

70, we consider some of the state- 
ments to be libellous, and such as 
would, in our opinion, lay whoever 
made them open to prosecution. As 
the Purnea is not regularly on the 
Bombay-South Africa route, and 
may not be back again here for some 
little time, we may not have the 
‘opportunity of putting these state- 
ments before the Captain and officers 
of that steamer, but, as it was the 
Pentakota and’ Palamcotta, which 
ome here regularly, that transferred 

ers {com Zanzibar, we shall 
go into the matter with these steamers, 
‘when they arrive here. 

“We do not consider it worth 
while going into all the details here, 
ag they are so manifestly incorrect, 
and the best general answer to them 
fs the fact that we constantly receive 
compliments, verbally and by letter, 
as to the comfort the Indian com- 
‘munity travel under on the B.L. line 
of steamers, and the courteous atten- 
tion they always receive from the 
Captain dowowards. 

‘VAs it so happens, we bave before 
us aletter written on 17th August 
trom Zanzibar by'a passenger by the 
steamer complained about, and we 
have pleasure in giving you an extract 
from sane. 

“eT have arrived in Zanzibar last 
jght at 9.30 p.m, and have had fine 
‘weather all along. I am very much 
leased to see the management and 
ind attention of Purnea's Captain 
and officers, and treatment very satis 
factory. All the passengers are much 
leased to see it. We arrived here 
in five days from Delagoa Bay. We 
will leave here for Mombasa on Mon-
